Preparing  for  an  Increase  in  Enrollment 

Unless  all  signs  fall,  we  shall  have  a  f*"*8^?1^""6 

in  enrollment   Prospects  are  that  the  enroll, en  will  bejp 

several  hundred  students.   If  this  happens,  i   OYirif1Q(;mpnt   To 
the  College  some  temporary  inconvenience  and  e^ra^sment   io 
begin  with,  it  will  mean  larger  classes  and  a  *»»*£•'  25?  on  all 
load  in  all  departments.   It  will  mean  an  increased  strain  on 
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our  facilities,  many  of  which  are  already  inadequate.   It  will 
mean  some  delay  In  securing  books  through  the  Bookstore. 

It  will  be  necessary,  therefore,  for  all  members  of  the 
faculty  to  do  everything  they  can  to  minimize  the  embarrassments 
and  inconveniences  as  much  as  possible.   If  there  is  to  be  a  large 
increase  in  the  size  of  the  freshman  class,  it  will  be  very  im- 
portant not  to  fill  all  sections  of  classes  that  have  to  be  kept 
open  to  sophomores  during  the  freshman  registration  period.   Other- 
wise there  will  be  no  classes  for  sophomores  when  they  register  on 
Thursday.   In  order  to  have  a  good  distribution  of  student  load 
during  the  Fall  term,  it  is  Important  that  freshman  aflvisors 
remember  that  the  suggested  courses  given  in  the  catalog  do  not 
have  to  be  taken  by  terms  in  the  order  in  which  they  happen  to  be 
listed  in  the  catalog.   This  should  be  made  clear  to  the  students 
so  that  they  will  not  be  disturbed  if  they  find  it  impossible  to 
take  exactly  the  subjects  that  are  listed  for  the  first  term  in 
the  particular  suggested  courses  they  have  chosen. 

Above  all  things,  all  members  of  the  faculty  must  bear  in  mind 
that  since  we  do  not  have  a  restricted  enrollment  or  any  other  way 
of  cutting  down  the  number  of  students  after  they  have  presented 
themselves  for  registration,  we  cannot  arbitrarily  decide  in  ad- 
vance to  close  any  classes  at  any  given  figure.  We  have  to  take 
care  of  all  students  who  come,  at  least  until  some  of  them  have 
demonstrated  that  they  cannot  do  a  good  quality  of  college  work. 
The  biggest  responsibility  for  getting  the  students  registered 
with  a  minimum  of  dissatisfaction  to  them  rests  upon  the  freshman 
and  sophomore  sponsors. 

There  will  be  advantages  as  well  as  disadvantages  in  a  large 
enrollment.   To  begin  with,  there  is  no  better  argument  that  we 
can  take  to  the  forthcoming  session  of  the  Legislature  than  the 
fact  that  our  enrollment  is  outgrowing  our  appropriation.   In  the 
second  place,  if  we  have  a  very  large  enrollment,  it  will  be  pos- 
sible for  us  to  be  much  stricter  in  the  enforcement  of  good 
scholarship  standards,  since  an  over-crowded  condition  will  justify 
us  in  eliminating  more  of  the  less  desirable  students.   A  publicly 
supported  institution  cannot  safely  accept  a  decreasing  enrollment 
in  a  time  when  competition  for  tax  funds  is  as  vicious  as  it  is 
now.   If  we  can  maintain  our  enrollment  or  increase  it  slightly 
and  still  eliminate  a  great  many  students,  we  can  be  entirely  safe 
and  at  the  same  time  improve  the  quality  of  our  student  body. 

All  things  considered,  I  am  sure  the  College  should  welcome 
an  increase  in  its  enrollment  and  that  we  will  all  make  every 
effort  to  reduce  the  effect  of  any  temporary  difficulties  that  an 
increase  in  enrollment  might  entail.   As  you  all  know,  there  is 
no  money  available  for  employing  additional  faculty  at  this  time. 
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For  Junior  and  Senior  Advisors 

One  of  the  department  heads  has  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  some  students  have  two  majors  and  that  quite  often  they  go  to 
only  one  department  head  to  receive  advice  in  planning  their  work. 
The  result  is  that  the  major  which  they  work  out  in  the  depart- 
ment from  which  they  do  not  receive  advice  is  sometimes  very  poorly 
planned.   In  other  words,  to  have  a  major  in  a  given  subject  should 
imply  not  merely  that  the  student  has  the  required  number  of 
courses,  but  that  he  also  has  the  sequence  of  courses  that  the 
department  considers  necessary. 

It  is  important,  therefore,  for  department  heads  to  cooperate 
with  each  other  in  seeing  to  it  that  students  who  are  working  out 
two  majors  have  them  both  properly  planned  by  the  departments 
that  are  involved. 

The  department  head  who  called  attention  to  this  situation 
also  suggested  that  the  Placements  Committee  might  require  that 
the  department  approve  a  student's  major  before  that  student  will 
be  recommended  for  a  position  to  teach  the  subject  in  question. 
If  this  were  announced  to  the  juniors  and  seniors  each  year  and 
explained  to  them  occasionally,  it  would  cause  the  students  them- 
selves to  be  more  careful  in  working  out  the  majors.

Check  for  Improperly  Registered  Students

ing every  faculty. member  to  check  all  student  assignment  cards  to 
be  sure  that  every  student  has  a  registration  number  before  he  is 
admitted  to  class.   The  instructor  in  the  classroom  is  the  only 
person  who  can  get  a  check  on  this  matter  soon  enough  to  save  all 
sorts  of  embarrassment.   Faculty  members  will  be  held  strictly 
responsible  for  failure  to  exclude  all  people  who  have  not  paid 
their  fees. 
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Arrange  Time  for  Curriculum  Committee  Meetings 

Mr,  Thalman,  Chairman  of  the  Curriculum  Committee,  suggests 
that  the  members  of  the  College  Curriculum  Committee,  namely,  the 
Division  Chairmen  and  the  members  of  the  Faculty  Senate,  who  have 
a  third  hour  class  arrange  to  have  Thursday  as  the  free  day.

A  Big  Job  Well  Done 

Registration  was  exceptionally  well  done.  Reports  on  con- 
ditions in  each  of  the  departments  have  been  received  and  examined. 
They  Indicate  that,  in  spite  of  the  huge  enrollment  and  in  spite  of 
the  excessive  heat,  the  faculty  apparently  did  a  superior  job  of 
registion.  All  of  the  members  of  the  faculty  who  participated 
in  registration  deserve  the  highest  commendation  for  carrying 
through  under  most  trying  conditions. 

This  brings  me  to  another  related  matter.  During  the  latter 
part  of  the  summer  term,  I  let  my  generosity  overcome  my  good 
judgment  and  granted  permission  to  two  or  three  people  to  be  absent 
from  fall  term  registration.   Then,  in  order  not  to  be  too  incon- 
sistent, I  was  obliged  to  grant  similar  permission  to  two  or  three 
more.   The  result  was  that  too  many  faculty  members  were  absent 
during  registration. 

A  good  principle  to  follow  in  a  large  group  of  people  is  that 
no  concessions  should  be  asked  or  granted  to  one  person  that  could 
not  be  given  to  every  other  member  of  the  group.   I  think,  there- 
fore, that  hereafter  members  of  the  faculty  not  on  leave  of  absence 
will  not  be  excused  from  duty  on  registration  days,  except  in  cases 
where  it  is  obviously  impossible  for  them  to  be  present. 


Faculty  Activity  Tickets  and  Subscriptions 
to  the  Egyptian 

Members  of  the  faculty  have  the  privilege  of  securing  sub- 
scriptions to  the  Egyptian  and  tickets  to  the  athletic  games  and 
the  entertainment  course  at  the  same  prices  that  are  set  in  the 
student  activity  fee.   Since  the  activity  fee  for  the  fall  term 
has  not  been  definitely  allocated,  the  prices  charged  faculty  mem- 
bers for  the  fall  term  will  be  those  that  prevailed  last  year.

The  Registrar' s  Report 

0m-  of  the  department  heads  was  in  the  office  a  few  days  ago 
asking  for  certain  information  about  class  loads.   In  the  course  of 
the  conversation  he  stated,  that  he  would  like  to  soe  certain  stati- 
stics compiled  for  the  College.   I  referred  him  to  the  Registrar's 
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Report  for  this  year.   This  large  report  contains  much  highly 
interesting  material  about  the  College.   From  time  to  time,  as  space 
permits,  more  significant  portions  of  it  will  be  presented  in  the 
Bulletin.   In  the  meantime  the  whole  report  is  on  file  in  the  Libra- 
ry.  New  faculty  members  particularly  may  find  it  suggestive  on  such 
matters  as  how  grades  have  been  distributed  in  the  various  depart- 
ments hitherto,  and  what  class  loads  have  been. 


Concerning  Student  Help 

Near  the  close  of  last  year,  Mrs.  G-um  prepared  a  questionnaire 
for  distribution  among  the  students  who  work  in  various  capacities 
on  the  campus.   The  questionnaire  was  designed  to  find  out  how 
students  feel  about  the  work  which  they  are  given  to  do. 

In  general,  the  response  to  the  questionnaire  was  highly  credit- 
able to  the  faculty.   There  was  not  a  great  amount  of  dissatisf actio. 
Most  of  the  students  were  really  grateful  for  the  opportunity  to 
work  and  felt  that  the  work  they  were  doing  was  significant  and  im- 
portant.  However,  there  nere  some  points  of  dissatisfaction  that 
it  might  be  well  for  faculty  members  to  consider  as  we  go  ahead  with 
student  help  again  this  year. 

Most  of  the  expressions  of  dissatisfaction  were  cases  of  frank 
dissatisfaction  with  the  faculty  member  under  whom  the  work  was  done. 
The  reasons  in  each  case  would  have  been  removed  if  the  following 
three  principles  had  been  followed: 

1.  The  student  worker  should  be  treated  as  a  social 
equal  and  not  as  a  servant.   His  convenience,  the  require- 
ments of  his  work  as  a  student,  and  his  personal  dignity 
should  be  respected  just  as  those  of  a  faculty  member  would 
be. 

2.  The  faculty  member  should  not  ask  for  more  work  than 
may  be  done  in  the  time  for  which  the  student  is  paid.   On 
the  other  hand,  a  faculty  member  should  do  all  he  c^n  to 
cultivate  the  professional  rather  than  the  time-serving  atti- 
tude toward  the  work.   This  may  be  done  by  giving  the  student 
responsibility  and  credit  for  what  he  does.   If  this  is 
managed  right,  most  students  will  come  to  take  such  pride  in 
the  job  that  they  will  willingly  do  more  work  than  is  re- 
quired of  them.   In  preparing  teachers  especially,  the  pro- 
fessional attitude  toward  work  ought  to  be  fostered  very 
carefully.   Certainly  we  ought  to  do  nothing  to  diminish  it. 

3.  The  faculty  member  should  use  his  contact  with  his 
student  heloer  as  an  oooortunity  to  educate  the  student.   Re- 
lations that  are  set  up  between  the  faculty  member  and  the 
student  should  be  cordial  and  cooperative,  and  every  oppor- 
tunity should,  be  taken  to  develop  the  student's  attitudes 
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and  direct  his  education  through  the  work  he  does  and  also 
beyond  the  scope  of  this  work. 

The  second  most  frequent  ground  for  dissatisfaction  which  was 
expressed  by  the  students  was  based  on  the  charge  that  there  are 
some  students  on  Federal  Aid  who  do  not  need  the  work.   From  what 
I  know  about  the  program  here,  I  think  this  charge  is  untrue.   In 
the  few  instances  where  students  who  do  not  need  work  are  working, 
they  are  on   the  State  and  not  on  the  Federal  payroll.   These 
students  hold  their  positions  by  virtue  of  competence  rather  than 
need.   Certainly  we  should  not  have  to  apologize  for  giving  oppor- 
tunity at  state  work  to  competent  students,  even  though  they  may 
not  happen  to  be  destitute.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  all  but  a  very 
few  of  the  students  on  the  State  payroll  are  alumni  of  the  NYA, 
and  are,  therefore,  in  acute  need  of  work. 

The  Federal  Student  Aid  positions,  of  course,  are  definitely 
created  for  students  who  need  help  and  there  is  no  excuse  for 
having  students  on  Federal  Aid  at  all  unless  there  is  a  genuine 
need  for  the  help.   Faculty  members  would  be  doing  their  duty  by 
the  College  and  by  the  National  Youth  Administration  if  they  would 
report  instances  where  it  seems  obvious  that  a  student  who  does  not 
need  it  is  on  the  NYA  program.

She  will  be  glad  to 
follow  up  any  suggestions  or  other  notices  that  may  be  left  there 
for  her.

Through  an  error  in  the  office,  the  name  of  Mr.  Sherman  B. 
Barnes  was  left  off  the  Debate  Committee  and  those  of  Mrs.  Julia 
Neely  and  Mr.  Charles  D.  Tenney  were  left  on  the  Committee.  Mrs. 
Neely  and  Mr,  Tenney,  at  their  own  request,  were  relieved  of  their 
duties  on  the  Debate  Committee  so  that  they  might  have  time  for 
other  work. 

Mr.  Tenney  and  Mr.  Cramer  are  also  listed  as  county  repre- 
sentatives for  Wabash  and  Edwards  County,  respectively.   Last  year, 
at  their  suggestion,  these  counties  were  stricken  from  the  list  of 
counties  to  which  we  send  representatives.

Department  Requisitions  for  Books--A  New  Plan 

Mr.  Bosley  asks  to  have  the  following  announcement  placed  in 
the  Bulletin: 

The  former  plan  of  ordering  books  has  been  inconvenient  to 
faculty  members  because  of  the  difficulty  of  finding  out  which  booki 
had  been  ordered.   Another  drawback  in  an  era  of  slashed  budgets 
was  the  utter  impossibility  of  making  satisfactory  eliminations 
here  at  the  library  at  the  last  minute.   The  plan  proposed  below 
■rill  alleviate  these  two  major  troubles,  and  may  have  other  ad- 
vantages as  well. 


Hereafter,  Department  Order  Cards  will  be  avail- 
:he  library.   Each  department  head  is  receiving

able  in  the 

a  supply  of  these  today.   Others  can  be  secured  at  the 
library  as  needed.   One  of  these  cards  will  be  filled  out 
for  each  book  desired.   It  is  suggested  that  a  supply  of 
cards  be  made  constantly  available  in  the  various  depart- 
ments to  be  used  by  the  faculty  members  so  that  the  requi- 
sition may  be  made  a  cumulative  affair  rather  than  a 
sue' den  emergency  near  the  close  of  the  quarter.   The  cards 
will  then  be  ready  when  the  call  goes  out  for  book  requi- 
sitions. 

II.   On  the  upper  right-hand  side  of  the  card  will  be 
found  the  numerals  1,  2,    3.   Check,  to  indicate  :rour  in- 
tention as  follows:   If  you  want  the  book  as  soon  as  possible, 
check  "1".   If  the  book  can  wait  for  later  requisition  if 
necessary,  while  "check  1"  books  are  being  ordered,  then 
check  the  number  "2"  or  "3"  depending  uoon  relative  need. 
Usually,  -bout  one  third  of  the  books  suggested  should  be 
marked  "1". 

III.   Requisitions  will  be  called  for  as  usual,  and 
when  cards  arrive  (they  should  be  arranged  in  packs  and 
labelled  according  to  the  department,  as  Physics,  Educa- 
tion, etc.),  they  will  be  placed  in  a  file  drawer  in 
which  each  college  department  will  have  a  section.   This 
draper  will  be  labelled  "Department  Requisition  File". 
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IV.   The  library  requisition  will  be  made  by  taking 
the  cards  checked"!"  and  such  other  of  the  check  2  and  check 
3  cards  as  the  budget  allows.   Cards  for  which  books  have 
been  ordered  will  bear  the  stamped  date  of  the  order,  and 
will  be  placed  in  a  second  drawer,  also  divided  depart- 
mentally.   This  drawer  will  be  labelled  "Departm-nt  Order 
File". 

Department  heads  of  faculty  members  who  wish  to  foil---"'  up 
ord.ers  can  find  in  the  "Department  Order  File"  cards  for  those 
books  which  have  been  ordered,  with  the  date  of  the  order.   Ey  re^ 
ferring  to  the  "Department  Requisition  File",  they  can  (l)  change 
at  will  the  check  number  designations  indicating  the  relative 
urgency  of  the  need  of  the  various  books,  and  (2)  can  add  new 
cards  at  any  time  they  wish. 

The  "Department  Requisition  File"  is  distinctly  the  depart- 
ments' property,  to  be  rearranged  and  managed  as  each  department 
desires.   Library  requisitions  will  be  taken  from  the  file  as  in- 
dicated. 

If  at  all  possible,  Department  Order  Cards  should  be  type- 
written. 

The  next  book  requisition  from,  the  departments  is  due  on 
September  26.   Hereafter,  with  the  cumulative  card  system  in  use 
in  the  departments,  there  should,  as  stated  before,  be  no   rush 
at  the  last  minute. 


Concerning  the  Springfield  Meeting 

Some  of  the  new  faculty  members  may  not  understand  that  the 
College  is  not  authorized  to  pay  expenses  of  faculty  members  at- 
tending the  Springfield  meeting.   There  is,  however,  r    small  re- 
bate due  faculty  members  from  this  College  because  of  the  distance 
to  Soringfield. 

Each  faculty  member  may  arrange  his  transportation  to  Soring- 
field to  suit  his  own  convenience.   It  is,  of  course,  desirable 
not  to  waste  car  expense  by  driving  partially  empty  cars  to  Spring- 
field.  Department  heads  may  help  to  avoid  this  by  inquiring  among 
members  of  their  department  to  be  sure  that  all  members  have  a 
way  to  go,  and  also  to  find,  out  whether  or  not  there  may  be  some 
places  for  extra  passengers.   Necessary  arrangements  between  de- 
partments may  be  cleared  through  Mr.  Lentz1 s  office.

The  regular  monthly  faculty  meeting  for  October  will  be 
held  next  Monday  afternoon,  October  3,  at  four  o'clock  in  the 
Little  Theater  Auditorium.   The  members  of  the  Geography  Depart- 
ment presumably  will  be  hosts  at  the  Faculty  Tea  immediately  pre- 
ceding the  meeting,  beginning  at  three-thirty. 

It  is  generally  understood,  I  am  sure,  that  school  will  be 
closed  on  Friday,  and  members  of  the  staff  will  be  expected  to 
attend  the  teachers  colleges  faculties  meeting  at  Springfield  on 
Friday  and  Saturday. 


Things  are  Going  Along  Well 

In  spite  of  the  greatly  increased  load,  the. College  seems  to 
be  going  along  very  well.   There  is  a  minimum  of  confusion  and 
so  far,  students  and  faculty  seem  well  satisfied.   The  faculty  at- 
titude is  particularly  praiseworthy.   The  following  paragraph  taken 
from  one  of  the  faculty  reoorts,  expresses  the  prevailing  attitude 
of  the  faculty: 

"Regarding  the  general  situation  in  this  department, 
we  are  probably  in  the  same  condition  as  others  and  I 
think  you  recognize  our  needs.  We  are  decidedly  overloaded, 
but  I  understand  the  limitations  imposed  on  you  and  it  is 
not  our  policy  to  propagandize  and  importune  ad  nauseum. 
We  trust  you  will  and  can  bring  us  relief  when  and  if  oossi- 
ble." 

There  has  quite  naturally  been  some  speculation  among  depart- 
ments who  did  not  receive  extra  help  about  the  basis  on  which  extra 
help  was  given.   We  distributed  all  the  extra  help  we  are  sure  we 
could  pay  for  without  jeopardizing  our  finances  where,  according 
to  our  best  judgment,  it  was  most  needed.   We  freely  admit  that 
in  some  cases,  that  judgment  may  have  been  incorrect,  but  we  know 
of  no  way  of  being  absolutely  sure  of  what  ought  to  be  done.

After  the  county  meetings  today,  we  should  like  to  have 
each  county  representative  send  to  the  President's  Office  the  name 
of  the  student  chairman  of  the  county  organization  and  the  name 
of  the  alumni  chairman  in  the  county.

All  Materials  Sold  to  Students 
Should  G-o  Through  Bookstore 

There  has  been  some  misunderstanding  about  the  purchase  of  ex- 
pendable materials  and  equipment  for  resale  to  the  students.   Since 
we  have  the  College  Bookstore,  we  should  like  to  make  it  a  rule 
that  all  books  and  materials  that  are  bought  for  resale  to  students 
be  handled  through  the  bookstore,  unless  there  is  a  very  good 
reason  why  this  is  inexpedient.  Where  there  is  such  a  reason,  the 
matter  should  be  referred  to  the  Business  Office  before  the  order 
is  made . 

The  one  standing  exception  to  this  rule  will  be  the  purchase 

of  books  for  extension  classes.   These  will  continue  to  be  handled 

by  the  instructor  in  charge  of  the  class,  since  this  is  the  most 
direct  and  convenient  way  of  handling  them. 

Faculty  members  who  have  recently  joined  the  faculty  may  not 
know  that  all  purchases  for  the  College  and  for  the  Bookstore,  in 
order  to  be  paid  from  College  funds,  must  be  regularly  requisi- 
tioned through  the  Business  Office  and  bought  through  the  central 
purchasing  agency  in  Springfield.  We  are  powerless  to  secure  pay- 
ment of  bills  presented  after  purchases  have  been  made. 


The  Success  of  the  Bookstore 

We  have  gone  through  a  complete  year  now  with  the  College 
Bookstore,  and  the  consensus  of  opinion  seems  to  be  almost  un- 
animously in  favor  of  the  enterprise.   On  the  financial  side,  the 
bookstore  is  paying  out  much  better  than  the  most  optimistic  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  had  hoped.   This  is  true  of  both  the  rental 
and  the  supplies  sides  of  the  business. 

In  reference  to  supplies,  for  example,  during  the  first 
twelve  days  of  1937,  the  bookstore  had  a  gross  business  of  $636.10. 
This  year,  on  the  corresponding  twelve  days,  the  bookstore  had  a 
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business  of  $1,106.33.   This  business  helps  substantially  to  pay 
the  overhead  costs  of  maintaining  the  store. 

On  the  more  important  service  side,  the  bookstore  has  suc- 
ceeded in  providing  all  needed  books  to  all  students  as  promptly 
as  conditions  beyond  our  control  would  permit. 

Too  high  a  praise  cannot  be  accorded  to  the  Bookstore  Com- 
mittee for  the  good  judgment  and  the  energy  which  the;'  have  ex- 
pended in  making  the  enterprise  successful.   Special  credit  is 
due  Mr.  Purdy,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  who  has  been  indefatig- 
able in  the  work  of  putting  the  bookstore  over.

Last  year  both  the  Student  Council  and  the  Faculty  Senate, 
each  independently,  sent  recommendations  for  the  revision  of  the 
cut  system  to  the  Council  of  Administration. 

The  Faculty  Senate  recommended  more  stringent  rules  and  the 
Student  Council,  perhaps  not  unnaturally,  much  less  stringent 
ones.  After  considerable  discussion  in  the  Council  of  Admini- 
stration, the  following  cut  system  regulations  were  adopted.   They 
are  the  recommendations  of  the  Faculty  Senate  with  only  one  im- 
portant revision,  namely,  the  reduction  of  the  required  scholastic 
average  from  4.5  to  4.0. 

This  system  is  now  presumed  to  be  the  official  cut  system 
of  the  College  for  the  year.   In  justice  to  the  majority  of  the 
faculty  members  who,  if  we  are  to  judge  from  the  request  of  the 
Faculty  Senate,  want  it  strictly  enforced,  it  will  be  necessary 
for  all  members  of  the  faculty  to  follow  it. 

Cut  System  Regulations 

1.   Each  student  is  allotted  in  each  course  as 
many  cuts  as  there  are  quarter-hours  of  credit  in  the 
course. 

a.   Each  absence,  regardless  of  cause,  is  a 
cut.   No  excuse  is  to  be  presented  or  ac- 
cepted for  any  of  the  allotted  cuts. 
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b.  Absences  which  are  caused  by  late  registra- 
tion are  counted  as  cuts. 

c.  Cuts  from  lecture  in  courses  with  irregular 
laboratory  periods  without  roll  call  are 
limited  to  ten  per  cent  of  the  lecture 
periods. 

d.  Three  tardinesses  may  be  considered  one  cut. 

2.  A  cut  in  excess  of  the  allotted  number  results  in 
the  dismissal  of  the  student  from  the  class. 

a.  The  instructor  shall  file  immediately  in  the 
Registrar's  Office  the  class  card  of  the 
student,  with  the  grade  of  "Drp.". 

b.  The  student  may  be  reinstated  on  the  presen- 
tation of  evidence  of  unavoidable  absence 
which  is  accepted  by  the  Dean  of  Men  or  the 
Dean  of  Women  and  the  instructor  of  the 
class. 

3.  Unlimited  cuts  in  all  courses  are  allotted  to  each 
student  with  a  scholastic  average  of  4.0  in  all  courses 
for  which  he  was  registered  in  his  last  term  of  residence. 

(WN.C»  to  count  as  "D"  and  "Drp."  as  "E".) 

4.  Exceptions  to  the  above  rules  are  as  follows! 

a.  Cuts  are  not  permitted,  except  by  written 
approval  of  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  on 
day  immediately  preceding  or  immediately 
following  a  vacation. 

b.  Cuts  are  not  permitted  from  previously 
announced  hour  examinations. 

c.  Cuts  are  not  permitted  students  on  probation. 
(Note:   This  rule  does  not  apply  to  absence 

on  account  of  an  officially  approved  college 
or  departmental  activity,  such  as  field 
trips,  varsity  team  trips,  or  music  recitals.) 

d.  Cuts  are  not  permitted  in  practice  teaching. 

5.  Should  a  case  of  alleged  non-conformity  arise, 

the  student  involved  may  register  a  written  complaint  with 
the  Student  Council  which  is  empowered  to  take  advisory 
action  if  it  so  chooses.

New  Policy  for  Library  Book  Purchases 

This  year  a  small  fund  has  been  allotted  to  the  Library  for 
the  special  requisition  of  a  few  new  books  each  term  without 
going  through  the  usual  long  process  of  ordering  through  the  De- 
partment of  Printing  at  Springfield.   Our  idea  is  that  such 
special  orders  might  fall  into  the  following  classifications: 

1.  New  books  or  other  materials  of  general  interest 
which  a  library  should  supply  its  readers  immediately 
after  their  release.   This  group  should  be  limited  to  very 
significant  new  publications. 

2.  New  books  which  faculty  members  wish  to  acquire 
quickly  for  use  in  classes. 

3.  Materials  which  come  off  the  presses  in  small 
quantities,  the  supply  of  which  is  exhausted  if  the  order 
goes  in  several  months  after  publication. 

4.  Unusual  bargains  in  books  that  must  be  purchased 
at  once  if  at  all.   (Including  out  of  print  books.) 

Faculty  members  who  wish  book^  which  fall  under  the  classi- 
fications above,  should  fill  out  one  of  the  faculty  order  cards 
described  last  week.   Cross  out  the  "1,  2,  3,"  at  upper  right 
of  card  and  write  "Special",  after  which  the  card  should  be  given 
to  Mr.  Bosley  or  Miss  Hart  in  person.

Agriculture  Course  Offered  by  the 
University  of  Illinois 

Arrangements  have  been  made  to  hold  a  graduate  class  on 
"Part  Time  and  Evening  Classes  in  Agriculture",  numbered  Educa- 
tion E176,  on  this  campus  every  Thursday  evening  beginning 
September  22.   The  course  will  be  in  charge  of  Professor  H.  M. 
Hamlin,  who  has  recently  been  added  to  the  faculty  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Illinois.  Professor  Hamlin  has  been  in  charge  of 
Agricultural  Education  at  Iowa  State  College  at  Ames  for  several 
years. 

The  fees  for  this  course  will  be  twenty-five  dollars,  and 
it  carries  one  graduate  unit  of  credit.   It  will  deal  with  the 
relationship  of  agriculture  classes  to  the  general  movement  for 
adult  education  and  in  addition,  the  organization,  offerings,  ob- 
jectives, teaching  procedures,  and  supervised  practice  related 
to  part  time  and  evening  classes  in  agriculture. 

So  far,  not  enough  students  have  registered  for  the  course 
to  warrant  its  continuance.   If  members  of  the  faculty  know  of 
anyone  who  might  be  interested  in  this  course,  we  should  appre- 
ciate it  if  you  would  see  that  they  get  information  concerning 
it.

Change  in  Regulations  on  Unlimited  Cut  List 

When  the  unlimited  cut  regulations  were  made  last  spring  by 
the  Council  of  Administration,  the  question  of  whether  or  not  the 
required  average  would  be  4*0  or  4*5  was  left  in  abeyance  until 
this  year*   It  was  my  impression  that  this  matter  had  been  settled 
in  favor  of  the  4.0  average*   After  publishing  the  rules  in  the 
Egyptian  last  week,  members  of  the  Council  called  my  attention  to 
the  mistake.   At  the  meeting  of  the  Council  on  Wednesday  afternoon, 
the  matter  was  finally  settled  in  f^.vor  of  a  4*5  required  average 
for  unlimited  cuts. 

Since  it  was  understood  last  year  with  both  the  Faculty  Senate 
and  the  Student  Council  Committee  that  the  Council  of  Administra- 
tion should  have  final  jurisdiction  in  the  matter,  this  regulation 
stands.   Faculty  members  will  please  announce  it  to  their  classes 
before  too  many  people  who  have  a  4.0  average,  but  not  a  4. 5 
average,  shall  have  overcut  their  classes.

The  New  University  of  Illinois  Coordination  Plan 

The  following  account  of  the  coordination  plan  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Illinois  was  cut  from  the  St.  Louis  Post-Dispatch  a  few 
months  ago.   Faculty  members  and  administrative  officers  of  the 
College  who  are  interested  in  similar  problems  here  will  be 
interested  in  this  plan. 

News  reports  are  that  the  University  of  Illinois  has  had 
an  increase  of  only  two  hundred  students  this  year,  while  the 
aggregate  increase  in  the  state  teachers  colleges  has  been  one 
thousand  thirty.   Apparently  there  has  been  a  shift  from  the 
University  to  the  teachers  colleges  of  the  state.   It  would  be 
interesting  to  know  what  factors  brought  this  about.   The  common 
supoosition  is  that  lower  cost  to  the  student  was  the  most  im- 
portant factor.   I  should  like  to  believe  there  also  were  others 
more  flattering  to  the  teachers  colleges. 

The  Plan  follows: 

"The  coordination  plan  embodies  the  following  features, 
it  was  announced: 

"Encourage  superior  high  school  students  to  enter  the 
University. 

"Establish  more  valuable  scholarships  based  on  competition 
or  merit. 

"Promote  a  sound  program  for  a  new  Illini  Union  Building  on 
the  campus. 

"Set  up  new  Illini  clubs,  or  other  alumni  groups,  in  every 
Illini  community,  both  in  and  out  of  the  State.

"G-ive  better  cooperation  to  existing  Illini  clubs  by  furnish- 
ing speakers  from  various  University  departments. 

"Work  with  the  University  of  Illinois  Foundation  in  obtain- 
ing gifts  and  endowments,  large  or  small,  for  the  University. 

"Promote  better  student  housing  facilities  at  the  University. 

"Establish  a  central  alumni  employment  bureau  on  the  camous 
which  will  handle  routine  calls  for  employees  as  "'ell  as  culti- 
vate employers  to  develop  greater  opportunities  for  Illinois 
alumni .

What  Do  We  Need  Most? 

"In  that  question  lies  the  secret  of  our  destiny.   Is  it 
really  more  motor  cars?   Is  it  really  television?   Is  it  really 
a  new  product (which,  as  the  automobile  did  twenty  years  ago, 
makes  a  new  industry  to  increase  employment),  or  are  those  not 
rather  the  answers  of  desperation  than  of  truth?   I  admit  that 
we  can  still  be  persuaded,  but  what  do  we  really  need?  Better 
housing,  of  course,  but  not  for  those  who  have  adequate  housing. 
Whatever  economists  may  say,  old  homes  are  not  worse  than  new 
homes  if  they  have  the  necessary  fittings  we  have  accepted  as 
needful  to  health.   But  what  we  do  need  is  clear  enough,  and  it 
has  very  little  to  do  with  super- skyliners  and  one-wheel  trolley 
cars.   We  need  more  teachers  and  more  nurses,  more  doctors  and 
more  dentists,  more  surgeons,  more  scientists  studying  the 
problems  of  life  and  health,  more  foresters  and  bigger  forests 
for  them  to  work  in,  more  cabinet-makers  who  can  turn  out  an 
article  that  is  a  real  1938,  and  not  a  slavish  duplicate  of  a 
million  other  pieces;  we  need  more  hand-wrought  things  of  every 
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sort. 

"We  do  not  need  less  machinery,  but  we  do  need  more  civi- 
lization, and  I  believe  that  need  is  the  one  that  is  now  asserting 
itself.   Business  and  government  have  not  yet  digested  that  fact, 
but  we  ourselves  are  digesting  it  and  proclaiming  it,  and  are 
forcing  a  new  kind  of  civilization  to  appear. "--From  "One  Hun- 
dred Billion  a  Year"  by  Roy  Helton  in  Harpers  Magazine,  August, 
1938. 


"Leaning  on  Letty" 

Students  and  faculty  members  who  did  not  see  "Leaning 
on  Letty"   last  Friday  night  missed  a  highly  sophisticated  but 
very  good  play.   In  my  judgment  it  was,  all  things  considered, 
the  best  play  that  I  have  seen  on   the  stage  of  the  College  Audi- 
torium. 

There  wasj  however,  one  highly  objectionable  feature  that 
I  hope  we  can  all  work  together  to  correct.   There  were  too 
many  people  in  the  audience  who  did  not  know  how  to  take. such  a 
play.   They  laughed  in  the  wrong  places  and  generally  demonstrated 
that  they  have  not  been  away  from  the  backwoods  very  long. 

In  addition  to  what  I  have  said  in  chapel  this  morning,  I 
think  several  things  might  be  done  to  improve  matters.   To  begin 
with,  if  the  WPA  insists  on  giving  plays  of  this  type,  which  they 
have  a  perfect  right  to  do  and  perhaps  ought  to  do,  we  probably 
should  not  admit  University  High  School  students  and  we  certainly 
should  not  admit  students  from  the  Elementary  School,  unless  they 
are  with  their  parents.   This  we  should  do  not  so  much  because 
of  the  possible  moral  effect  of  the  play  on  the  children,  but 
because  of  the  bad  artistic  effect  of  the  children  on  the  play, 
though  the  first  reason  also  has  some  validity.   Second,  I  think 
we  should  work  directly  through  the  contacts  we  have  with  the 
freshman  and  sophomore  classes,  and  indirectly  through  the  more 
mature  students,  through  the  Egyptian,  and  possibly  through  the 
Student  Council,  to  teach  our  students  not  to  do  at  least  two 
things.   One  is  not  to  greet  a  risque  joke  or  situation  with  the 
raucous  laughter  of  a  bigoted  hillbilly,  and  second,  not  to  try 
to  attract  attention  to  themselves  by  making  any  sort  of  distur- 
bance in  the  audience. 

Further  than  this,  I  think  that  the  Entertainment  Committee 
might  well  appoint  a  dozen  good  ushers  who  would  do  exactly  the 
same  work  that  ushers  would  be  expected  to  do  in  a  regular 
theater,  namely,  when  a  member  of  the  audience  becomes  conspicuous- 
ly unruly,  when,  for  example,  he  whistles  during  a  performance, 
or  throws  his  program  across  the  banister  of  the  balcony,  the 
usher  would  quietly  walk  down  the  aisle,  tap  him  on  the  shoulder, 
and  escort  him  out  of  the  Auditorium.   Perhaps  we  could  get  help 
from  the  Student  Council  on   this.

A  noteworthy  change  which  has  come  about  in  placements  within 
the  past  few  years  is  the  fact  that  the  percentage  of  placements 
among  the  two-year  certificated  group  is  much  smaller  now  than 
that  among  the  four-year  graduates.  As  late  as  three  years  ago, 
it  was  easier  to  place  two-year  people  than  it  was  to  place  four- 
year  graduates.   This  change  is  an  encouraging  sign  in  that  it 
indicates  that  the  employing  authorities  in  Southern  Illinois 
are  living  more  emphasis  to  training  than  used  to  be  the  case. 
We  may  look  forward  in  the  very  near  future  to  the  time  when  few 
people  will  begin  to  teach  at  the  end  of  two  years,  even  though 
the  law  may  still  permit  them  to  do  so. 

This  brings  up  another  point  which  we  have  discussed  be- 
fore in  meetings  and  in  the  Bulletin,  namely,  that  the  College 
ought  to  be  doing  more  to  hold  the  good  students  who  enter  as 
freshmen.   This  year,  for  example,  the  number  of  students  in  our 
senior  class  is  156,  about  one-fifth  of  the  number  of  people 
who  entered  four  years  ago  as  freshmen.   Somewhere  along  the 
way,  we  have  lost  four-fifths  of  the  freshman  class.   This  auoears 
to  be  a  pretty  bad  record.   Department  heads  and  the  advisors  of 
freshmen  and  sophomores,  and  all  the  rest  of  us  ought  to  be 
doing  what  we  can  to  see  to  it  that  we  do  a  better  job  of  holding 
students.   Certainly,  we  should  be  greatly  concerned  about  hold- 
ing the  good  students.   There  are  some  students  who  enter  as 
freshmen  who  probably  ought  to  be  eliminated. 


The  Business  Manager' s  Report 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Business  Manager  of  the  College  has 
been  printed  and  is  ready  for  distribution.   Copies  of  the  Report 
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are  to  be  found  in  the  Library  and  in  the  Business  Office.   Mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  are  urged  to  borrow  a  copy  of  the  Report  and 
examine  it  for  such  facts  as  may  interest  them.   The  College 
has  good  reason  to  be  proud  of  it. 

It  takes  on  special  significance  this  year  because  of  the 
work  that  Mr.  Miles  is  doing  for  the  American  Council  on  Educa- 
tion.  His  report,  we  have  reason  to  believe,  will  be  examined 
with  interest  by  college  administrative  authorities  all  over  the 
United  States  since  it  will  be  looked  upon  more  or  less  as  a 
model  report.   It  is  for  this  reason  that  we  have  taken  extra- 
ordinary pains  with  the  form  as  well  as  the  content  of  the  Report 


Clearing  Up  a  Mi  sunderstanding 

I  had  a  letter  during  the  week  from  one  of  the  members  of  the 
faculty,  protesting  against  the  unfairness  of  giving  a  student 
ivho  drops  a  class  for  reasons  that  are  beyond  his  control  a  grade 
of  "D"  instead  of  "N.C".   This  letter  worries  me  for  two  reasons. 
In  the  first  place,  the  ruling  about  averaging  an  "N.C."  as  a  "D" 
was  attributed  in  the  letter  to  the  Faculty  Senate  when,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  I  recall  that  it  originated  in  the  Council  of  Ad- 
ministration and  was  subsequently  incorporated  in  the  Senate's 
recommendations  concerning  Honors  and  Honors  Day. 

Second,  and  more  important,  apparently  the  announcements  that 
have  been  made  about  the  rule  have  not  been  clear,  because  the 
rule  does  not  provide  that  any  student  is  to  be  given  a  grade  of 
"D"  where  formerly  he  would  have  received  an  "N.C."   The  grade  of 
"N.C,"  continues  to  be  given  just  as  it  has  been  given  hitherto 
to  students  who  drop  a  course  in  good  standing  before  they  have 
completed  it.   It  still  carries  with  it  the  privilege  of  complet- 
ing the  work. 

The  source  of  the  confusion  lies  in  the  fact  that  when  a 
student's  grades  are  being  averaged  to  determine  whether  or  not 
he  is  eligible  for  Honors,  a  grade  of  "N.C."  should  be  given  the 
same  numerical  value  as  a  grade  of  "D".   This  ruling  is  made  to 
prevent  a  student  who  is  ambitious  for  Honors  from  dropping  a 
course  when  he  feels  that  he  is  not  earning  a  high  grade  in  it. 
This  was  actually  done  in  several  instances  last  year.   In  one 
case  a  faculty  member  actually  advised  a  student  to  drop  the 
course  he  was  taking  with  another  member  of  the  faculty  in  order 
that  the  student  might  keep  himself  eligible  for  Honors. 

New  members  of  the  faculty  will  find  an  explanation  of  the 
meanings  of  the  symbols  in  which  grades  are  expressed  on  page 
twenty-two  of  the'  College  catalog  for  1938-1939. 
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Pension  Fund  Contributions  are  Due 

Members  of  the  faculty  are  asked  to  pay  their  Teachers 
Pension  Fund  contributions  in  the  Business  Office  now.   The  ad- 
ministration is  required  by  law  to  deduct  such  contributions  from 
the  salaries  of  faculty  members  when  submitting  payroll  vouchers. 
However,  it  has  been  the  policy  of  this  school  to  permit  members 
of  the  faculty  to  make  their  contributions  through  the  Business 
Office. 

New  members  of  the  faculty  who  do  not  understand  this 
regulation  will  find  an  extended  explanation  of  this  matter  on 
page  fifty-eight  in  the  bound  volume  of  last  year's  Faculty  Bul- 
letins.  A  copy  of  this  volume  may  be  found  in  the  Library.

I  asked  Mr.  Tenney,  who  has  charge  of  Stadium  Publicity,  to 
write  a  statement  for  this  week's  Bulletin  concerning  the  approach- 
ing Homecoming  festivities.

3.  The  local  programs--the  play,  the  football  game, 
and  the  various  organization  meetings--give  promise  of 
enjoyments  in  which  students,  alumni,  and  faculty  can 
share,  enjoyments  which  will  increase  proportionately  as 
all  groups  share  them. 

4.  The  presence  on  our  campus  of  a  nationally  known 
dance  band  and  of  several  Midwestern  celebrities  cannot 
fail  to  influence  the  opinion  of  those  few  people  in  '"horn 
the  idea  still  lingers  that  the  school  is  a  small  thing, 
of  merely  local  interest. 
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5.   The  continued,  success  of  Homecoming  as  a  co- 
operative project  is  certain  to  build  up  attitudes  of 
loyalty  and  fellow-feeling  which  will  color  the  activi- 
ties, not  merely  of  the  fall  term,  but  of  the  entire 
school  year.  "

Proposal  for  Advance  Registration 

The  Faculty  Senate  has  presented  the  following  communication 
to  the  Council  of  Administration:

1.  The  comolete  registration  of  the  majority  of 
the  students  before  the  12th  week  of  the  preceding  term 
so  that  those  students  would  not  appear  on  registration 
day  at  all. 

2.  The  utilization  of  registration  day  for  stu- 
dents who  fail  courses  or  for  some  reason  present 
unusual  problems. 

This  would  permit  advisors  a  longer  oeriod  for 
conferences  with  all  students  and  more  time  on  regis- 
tration day  to  deal  with  special  cases.   It  would  also 
permit  .proper  sectioning  of  classes  by  impartial  agents 
and  make  the  securing  of  desirable  schedules  a  reward 
for  early  registration:   Since  changes  in  the  offering 
of  courses  could  be  made  before  registration  day  on  the 
basis  of  early  registration,  the  new  system  would  large- 
ly abolish  the  adjustment  oeriod  immediately  following 
registration  in  which  some  students  flounder  for  several 
day  s . 

Since  the  responsibilities  of  registration  fall 
most  heavily  on  the  Registrar,  the  Business  Manager, 
and  hv,    Scott,  the  Senate  proposes  that  those  persons 
form  a  committee  for  the  investigation  of  successful 
advance  registration  programs  in  other  schools  and.  for 
the  organization  of  such  a  system  here." 
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At  the.  last  meeting  of  the  Council  of  Administration,  Mies 
Shank,  Mr.  ^iles,  and  «Ir.  Scott  were  appointed  a  committee  to 
meet  "1th  a  committee  of  the  Senate,  and.  formulate  specific  re- 
commendations for  advance  registration,  if  the  matter  can  be 
managed  in  such  a  way  as  not  to  disorganize  the  Business  Office 
and  the  Registrar's  Office,  or  to  make  it  necessary  to  hire  too 
much  additional  help  during  the  whole  period  of  advance  registra- 
tion. 

Faculty  members  who  have  ideas  about  this  matter  should  bring 
them  to  Miss  Shank  within  the  next  few  days,  in  order  that  they 
nay  be  considered  when  the  Committee  meets.

Miss  Shank  has  prepared  an  analysis  of  the  enrollment  of  the 
College  by  departments  for  the  Fall  Term.   I  have  asked  her  also 
to  include  the  enrollment  for  the  Fall  Term  last  year,  and  the 
per  cent  of  increase  per  teacher  in  each  department  this  year.

The  Navy  Band  Concert 

The  circumstances  under  which  the  United  States  Navy  Band  is 
brought  to  Carbondale  ought  to  be  pretty  well  understood  by  all 
members  of  the  faculty  by  this  time.   It  is  not  a  part  of  the 
regular  College  entertainment  course;  therefore,  no  one  is  admit- 
ted without  paying  admission.   Any  surplus  that  nay  remain  after 
the  Navy  Band  has  been  paid  a  thousand  dollars  and  advertising 
costs  have  been  met,  will  be  divided  equally  between  the  College 
Band  and  the  Carbondale  Business  Men's  Association.   If  there  is 
a  deficit,  that  will  be  shared  in  the  same  way. 
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We  arc,  of  course,  very  anxious  that  there  be  no   deficit. 
Therefore,  we  shall  appreciate  any  help  that  any  members  of  the 
faculty  may  give  us  by  encouraging  students  or  others  to  attend  the 
concert.   We  shall  also  appreciate  any  effort  that  critic  teachers 
lay  make  to  promote  attendance  at  the  afternoon  concert  among  puoils 
in  all  of  the  training  schools. 

Students  with  seventh  and  eighth  hour  classes  who  wish  to  at- 
tend the  concert  may  make  arrangements  with  the  instructors  of  their 
classes  about  attendance.   Instructors  may  use  their  own  .judgment 
about  changing  off  periods  or  otherwise  arranging  for  seventh  and 
eighth  hour  classes  if  they  think  it  advisable  to  do  so.   Since  after- 
noon classes  will  be  dismissed  on  Friday,  I  do  not  think  it  well 
simply  to  dismiss  the  classes  without  arranging  to  make  them  up  some 
way. 


Meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Long-Term  Planning 

Because  nearly  everybody  on  the  campus  is  overwhelmed  with 
extra  responsibility  in  connection  with  Homecoming,  it  was  thought 
best  not  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Long-Term  Planning 
until  after  Homecoming.   A  preliminary  meeting  of  the  Committee 
will  be  called  sometime  during  the  second  week  in  November. 


Quarterly  Requisitions  and  the  College  Budget 

For  the  renainder  of  the  College  year,  we  shall  have  about 
$3,800  each  quarter  to  spend  for  repairs  and  equipment.   The  opera- 
tion allowance  will  be  completely  taken  up  each  quarter  for  coal, 
light  and  power,  water,  and  the  most  essential  of  instructional 
supolies.   Hence,  the  $3, 800  must  suffice  for  all  requisitions  for 
supplies  and  equipment,  all  alterations,  and  all  emergency  repairs 
to  buildings  that  require  the  purchase  of  materials. 

After  deducting  $1,200  for  new  books  for  the  Library  (an  ex- 
penditure that  we  certainly  ought  not  to  reduce  very  much,  and  can- 
not reduce  without  jeopardizing  our  standing  with  the  accrediting 
agencies),  there  is  left  about  $2,600    for  repairs  and  equipment  for 
the  departments.   The  total  amount  asked  for  by  the  departments  on 
the  quarterly  requisitions  presented  last  week  ^as  $8,400.   It  does 
not  take  much  of  an  economist  to  be  nble  to  see  that  one  can't  buy 
$8,400  worth  of  equioment  with  $2,600.   °ne  department  alone  re- 
quested over  $3,000  worth  of  new  equipment.   In  other  words,  this 
deoartment  asked  for  the  expenditure  of  §400  more  than  the  total 
available  for  the  whole  College.

stand  why  the  requisitions  they  have  submitted  have  to  be  drasti 
colly  cut,  no  matter  how  urgent  may  be  the  real  need  of  the  equio- 
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merit  requested. 


Change  in  Budget  Policy  for  Next  Biennium 

Beginning  with  the  appropriation  for  the  forthcoming  biennium, 
we  shall  follow  a  different  policy  with  reference  to  departmental 
requisitions  for  new  equipment.   In  the  very  near  future,  as  soon 
as  the  Business  Office  has  had  time  to  prepare  a  complete  summary 
of  expenses  for  each  department  for  the  last  three  biennlums,  this 
will  be  mimeographed  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  members  of  the 
faculty. 

On  the  basis  of  this  information  the  heads  of  departments  will 
be  asked  to  make  reasonable  estimates  of  their  requirements  for 
equipment  during  the  next  two  years.   After  they  have  had  time  to 
consider  this  matter  with  the  members  of  their  departments,  the 
department  heads  will  be  called  into  a  meeting  where  each  will  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  present  his  own  requirements.   After  the 
total  amount  required  and  the  distribution  to  the  departments  of 
funds  required  for  new  equipment  for  the  next  biennium  has  been 
agreed  upon  by  the  department  heads  and  approved  by  the  Council  of 
Administration,  each  department  head  will  be  asked  to  write  the 
President  a  formal  request,  briefly  itemizing  his  requirements  for 
the  next  two  years  and  giving  reasons  why  they  are  necessary.   These 
letters  will  be  used  as  a  basis  for  our  request  to  the  Board,  the 
legislature,  and  the  Governor  for  our  operation  and  equipment 
appropriation  for  the  next  biennium. 

Then  next  July  after  our  appropriation  is  made,  if,  as  is 
quite  likely,  we  do  not  receive  enough  money  to  cover  all  of  the 
anticipated  requirements,  the  department  heads  rrill  meet  again  with 
the  Council  of  Administration,  and  Tve  shall  budget  carefully  the 
money  that  is  appropriated  plus  that  which  we  may  reasonably  expect 
to  draw  from  the  Revolving  Fund.   After  this  meeting,  each  depart- 
ment head  will  know  what  he  has  available  to  spend  for  the  two 
years  and  will  govern  his  requisitions  accordingly. 

The  Committee  for  Long-Term  Planning  will  have  charge  of  those 
requisitions  for  general  repairs  and  equipment  that  do  not  properly 
belong  to  any  one  department.

The  Council  of  Administration  will  meet  on  Wednesday  after- 
noon in  the  President's  Office. 

The  Advisory  Committee  on  Long-Term  Planning  will  meet  on

\    The  Question  of  Changing  the  Date  for  the  , 

^Opening  qT   the  Fall  Term  ■ 

i 

The  Faculty  Senate  submits  the  following  report  on  the  ques- 
tion of  advancing  the  date  for  the  opening  ,of  the  fall  term.   Since 
there  is  only  a  week  between  now  and  the  next  faculty  meeting,  I 
do  nok,   think  we  should  settle  the  matter  then.   We  shall  give 
twenty  minutes  to  open  discussion  on  the  question  from  the  floor 
and  then  wait  until  the  December  meeting  to  take  a  poll  of  the 
faculty.   This  is  not  a  matter  upon  which  we  should  act  hastily 
or  rashly. 

"Following  the  September  faculty  meeting,  the  gen- 
eral question  of  whether  the  date  for  opening  the  college 
year  should  be  changed  was  referred  to  the  Faculty  Senate, 
with  the  request  that  it  study  all  angles  of  the  problem 
and,  if  it  so  desired,,  recommend  action  in  t*ie  matter  to 
the  faculty  at  large. 

"The  Senate  has  preferred  to  present  a  list  of  ad- 
vantages and.  disadvantages  of  a  later  opening  of  the 
fall  term,  and.  to  leave  the  choice  entirely  to  the  fac- 
ulty. 

"At  the  present  time  the  fall  quarter  ends  at  Thanks- 
giving.  This  leaves  three  weeks  before  Christmas  in  the 
winter  quarter.   From  a  pedagogical  standpoint  it  would 
be  obviously  undesirable  to  have  one  or  two  weeks  of  the 
winter  term  prior  to  the  Christmas  holidays.   Consequent- 
ly, two  alternatives  present  themselves: 

1.  Leaving  the  date  of  opening  the  fall 
quarter  as  it  is  now. 

2.  Opening  the  fall  term  three  weeks  later, 
thus  ending  the  term  with  the  Christmas  holidays. 
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"If  the  later  opening  had  been  in  operation  this 
year,  the  schedule  would  run  somewhat  as  follows:

Three  Announcements  Concerning  Registration 

First — Some  class  advisers  are  already  planning  advanced 
registration.   The  class  schedules  and  working  sheets  may  be  ob- 
tained from  the  Registrar  at  the  beginning  of  the  nineth  week. 
It  is  suggested  that  advisers  post  on  their  office  doors  the  hours 
which  they  nay  be  consulted  in  order  for  students  to  make  out  their 
working  sheets  before  the  close  of  this  term. 

Second — Mr.  Ragsdale  announces  the  following  plans  for  sopho- 
more registration: 

"Below  are  listed  the  suggested  changes  for  registration  of 
Sophomores  which  I  should  like  to  have  you  aoprove  if  they  seem 
satisfactory  as  we  discussed  them  at  our  meeting  on  October  17. 
Would  you  please  indicate  your  approval  by  signing  the  carbon  copy 
so  that  I  may  have  it  for  my  records?   I  am  inclosing  an  addition- 
al copy  for  your  own  reference  if  you  care  to  have  it. 

1.  The  members  of  the  Sophomore  class  will  be 
divided  into  groups  of  about  forty  and  sent  to  the  ad- 
visors during  the  eighth  through  the  eleventh  weeks 
for  advance  registration  so  far  as  we  can  carry  it  on 
this  term. 

2.  I  should  like  to  suggest  that  we  have  some 
qualified  person,  perhaps  a  dependable  student,  who 
will  classify  the  students  and  send  them  to  the  proper 
advisors.   Sophomores  are  students  who  have  at  least 
forty  hours  credit.   (Students  with  more  than  eighty- 
eight  hours  may  register  as  Juniors  if  they  so  choose.) 

3.  I  recommend  that  students  write  their  sche- 
dules on  their  assignment  cards  and  that  the  advisors 
approve  them  by  signing  in  red  pencil  across  the 
students'  programs.   Any  change  in  program  then  would 
call  for  making  out  a  new  assignment  card  for  the  stu- 
dent. 

4.  I  should  like  to  limit  the  load  of  probation- 
ers or  students  working  a  large  number  of  h^urs  per 
week  to  a  maximum  of  fourteen  or  fifteen  hours.   And 

I  prefer  to  restrict  them  to  twelve  hours  if  such  can 
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be  arranged  satisfactorily. 

5.  It  is  my  opinion  that  no  class  cards  should 
be  given  until  the  working  sheet  has  been  approved. 

I  believe  that  department  heads  should  be  so  advised 
in  order  that  students  giving  out  class  cards  for  them 
will  observe  the  rule. 

6.  Considered  only  from  my  point  of  view  I 
should  prefer  that  the  hours  be  numbered  on  the  assign- 
ment cards. " 

Third--*One  of  the  loose  ends  connected  with  our  registration 
hitherto  has  grown  out  of  the  fact  that  the  difference  between 
sophomores  and  freshmen,  and  3oohomores  and  juniors  has  not  been 
clearly  defined.   Hereafter  we  shall  consider  that  a  student  is 
a  freshman  until  he  has  at  least  forty  hours  of  credit;  and  that 
he  is  not  a  junior  until  he  has  at  least  eighty-eight  hours  of 
credit.   Accordingly,  all  students  who  have  fewer  than  forty  hours 
will  be  registered  by  the  freshman  soonsors.   All  students  who 
have  more  than  forty  but  fewer  than  eighty- eight  hours  will  be 
registered  by  the  sophomore  sponsors,  and  only  students  who  have 
eighty-eight  hours  will  be  registered  by  the  department  heads 
with  whom  they  are  working  out  a  major. 


National  Education  Association  Membership 

I  have  a  letter  from  Mr.  Fulkerson,  Principal  of  the  Carter- 
ville  High  School,  which  is  affiliated  with  the  College  for 
Practice  Teaching,  announcing  that  all  members  of  the  staff  have 
joined  the  National  Association  of  Education.   Last  year  the 
entire  college  faculty  had  more  than  three  times  the  membership 
it  ever  had  before,  but  the  College  still  makes  a  very  bad  show- 
ing on  this  score. 

At  some  of  the  colleges,  notably  at  Macomb  and  at  DeKalb, 
membership  in  the  State  Teachers  Association  and  in  the  National 
Education  Association  is  required  of  all  members  of  the  faculty. 
I  do  not  believe  in  any  set  requirements  of  this  kind  unless  they 
are  actually  set  by  law  as  the  payments  to  the  Teachers'  Pension 
Fund  are.   On  the  other  hand,  I  should  like  to  have  a  much  better 
showing  in  National  Education  membership  than  we  have.   I  realize 
how  many  different  professional  organizations  there  are,  and  how 
the  relatively  small  dues  in  each  of  them  tend  to  accumulate  to  a 
significant  sum  of  money  in  the  course  of  the  year;  but  membership 
in  the  State  Teachers  Association  and  in  the  National  Education 
Association  ought  to  be  a  matter  of  first  importance  to  teachers 
in  all  tax  supported  schools  whatever  they  may  be. 

These  are  the  organizations  that  have  the  largest  membership, 
and  during  the  period  when  the  schools  rrere  under  the  most  aggres- 
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sive  attack,  they  were  the  organizations  that  did  the  most  effective 
work.   Incidentally,  both  the  National  Education  Association  and 
the  State  Teachers  Association  have  greatly  increased  their  value 
and  effectiveness  during  the  last  four  or  five  years,  and  are  now 
more  than  ever  prepared  and  disposed  to  fight  the  battle  for  the 
protection  of  public  education  on  all  fronts.   Two  dollars  is  a 
small  investment  for  a  teacher  to  make  in  the  orotection  and  ad- 
vancement of  his  profession. 

It  is  quite  likely  that  the  activities  of  these  two  organi- 
zations during  the  past  ten  years  are  saving  us  all  many  times  as 
much  salary  every  year  as  it  would  cost  us  to  keep  up  a  membership 
for  a  lifetime. 


Some  Ideas  on   Organization  from  New  York  University 

The  following  four  "cardinal  principles  of  cooperation  under- 
lying the  form  of  organization"  of  the  School  of  Education  of  New 
York  University  are  presented  here,  because  they  should  be  inter- 
esting to  the  members  of  our  faculty.   They  fit  in  very  well  with 
some  of  the  policies  that  we  have  been  trying  to  develop  and  carry 
through  in  our  own  College.   I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Hal  Hall  for 
this  reference. 

1.  The  more  fully  the  members  of  this  faculty  share 
responsibility  with  the  Dean  in  the  formulation  of  the 
distinctive  educational  policies  of  "our"  School  of  Edu- 
cation, the  more  intelligently,  whole-heartedly  and 
effectively  will  they  be  able  to  work  for  the  conrolete 
and  early  realization  of  our  distinctive  institutional 
objectives. 

2.  The  more  widely  the  responsibility  for  minor  ad- 
ministrative service  is  distributed  in  the  ranks  of  the 
teaching  corps,  the  greater  the  likelihood  that  there 
will  develop  a  common  understanding  of  the  complexity 
of  our  administrative  problems  and  along  with  that  under- 
standing an  increased  desire  to  do  our  best,  each  in  his 
own  place  and  in  his  own  rray,  to  reduce  ^aste  effort  and 
to  prevent  the  friction  that  renders  the  best  teaching 
impossible. 

3.  It  is  obviously  unfair  to  require,  or  even  to 
allow,  the  Dean  or  other  administrative  officers  to  bear 
an  unreasonable  burden  of  labor,  and, 

4.  Consistent  efforts  should  be  made  to  free  the 
Dean  from  every  demand  that  would  tend  to  delay  his  pro- 
gress in  carrying  out  the  major  plans  he  is  making  for 
further  institutional  development. 
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Let  Us  Increase  Student  Participation 

The  same  general  principles  that  were  applied  to  faculty- 
participation  and  administration  in  the  preceding  section  ought  also 
to  be  applied  by  all  members  of  the  faculty  to  students.   One  of 
the  things  that  I  have  been  learning  during  the  past  year  is  that 
the  more  responsibility  students  are  permitted  to  carry,  the  more 
it  is  possible  for  all  of  us  to  accomplish.   This  was  shown  very 
clearly  in  the  Homecoming  activities.   Student  participation  in  all 
matters  is  extremely  important  simply  because  it  gets  things  done 
better,  but  this  is  the  least  important  of  its  values.   It  is  in- 
finitely more  important  because  it  educates  the  student  and  gives 
him  the  happiness  that  comes  from  recognition,  responsibility,  and 
creative  effort.   Democracy  is  a  great  liberator  of  human  energy. 

I  am  sure  the  time  has  come  for  us  to  encourage  and  even  to 
require  some  student  participation  on  practically  all  of  the  faculty 
committees. 

I  see  no   reason  why  the  Student  Council  should  not  name  two 
juniors  and  two  seniors,  not  necessarily  members  of  the  Council, 
to  be  members  of  the  Curriculum  Committee  and  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Improvement  of  Instruction.   It  would  be  a  mistake,  I  am  sure, 
if  in  setting  up  the  new  long-term  planning  committee,  we  do  not 
include  some  students  and  provide  definitely  for  other  students  to 
be  appointed  in  their  plaxes  when  they  graduate. 

In  making  these  proposals,  I  do  not  wish  for  a  moment  to  sug- 
gest that  the  faculty  should  abdicate  its  powers  to  the  students 
any  more  than  that  a  wide  participation  on  the  part  of  the  faculty 
in  the  administration  of  the  college  represents  an  abdication  on 
the  part  of  administrative  officers.   Any  thinking  about  democracy 
which  leaves  out  of  consideration  the  idea  of  leadership  and  direc- 
tion by  experts  is  loose  thinking.

The  following  outline  is  taken  from  a  mimeographed  admini- 
strative bulletin  issued  by  the  College  of  Education  at  New  York 
University.  It  was  brought  to  my  attention  by  Mr.  Hal  Hall.  It 
has  some  excellent  suggestions  in  it  for  our  county  representa- 
tives and  others  who  are  concerned  with  the  off-campus  relation- 
shipsof  the  College. 

Committee  on  Faculty-Student -Alumni  Relationships 

1.   Formulate  policies  (including,  wh^n  necessary  or 

advisable,  the  setting  up  of  general  administrative 
procedures)  in  relation  to  the  following  matters: 

(a)  The  fostering  of  faculty-student-alumni 
cooperation. 

(b)  The  promotion  of  student-alumni  organiza- 
tions and  morale. 

(c)  The  development  of  more  adequate  programs  of: 

(1)  social  training  and 

(2)  recreation 

(d)  The  development  of  housing  accommodations 
for  students  and  supervision  of  rooming 
places. 

(e)  The  supervision  of  educational  honor  socie- 
ties and  student  organizations  of  all  kinds. 

(f)  The  supplying  of  information  to  alumni  of 
the  School  of  Education  and  the  School  of 
Pedagogy. 
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(g)  The  organization  of  local  alumni  associa- 
tions and  olans  for  the  federation  of 
such  aseoclations. 

(h)  The  keeping  of  complete  alumni  records  - 
addresses,  educational  service,  publica- 
tions, etc. 

(i)  Cooperation  with  other  agencies  in  the 
University  -having  similar  functions. 

2.  Recommend  such  policies  to  the  Dpan  for  authori- 
zation or  for  reference  by  him  to  the  Major 
Faculty  for  approval. 

3.  Perform  such  administrative  functions  (after 
authorizations  or  approvals  have  been  secured)  as 
the  Dpan  may  assign  in  carrying  these  policies 
into  effective  operation. 

4.  Delegate  such  assigned  administrative  functions 
(when  it  becomes  necessary  or  advisable  to  do  so) 
to  the  Chairman  or  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee 
or  to  individual  members  of  the  Major  Faculty.

Some  Information  from  Department  Heads 

Mr.  Fred  Barnes  of  the  Rural  Practice  Department  and  Miss 
Shank  are  preparing  a  bulletin  for  the  College  which  i?  to  be  used 
in  support  of  our  request  for  appropriations.

2.  We  should  like  to  have  a  list  of  all  printed 
publications  by  faculty  members  during  the  same  period. 
We  think  we  have  this  list  complete,  but  we  are  not  sure. 

3.  We  should  like  to  have  information  about  other 
types  of  off-campus  leadership  by  members  of  the  faculty. 
We  are  interested  in  such  matters,  for  example,  as  Mr. 
Lentz's  Rotary  District  Governorship,  Mr.  Bowden's  Communi- 
ty Forums,  and  the  Institute  for  High  School  English  Teach- 
ers which  the  English  Department  has  been  promoting.

Unit  Courses  for  the  Mid-Spring  Term 

In  some  colleges  where  short  terms  exist  the  unit  course 
plan  has  been  followed  with  success.   The  Committee  for  Summer 
School  Curriculum  Planning  feels  that  this  plan  deserves  consider- 
ation . 

A  regular  course  is  divided  into  a  series  of  units,  ench  a 
complete  area  of  subject  matter  within  itself  and  each  unit  being 
given  a  definite  amount  of  credit.   Students  are  permitted  to 
enter  the  course  only  at  the  beginning  of  a  unit.   This  eliminates 
the  unfairness  of  a  late  registrant  receiving  complete  credit  for 
a.  course.   In  alternate  years  the  order  of  the  units  may  be  re- 
versed, making  it  possible  for  the  student  to  take  the  complete 
course.   Several  courses  in  various  departments  might  lend  them- 
selves to  such  an  arrangement. 

The  Committee  will  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  Department 
Heads  in  a  consideration  of  this  matter.   The  members  of  the 
Committee  are  Mr.  Bosley,  Mr.  Brainard,  and  Mr.  Stearns,  Chairman. 


Survey  Courses  for  Summer  Term 

The  Committee  on  Summer  School  Currieulum  Planning  would  like 

to  get  the  opinion  of  Department  Heads  concerning  feasibility  of 
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offering  non-technical  survey  courses  especially  for  teachers  in 
pervj.ee.   The  feeling  is  that  the  teae.her  in  urban  and  rural 
schools  meets  problems  of  an  economic,  political  and  social  nature 
with  which  he  is  not  familiar.   Hence,  the  Committee  feels  that 
perhaps  it  ought  to  be  possible  to  give  courses  during  the  summer 
to  teachers  which  would  be  of  practical  and  immediate  vpIuc  to 
them.

Head?  to  turn  in  information  about  rooms  assigned  to  the  depart- 
ment that  are  available  at  certain  periods  of  the  day.   He  h^s 
received  reports  from  only  about  half  the  departments.   Th<;re  is 
an  urgent  demand  for  rooms  for  a  half  dozen  clashes  for  whom  satis- 
factory quarters  have  not  been  found. 

Will  Department  Heads  please  give  this  matter  their  immediate 
attention  today?   The  great  increase  in  enrollment  will  make  it 
necessary  for  all  of  us  to  be  ready  to  make  some  sacrifices  of 
personal  convenience  for  the  good  of  the  whole  College.   Hence, 
rooms  that  are  in  only  partial  use  as  conference  rooms  or  offices 
part  of  the  day  should  be  released  for  classes. 


The  Thirty-Eighth  Yearbook  of  the 
National  Society  for  the  Study  of  Education 

One  of  the  oldest  and  most  honorable  educational  organizations 
in  the  United  States  is  the  National  Society  for  the  Study  of  Edu- 
cation.  It  was  originally  the  Herbartian  Society.   For  years  it 
has  been  in  the  forefront  of  educational  progress. 

Each  year  the  Society  publishes  a  yearbook  orerenting  the 
results  of  studies  by  the  most  competent  authorities  in  the  field 
of  what  are  considered  to  be  two  of  the  critical  problems  con- 
fronting American  education.   The  yearbooks  published  some  years 
ago  on  reading  and  arithmetic  respectively  were  d-finitive  land- 
marks in  the  development  of  scientific  mrthod  in  those  fields. 

The  Thirty-Eighth  Yearbook  of  the  National  Society  for  the 
Study  of  Education  will  be  published  «arly  in  February,  1939.   The 
subject  of  Part  II  of  this  yearbook  is  the  subject  that  h^s  given 
us  most  concern  on  this  campus  during  the  past  four  yeprs,  nrmely, 
General  Education  in  the  American  College .   While  I  have  had  only 
advance  notices,  I  am  sure  that  it  will  be  a  study  that  all  ceople 
interested  in  the  general  direction  in  which  the  colleges  ^>re 
going  should  read. 

The  following  interesting  quotation  is  taken  from  one  of  the 
advance  notices  of  the  publisher,  The  Public  School  Publishing 
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pompany  of  Bioomington,  Illinois: 

"On  the  general  subject  of  standards,  the  reoort 
says,  in  part,  'the  marks  assigned  by  different  depart- 
ments within  any  given  institution  vary  greatly.   In- 
structors in  the  same  deoertment  likewise  differ  to  an 
amazing  degree  in  the  standards  they  adopt  for  successful 
or  passing  work.   As  long  p.s  they  do,  it  is  not  possible 
to  speak  with  finality  on  what  college  standards  are. 
Each  teacher  feels  quite  certain  in  his  own  mind  that  he 
knows  what  satisfactory  college  work  is.   Such  assurance 
serves  him  well  in  meeting  the  immediate  problem  of 
assigning  marks.   It  is,  however,  based  upon  the  as^umotion 
of  facts  that  do  not  exist.   It  arises  from  ignorance  of 
facts  that  are  available.   Is  it  not  strange  that  college 
instructors,  even  scientists  who  have  given  so  much  em- 
phasis to  the  importance  of  facts  -°nd  generalizations 
based  upon  a.ccurate  observations,  should  feel  so  sure  of 
themselves  when  they  consider  college  standards?   A  chemist 
who  would  refuse  to  put  together  two  chemicals  that  he 
has  not  identified,  because  of  probable  disastrous  results, 
proceeds  freely  and  with  full  assurance  and  confidence 
to  apply  his  guess  np   to  what  a  satisfactory  college  stan- 
d.ard  is  without  paying  the  slightest  attention  to  the 
probable  effects  of  that  guess  upon  the  lives  of  students 
**.*  There  ij;  no_  student  characteristic  for  which  a  uniform 
college  standard  exist  s.  **  College  standards  are  rela- 
tive. '"

a.  critically  important  matter,  faculty  members  are  asked,  to  make 
such  special  preparations  for  the  occasion  as  may  appear  appro- 
priate.  The  period  between  the  close  of  the  Chapel  exercise  and 
the  luncheon  at  Anthony  Hall  will  be  used  for  as  comprehensive  t. 
inspection  of  the  whole  College  as  the  time  will  permit.   We  -.re 
be.rtj  cula rly  interested  in  showing  greatly  over-crowded  classes 
end  other  conditions  th^t  cell  for  remedy.

We  ere  enxieup-  only  thet  they 
be  not  rejected  without  thoughtful  consideration. 

The  Committee  on  Summer  Torn  Extra  -Cu^riouler  Activity  has 
plso  turned  in  r    most  suggestive  end.  interesting  report.   We  h-^ve 
not  yet  h°d  time  to  discuss  this  either  with  the  Committee  or  with 
the  Council  of  Administration,  but  it  is  my  Judgment  thet  we  shell 
went  to  odopt  most  of  the  suggestions  th-n t  have  been  made.   A  de- 
talled  report  of  the  recommendations  of  this  Committee  will  be 
presented  after  they  have  been  considered  by  the  Council  of  Admini- 
stration.

The  school 
will  run  on  the  regular  daily  schedule,  that  is,  we  will  begin  to- 
day with  Tuesday's  schedule  and  have  the  regular  Monday  schedule 
on  Saturday.   Thpre  will  be  a  Student  Council  chapel  exercise  on 
Wednesday  and  the  regularly-scheduled  chapel  exercise  on  Friday. 

Students  who  have  regular  work  in  grocery  stores  or  elsewhere 

on  Saturdays  should  be  given  the  opportunity  to  Tiake  up  their 
school  work  without  penalty. 


Final  Sett] ement  of  the  Cut  System 

It  appears  that,  for  the  time  at  least,  the  long-standing 
discussion  about  what  should  be  done  to  modify  the  cut' system  is 

settled,  if  not  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  concerned,  at  least, 
we  hope,  by  a  working  compromise. 

Only  one  important  change  is  to  be  ma^e  in  the  rules  that 
have  applied  to  cuts  from,  clashes  during  the  last  several  yrars. 
This  is  that  the  provilege  of  having  unlimited  cuts  is  to  be  ex- 
tended to  freshmen  and  sophomores  who  have  a  4.5  average.   For 
juniors  and  seniors  the  average  required  for  unlimited  cuts  re- 
mains 4.0,  as  it  has  been  hitherto.   For  the  present  we  shall  con 
sider  the  matter  settled. 
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Class  Orgenlzat Ions  Should  Be  Improved 

Ever  since  I  have  been  hrrp,  tho  weakest  and  least  useful  of 
tho  organizations  on  the  campus  have  been  the  class  organizations. 
Borne  of  the  opuses  of  this  weakness,  I  suppose,  nrp  Inherent  In 
the  nature  of  college  classes,  end  there  probably  i<*  not  much 
jpemedy  for  them.   Some  of  them,  however,  might  possibly  bo  cured 
by  giving  the  class  organization  a  greater  degree  of  permanence. 

The  most  recent  problem  that  has  cone  up  with  reference  to 
classes  Is  whether  or  not  funds  the t  were  placed  on  deposit  in  the 
name  of  the  sochomore  class  of  last  year  belong  now  to  the  sopho- 
more class  of  this  year  or  whether  they  belong  to  the  junior  class 
of  this  year,  which  has  In  it  the  students  who  raised  the  funds 
that  were  deposited  last  year.   It  seems  quite  obvious  to  me  thnt 
funds  that  were  raised  by  the  sophomores  of  last  year  ought  to  con- 
tinue to  belong  to  the  people  who  raised,  the  funds,  namely,  the 
juniors  of  this  year.   Yet  the  accounts  In  the  Business  Office  show 
them  to  be  the  property  of  the  sophomore  class. 

The  obvious  way  to  avoid  such  confusion  is  for  us  to  give  each 
Class  a  permanent  name  find  let  its  officer-,  its  funds,  end  its 
Obligations  follow  it  clear  through  the  College.   I  think  it  would 
be  well  to  begin  calling  this  vp-t*  s  sophomore  class  the  Class  of 
1941  and  this  year' s  freshman  class  the  Class  of  1942.   It  will 
then  be  considered  that  these  classes  err  Dermanent  and  that  they 
will  maintain  their  identity  throughout  the  time  that  any  members 
of  th^m  err  in  College.   It  win  need  to  be  understood,  of  course, 
that  the  now  designations  and  corresponding  arrangements  she1! 
not  Interfere  with  the  personnel  work  that  Kiss  Bowyer  and  Mr. 
Regsd.ele  end  their  assistants  are  doing  with  the  freshman  °nd 
sophomore  classes  respectively.   Funds  that  are  set  aside  from  the 
College  Activity  Fee  for  use  by  the  freshman  groups,  for  example, 
do  not  belong  to  the  Class  of  194?.,  but  are,  rather,  funds  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  the  freshman  sponsors  to  carry  ^n    the  work 
connected  with  the  freshman  orientation  and  sponsorship  program. 

It  is  possible  that,  aside  from  the  regular  group  sponsors, 
each  incoming  class  ought  to  have  one  faculty  advisor  "for  social 
end.   class-organization  functions,  who  wnuld  follow  the  class  cl-^-T 
through  the  College.   Probably  after  a  freshman  clees  has  been 
here  for  about  two  terms,  it  would  be  well  to  let  it  elect  its 
own  advisor,  who  would  remain  with  it  for  the  remainder  of  the  time 
the  class  is  in  school.   This  would  give  an  added  permanence  to 
the  c  1  a.  s  s  o rga n  i za t ion . 

This  whole  Idea  of  giving  the  classes  a  rather  permanent 
character  has  some  >ther  potentia.l  values.   Some  months  ago,  I.-r. 
Keekers  pointed,  out  that  it  will  be  one  other  means  of  tying  the 

alumni  to  the  College  after  they  leave. 

It  fright  also  be  made  the  means  of  teaching  students  the 
very  important  principles  of  efficient  and  democratic  procedure 
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for  conducting  pari  lament  ary  meetings  of  nil  kinds.   Recent  ob- 
servation In  ssveral  places  convinces  tic  that  such  teaching  Is 
sorely  needed. 


Some  Matters  of  Departmental  Courtesy 

In  the  making  of  the  summer  term  schedule  when,  for  example, 
some  of  the  members  of  the  practice  teaching  staff  are  scheduled 
for  classes  in  subject  matter  fields  for  the  summer,  1t  is  neces- 
sary to  secure  the  approval  of  the  Director  of  Practice  Teaching 
before  final  arrangements  are  made.   This  same  principle  would 
ripely  in  all  other  cases  where  administrative  officers  or  class 
sponsors  ask  members  of  departments  to  assume  extra  duties.   The 
Head  of   the  Department  with  whom  the  faculty  member  is  working  ought 
always  to  be  consulted. 

In  the  are0!;  of  many  matters,  I  have  been  guilty  of  this  vind 
of  discourtesy  to  Department  Heads  as  often  as  anyone  else.   W^

Improving  Departmental  Relet  ions  with  A] umnl 

The  Zoology  Seminar,  which  is  the  upper-class  honor  society 
for  Zoology  majors,  did  something  very  noteworthy  this  Christmas. 
They  issued  a  newsletter  about  the  College  to  all  former  Zoology 
majors  et  this  College  whose  addresses  they  wore  able  to  find..   A 
copy  of  the  newsletter  is  posted  on  the  Bulletin  Board. 
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Other  Departments,  notably  the  Chemistry  and  English  De- 
partments, have  been  doing  similar  things  to  solidify  our  alumni. 

One  of  the  weaknesses  of  the  College  hitherto  hap  been  that 
wo  have  not  maintained  permanent  and  cordial  relatione  "rith  our 
graduates  and  have,  therefore,  quite  largely  lost  their  pupport-- 
not  st  all  because  they  have  no  feeling  of  gratitude  toward  the 
College,  but  because  we  Blmply  did  not  invite  them  end  provide 
the  means  for  them  to  express  that  gratitude. 

In  f    College  which  is  rep idly  growing  to  be  a  large  rether 
then  a  praall  college  (our  enrollment  is  now  larger  then  that  of 
many  of  the  state  universities),  the  job  of  maintaining  alumni 
relations  h^r   to  bp  divided  up  in  order  to  be  handled  at  »11. 
Th^r^  arr  two  ways  in  which  this  may  be  done.   One  of  them  is  by 
organizing  the  alumni  in  county  groups  as  we  are  now  doing  with 
considerable  success,  and  the  other  is  to  work  through  the  de- 
partment majors.   Each  of  thc^e  methods  has  eome  decided  advantages 
over  the  other.   We  shall,  be  mor^  successful  if  we  u°e  both. 
Therefore,  I  ^m  particularly  gratified  by  such  efforts  as  thop.*0 
that  have  just  b^en  cited.

Coordinating  Work  Between  Departments 

In  the  December  number  of  the  Illinois  Teacher,  Mr.  Floyd 
T.  Goodier  of  the  Education  Department  at  Normal  has  an  article 
on  "Integrating  Theory  and.  Practice  in  a  Teacher  Training  Program" 
which  ought  to  be  of  interact  to  all  of  us,   I  think  th^rc  is 
great  room  for  improvement  on  this  campus  in  this  matter  of  tying 
together  the  work  in  the  various  courses  and  relating  them  all  in 
some  degree  to  the  problem  of  preparing  the  student  to  teach. 

There  seems  to  be  a  feeling  on  the  part  of  ^ome  of  the 
faculty  members  in  the  academic  departments  of  all  colleges  "'here 
there  is  a  strong  emphasis  on  teacher-training  that  the  academic 
work  would  somehow  lose  quality  and  thoroughness  if  it  is  re- 
lated to  the  problem  of  teaching.   As  a  matter  of  fact,  if  there 
is  anything  to  the  principles  of  learning  that  have  been  worked 
out  in  educational  psychology,  integrating  the  academic  work  with 
some  practical  purpose  ought  to  improve  its  vitality  rather  than 
injure  it.   Things  that  we  learn  to  do  for  come  definite  purpose 
are  always  much  more  thoroughly  learned  than  things  that  we  learn 
for  no  particular  purpose  other  than  to  get  necessary  credit  toward 
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a  diploma. 

Mr.  Goodier  discusses  the  problem  of  integrating  oil  of  the 
work  in  the  Academic  departments  ana"  in  the  Education  Department 
with  practice  teaching.   There  is  probably  Just  ns  much  reason 
why  work  in  various  departments  should  be  properly  coordinated 
with  work  in  other  departments.   For  example,  work  in  the 
Mathematics  Department  ought  to  concern  itself  with  providing  the 
ability  to  apply  mathematics  in  physics  and  chemistry,  as  well  as 
to  apply  it  to  teaching.   The  Chemistry  Department  ought  to  relate 
its  work  to  agriculture  and  home  economics;  the  work  in  agri- 
culture, again,  ought  to  be  related  to  the  preparation  of  teachers 
for  rural  schools;  there  ought  to  be  a  close  relationship  between 
the  work  in  biology  and  the  work  in  physics  flnd  health  education; 
health  education,  in  turn,  ought  to  be  closely  related  to  the 
work  in  physical  education,  and  so  on. 

One  of  the  new  faculty  members  here  last  year  described  the 
situation  as  he  saw  it  on  this  crmpus,  as  "departmental  anarchy". 
I  do  not  think  that  it  Is  ouite  as  bad  as  this  term  would  imply, 
but  there  still  is  great  room  for  improvement  in  the  important 
matter  of  tying  all  of  our  work  together  so  that  the  student  will 
gp£  p  w^ll-rounded  education  and  will  understand  clearly  what 
relation  his  special  subject  has  to  the  whole  field  of  learning, 
and  what  value  there  is  in  all  oth^r  subjects  in  helping  him  to 
live  an  intelligent  find  interesting  life. 


An  Interesting  Chapter  from  the  Rc-'enwald  Report. 

With  this  Bulletin  I  am  distributing  to  Department  Hands 
some  copies  of  f  recent  report  of  the  Julius  Rosenweld  Fund,  in 
which  there  is  a  very  fine  discussion  of  the  problems  of  the 
teachers  colleges.   In  the  first  four  or  five  pages,  this  dis- 
cussion emphasizes  the  fact  that  the  taschers  colleges  in  the 
United  States  have  never  received  nearly  the  support  that  they 
ought  to  receive.   Coming  as  it  dors  from  a  private  foundation 
which  has  no  selfish  interest  in  promoting  support  for  public 
teachers  colleges,  this  report  ought  to  make  excellent  propaganda 
Just  now  to  support  our  request  for  increases  in  our  appropriation 
Indeed,  after  reading  this  report,  I  feel  th«t  we  pre  making  a 
mistake  by  being  far  too  modest  in  our  requests. 

After  the  members  of  the  departments  who  are  interested  in 
this  report  have  had  a  chance  to  look  at  it,  I  should  like  to  have 
the  copies  returned,  since  I  want  to  send  some  of  them  to  members 
of  the  Bo-rd  and  to  some  of  our  friends  in  the  Legislature,  pnd 
I  do  not  hr-ve  enough  copies  to  go  around.   I  should  like  to  have 
the  reports  back  no  later  than  Friday  of  this  week. 
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Some  Comparative  Data  on  Appropriations 

Tivo  supplements  are  going  out  with  the  Bulletin  this  week, 
both  of  which  present  some  facts  ebout  the  expropriations  for  the 
five  Stete  teachers  colleger  in  Illinois.   One  of  them  wa§  pre- 
pared on  this  cempue.   The  most  Important  pert  of  it  i^  the  brief 
resume  of  arguments  for  the  building  of  r    training  school. 

The  other  report  wnp  pr^perad  by  Mr.  I.'Iorgen,  the  President 
at  Macomb.   It  presents  a  number  of  interesting  contrasts  and 
comperisons  in  the  appropriations  for  the  five  colleges.   The  most 
interesting  portions  of  it  nre  the  two  tables  dealing  "7ith  faculty 
lond  end  with  per  capita  costs.   The  faculty  loads  for  the  Fall 
Quertsr  fit  each  college  will  be  found  in  the  °econd  tsblo  on  P-°ge 
2,      and  the  total  per  capita  costs  in  the  table  on  Page  3. 

Some  other  interesting  information  will  be  found  at  the 
bottom  of  Page  2   where  the  average  salaries  for  -11  faculty  members 
are  given.   Last  year  our  average  salary  for  all  wea  second  from 
the  top,  end  this  year,  it  is  second  from  the  bottom.   This  shift 
in  our  position  in  the  average  size  of  faculty  salaries  was 
ca.used  by  the  fact  tha.t  we  employed  new  teachers  this  year  °t  low 
salaries.   This  we  were  forced,  to  do  because  of  the  inadequacy  of 
our  salaries  and  wages  budgpt.   Even  so,  it  may  be  observed  tha.t 
the  total  range  among  salaries  in  the  teachers  colleges  is  not 
great.   The  biggest  range  of  difference   exists  in  the  top 
bracket,  that  for  professors  given  near  the  top  of  Page  2.   It 
would  appear  from  this  that  we  should  raise  probably  our  higher 
salaries  here  ps  soon  as  we  can  afford  it. 

All  of  these  materials  are  being  given  to  members  of  the 
faculty  in  the  hope  that  they  may  ell  find  opoortunitips  to  help 
develop  s  public  sentiment  favorable  to  more  genprous  support  for 
this  College.   I  shall  have  something  more  to  say  about  this  at 

the  faculty  meeting  this  afternoon. 


Help  Wentad  by;  Recreation  Committee 

Some  weeks  ago  a  committee  consisting  of  I'-lr.  Schneider,  Mr. 
McAndre**,  rnd  Mr.  Hall  wee  appointed  to  consider  ou^  summer 
recrertional  and  extra-curricular  activities,  and  to  moke  ^ome 
recommendations.   The  Committee  brought  in  some  excellent  re- 
commendations end  they  heve  been  asked  to  t^k^  the  initiative  to 
put  as  m^ny  of  them  as  are  practicable  into  practice  this  year. 

In  the  conference  which  wes  held  with  the  Committee  Inst 
week,  they  requested  thflt  they  be  authorized  to  cell  for  help  from 
other  members  of  the  faculty  to  serve  on  eub-committ°ps  for  the 
purpose  of  organizing  some  of  the  enterprise?  they  recommend.   I 
a.m  asking,  therefore,  that  members  of  the  faculty  "*ho  ere  asked  to 
do  so  give  their  cooperation,  if  they  can  do  so  without  sacrificing 
oth^r  matters  for  which  they  R.re  already  responsible. 
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The  Council  of  Administration  will  meet  on  Tuesday  afternoon 
at  three  o'clock  in  the  President's  Office.

We  do  not  know,  of  course,  whether  or  not  ther<=  will  be 
more  faculty,  hence  we  will  proceed  on  the  pessimistic 
assumption  that  there  will  not. 


Some  Ideas  on  Instruction 

The  Committee  for  the  Improvement  of  Instruction  met  last 
week  and  presumably  some  objective,  tangible  program  by  which 
each  teacher  may  critically  evaluate  his  own  work  will  be  offered 
by  the  Committee  before  the  close  of  the  year.   In  the  meantime, 
I  should  like  to  make  several  possibly  trite  but  always 
relevant,  brief  observations  about  teaching. 

Learning  depends  on  student  activity.   It  is  important  for 
us  to  remember  that,  other  things  being  equal,  we  may  measure 
the  effectiveness  of  teaching  by  the  degree  at  which  the  student0 
work.   The  critical  question  about  any  class  always  is  how 
nearly  is  every  student  actively  engaged  in  critical  thinking 
or  in  manipulating  apparatus  every  minute  of  the  time?   Further- 
more, the  more  nearly  this  work  is  motivated  by  spontaneous 
enthusiasm  and  interest,  and  the  less  it  is  done  merely  to 
satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  instructor,  the  better  and  more 
effective  the  learning  is,  and,  of  course,  it  goes  without  say- 
ing, the  higher  the  morale  of  the  class  and  the  whole  College 
will  be. 


Fully  developing  the  bftter  students.   Another  important 
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measure  of  the  quality  of  college  teaching,  I  think,  would  be 
the  amount  of  encouragement  that  Is  given  to  the  best  students 
to  do  really  superior  work.   How  many  of  them  are  led  to  do 
articles,  or  term  papers,  or  editorials;  or  to  prepare 

laboratory  experiments  or  to  conduct  fine  experiments,  or  to  do 
beautiful  pieces  of  translation,  of  the  very  highest  quality? 
For  example,  how  much  writing  is  done  by  students  which  is 
almost,  if  not  indeed  entirely,  up  to  a  standard  necessary  for 
publication'?   I  frequently  see  some,  at  least,  in  the  Egyptian. 
Since  I  have  been  here  I  have  seen  many  fine  examples  of  very 
superior  work  in  other  fields.   We  should  not  neglect  the  majority 
of  students  in  ord^r  to  insolre  pnd  encourage  our  superior  people, 
but  certainly  these  superior  people  should  be  taken  to  the 
mountain  top  and  shown  n   great  vision  of  the  world  that  is  theirs 
to  conquer. 

Visit  other,  classes  and  schools.   I  should  like  to  stress 
the  great  importance  to  teachers,  more  than  to  most  other  pro- 
fessions, of  getting  out  and  visiting  other  teachers  and  other 
schools.   For  most  of  us  who  are  teaching  in  teachers  colleges  it 
is  important  occasionally  to  visit  public  schools  where  the  work 
for  which  wo  are  preparing  teachers  is  done.   Host  of  us  ought  to 
know  rather  Intimately  the  public  school  conditions  that  prevail 
in  Southern  Illinois,  some  of  them,  I  am  sure,  very  much  finer 
than  some  of  us  realize. 

We  ought  also  to  be  constantly  visiting  coordinate  depart- 
ments in  other  colleges.   To  a  very  large  degree  the  lawyer,  the 
Journalist,  and  the  salesman,  and  to  a  lesser  degree  the 
physician  and  the  clergyman,  must  take  th^ir  stock  in  trade  and 
put  it  up  for  comparison  and  competition  "rith  the  stock  in  trade 
of  other  members  of  the  same  profession,  and  incidentally,  also 
to  the  critical  and  merciless  scrutiny  of  the  public.   The  teacher, 
on  the  other  hand,  sits  in  a.  highly  protected  position  where  none 
of  his  colleagues,  seldom  anyone  else  but  his  students,  really 
see  his  work.   The  only  exceptions  to  this  rule  are  the  athletic 
coaches,  and  tha.t  is  the  reason  why  the  best  teaching  that  Is  no"' 
d,one  in  the  higher  schools  in  the  United  States  is  probably  done 
in  athletics. 

The  conclusion  of  this  whole  matter  is  that  one  of  the 
greatest  responsibilities  of  the  teacher,  especially  the  college 
teacher,  is  to  be  constantly  subjecting  his  own  work  to  a 
mercileoc  pelfl-criticism  and  to  comparison  "rith  work  that  is  done 
in  o^her  departments  in  th*  «sme  college,  and  with  coordinate 
departments  in  other  colleges.   I  hope  that  we  "'ill  be  able  to 
get  a  little  increase  ±n   expense  money  next  yenr  so  that  we  can 
offer  to  pay  expenses  for  a  considerable  amount  of  visiting,  but 
pending  the  time  when  this  may  be  po,  I  think  it  would  be  highly 
profitable  for  four  or  five  members  of  the  faculty  occasionally 
to  arrange  to  have  a  day  off  and  to  drive  together  to  Cape 
Girardeau  or  to  Washington  University  or  to  Bowling  Green,  Kentucky, 
or  to  Peabody  College  and  spend  a  day  or  two  having  a  look  at  what 
other  people  ^.re  doing.   Often,  such  a  visit  would  be  encouraging 
rather  than  discouraging  and  would  give  to  the  visitor  a  fine 
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sense  of  the  excellence  of  his  own  work.   Frequently,  I  am  sure, 
he  would  return  with  some  definite  and  concrete  Ideas  of  how  the 
work  of  his  own  clap^ps  or  of  his  own  department  might  be  im- 
proved. 


The  Mid-Spring  Term 

The  Council  of  Administration  has  approved  the  suggestion 

of  a  four-week  mid-spring  term.   The  present  plan  is  to  have  the 
students  register  on  Saturday,  April  29.   Classes  "'ill  begin 
Monday,  May  1.   Students  will  attend  four  full  weeks  and  Monday 
of  the  lact  week,  taking  the  final  examinations  on  the  regular 
days,  Tuesday  to  Thursday,  May  30  to  June  1.   All  classes  will 
meet  five  days  a  week  and  each  will  carry  two  hours  of  credit. 
If  the  department  cares  to  schedule  double  periods,  four  hours 
of  credit  may  be  completed*   The  regular  load  for  student^  will 
be  six  hours  or  three  courses  of  two  hours  each. 

Heads  of  Departments  were  requested  last  week  to  bring  to 
the  office  by  Monday,  January  16,  a  list  of  the  courses  that  will 
be  available  to  mid-spring  students.   Mid-spring  announcements 
Will  be  carried  in  the  summer  session  bulletin. 

The  reason  for  changing  the  mid-spring  term  is  that  the 
six-week  term  as  we  have  had  hitherto  resulted  in  permitting  a 
great  many  people  to  get  six  weeks'  credit  for  what  really 
amounted  to  four  weeks  of  work,  since  most  of  th^m  entered  late. 
The  chances  are,  of  courpp,  that  the  present  plan  will  greatly 
reduce  the  mid-spring;  enrollment,  but  with  the  College  already 
overcrowded,  this  probably  is  no  real  objection  to  the  change. 


Summer  Term  Calendar 

The  Council  of  Administration  decided  last  week  that  we 
should  open  the  Summer  Term  on  June  12  instead  of  on  June  5,  thus 
giving  a  week's  respite  between  Commencement  and  the  opening  of 
the  Summer  Term.   This  plan  will  not  shorten  the  August  vacation 
since  school  will  not  be  resumed  this  year  until  September  11. 


Registration  for  the  Fall  Quarter 

Registration  for  the  Pall  Quarter  will  begin  on  September  11 . 
The  first  two  dny^   will  be  used  for  Freshman  Orientation; 
Wednesday  and  Thursday  until  noon  will  be  used  for  upper-clasp 

registration;  and  on  Thursday  afternoon,  all  classes  "'ill  me<^t 
for  one-h^lf  hour  to  receive  assignments  and  otiiT  directions 
for  beginning  their  work.   School  will  be  in  session  all  day 
Friday,  but  not  on  Saturday. 
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Committee  to  St udy  Student  Ho? lth  Service  Plan 

Evpr  since  it  ™Ta s  established  there  has  been  constant 
dissatisfaction  with  the  present  pirn  for  carrying  on  the  student 
health  service.   Some  of  this  dissatisfaction  has  corae  from  the 
students.   Many  of  them  seem  to  feel  that  the  system  no"'  in  use 
for  the  treatment  of  minor  Ailments  is  unnecessarily  cumbersome 
r>nd  expensive,  both  to  the  College  and  sometimes  to  the  student. 
Most  of  the  dissatisfaction,  however,  has  come  from  the 
physicians  down  town  ™ho  now  provide,  on   a  private-practice 
basis,  all  the  medical  attention  which  the  students  receive  under 
the  present  plan.   Since  this  plan  seems  to  be  very  unsatis- 
factory to  the  physicians  and  somewhat  unsatisfactory  to  the 
students  and  to  the  College,  I  think  it  advisable  for  a  committee 
to  investigate  plans  in  use  at  other  institutions,  and  to  make 
recommendations  for  changes  if,  after  investigation,  it  seems 
wise  to  do  so. 

We  are  now  spending  a  total  of  over  $6,100  for  the  three 
different  items  of  health  service  which  are  provided  off  the 
campus — $4,750  goes  for  the  regular  student  nr nltherrvico.a varying 
amount  which  will  run  over  $1,000  this  year  paid  out  of  the 
athletic  funds  goes  for  athletic  injuries,  and  between  $200  and 
$300  a  t^rm  paid  out  of  the  regular  state  appropriation  goes  for 
routine  medical  examination  of  the  boys  of  the  College.   It  has 
been  frequently  suggested  that,  with  this  amount  of  money,  it 
might  be  possible  to  provide  adequate  and  competent  medical 
service  completely  under  the  ^urpicrs  of  the  College,  and  thus  be 
free  from  the  constant  bickering  which  the  present  plan  seems  to 
entail . 

Accordingly,  I  am  appointing  a  committee  to  Investigate  the 

plane  in  use  in  a  dozen  or  more  similar  colleges  in  the  middle- 
west,  and  to  present  recommendations  for  the  modification  or  the 
complete  reorganization  of  our  present  plan.   The  committee  is 
not  limited  in  any  wpy   eithpr  in  their  investigation  or  in  their 
recommendations.   It  probably  should  meet  "Tith  the  physician?  of 
Ca.rbondale  to  consider  the  problem,  but  I  think  that  ethical  con- 
siderations and  certain  cet  traditions  by  which  they  feel  they 
are  bound  will  make  it  hard  for  them  to  offer  any  constructive 
suggestions  that  will  be  very  much  different  from  what  "7e  are  no"' 
doing.

Concerning  the  Quarterly  Requisitions 

Mr.  Miles  and  I  went  over  the  quarterly  requisitions  last 
week.   These  nre    the  lact  requisitions  that  will  be  issued  during 
this  bienniura  and,  therefore,  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  allow. 
more  money  than  is  available.   Members  of  all  departments  who  will 
have  their  requisitions  reduced,  may  rest  assured  that  no  part  of 
our  appropriation  will  be  permitted  to  lapse  at  the  close  of  the 
biennium.   In  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  will  requisition  all  the 
money  there  is,  it  will  be  necescary  for  us  to  rrduce  the  re- 
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qulsitions  that  have  been  turned  in  very  &rastic°lly« 

For  instance,  in  the  account  for  operations,  out  of  which  we 
have  to  pay  for  coal,  light,  water,  electricity,  and  usable 
supplies  of  all  sorts  such  as  examination  paper,  towels,  chalk, 
and  all  similar  items,  we  have  available  for  the  remainder  of  the 
bienhium  a.  total  of  $3,000.   The  askings  of  the  various  depart- 
ments plus  the  fixed  amounts  necessary  for  light  and  water  bills 
amount  to  $7,298*   In  the  Repairs  and  Equipment  Fund,  out  of  which 
all  more  or  less  permanent  items  of  equipment  have  to  be  purchase 
we  have  left  $2,500.   The  total  of  all  requisition"  turned  in 
amounts  to  #13,873. 

It  is  obvious  from  these  figures  that  we  shall  have  to  eut 
down  our  requirements,  to  those  that  are  absolutely  essential  to 
keeping  the  College  open.   All  costly  items  of  equipment  will 
necessarily  have  to  com^-  off.   Mr.  Mile?  is  holding  a  conference 
with  Department  He«ds  this  week  to  bring  the  requisitions  within 
the  limits  of  available  funds. 


Enrollment  by  Departments 
Winter  TVrm,  1339 

The  following  is  a  report  prepared  by  E£iss  Shank,  the 
Registrar  of  the  College,  showing  the  enrollment  by  departments 
for  the  Winter  Term,  1939,  together  with  the  average  number  of 
credit  hours  per  teacher  in  each  department  for  the  Winter  Term, 
1939,  and  also  for  the  Fall  Term,  1933. 

In  interpreting  this  table,  the  u°ual  allowances  need  to  be 
made  for  departments  a  large  part  of  whose  work  cannot  be  tran- 
slated into  credit  hours.   It  is  also  to  be  remembered  that  certain 
subjects  that  require  laboratory  work  are  definitely  limited  in 
the  number  of  people  they  can  carry  by  th^  size  of  existing 
laboratories.   On  the  other  hand,  it  should  not  be  forgotten  that 
when  classes  in  non-laboratory  subjects  are  so  large  that  r    teacher 
carries  over  four  hundred  credit  hours,  the  burden  of  grading 
papers,  holding  student  conferences,  and  doing  the  other  outside 
things  that  a  College  teacher  has  to  do  in  order  to  carry  on  his 
work,  becomes  very  heavy. 

The  table  emphasizes  the  idea  that  we  are  trying  to  grt  be- 
fore the  Board  and.  oth^r  authorities  in  the  State  Just  now, 
namely  thf t  the  faculty  in  this  College  is  greatly  over-loaded 
and  that  we  need  a  substantial  increase  in  the  size  of  our  faculty.

Because  of  an  extreme  shortage  of  funds  In  our  Repairs  and 
Equipment  Fund  and  In  our  Revolving  Fund,  It  has  been  necessary  to 
eliminate  the  Library  requisition  for  books  altogether.   This  re- 
quisition ought  to  have  called  for  at  least  $1,500  worth  of  new 
books  if  we  are  even  to  maintain  the  Library,  much  less  improve  it. 
It  is  also  necessary  for  all  departments  and  all  members  of  the 
College  staff  to  bear  in  mind  that  unless  more  funds  are  released, 
there  can  be  no  special  requisitions  between  now  and  July  let  ex- 
cept those  for  the  most  urgent  emergencies.   We  cannot  help  the 
stringency  of  funds,  and  we  are  doing  everything  we  can  about  it. 

Mr.  Miles,  Mr.  McAndrew,  and  I  have  seen  all  of  the  authorities 
in  Springfield  who  have  anything  to  do  with  releasing  a  part  of  our 
reserve,  and  I  have  written  a  very  urgent  letter  to  Mr.  Hallihan, 
who  is  Chairman  of  the  Board,  asking  th^t  about  $17,000  be  released 
from  our  Repairs  and  Equipment  Fund  and  about  $3,300  from  our  Opera- 
tions Reserve  to  carry  us  through  to  the  1st  of  July  without  penury. 
We  have  received  some  encouragement  that  this  might  be  done. 

If  it  is  done,  we  shall  be  able  to  reopen  the  question  of  re- 
quisitions, buy  what  books  we  need,  and  spare  our  Revolving  Fund 
so  that  it  will  be  possible  for  us  to  be  a.  little  more  generous  In 
all  ways  during  the  first  half  of  the  Summer  Term.   In  the  meontim* 
it  will  require  the  strictest  economy  for  us  to  squeeze  through. 


h   Statement  of  College  Policy 

I  was  a  little  alarmed  last  week,  parhaus  unduly  fo ,  when, 
through  a  misunderstanding  between  me  and  some  of  the  officers 
of  the  Community  Council,  the  name  of  the  College  appeared  pf   one 
of  the  official  endorsers  of  some  of  the  candidates  in  the  forth- 
coming city  election.   So  far  as  this  particular  incident  is  con- 
cerned, we  shall  consider  it  closed,  and  shall  give  ourselves  no 
more  concern  about  it.   However,  it  might  be  well  for  v^   to  have 
a  statement  of  policy  for  the  future  concerning  all  controversial 
public  issues.   This  statement  might  be  all  the  more  apropos  at 
this  time  because  of  the  current  uproar  over  a  similar  matter  in 
one  of  our  nearby  universities. 

I  believe  it  to  be  very  bad  policy  for  Southern  Illinois  State 
Normal  University  ever  to  endorse  officially  any  side  of  any  con- 
troversial cause  or  any  candidates  in  any  election,  however  worthy 
the  cause  may  be  or  however  clear-cut  the  issues  may  be.   Indeed, 
I  do  not  know  who  would  have  the  authority  to  do  vo . 

Presumably,  we  have  and  always  should  have, on  the  faculty 
and  among  the  students,  people  of  all  varieties  of  reputable  opinion 
The  Influence  of  the  College  administration  is  never  consciously 
used  to  further  the  immediate  interests  of  any  particular  party 
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or  interest.   Therefore,  members  of  the  ptaff  end  students  aro 
entirely  froe  to  express  themselves  n.g  they  please  on  any  issues, 
to  join  -^ny  organ  lze.t  ions  and  to  pro-notr  any  lawful  c^uts;  but 
none  of  them  over  he.?  the  right  to  speak  as  an  official  of  the 
College  for  the  College  es  a  whole  on  matters  not  connected  with 
Its  work.  Good  taste,  if  not  more  serious  considerations,  would 
p.lso  seem  to  require  that  student^  who  pre  not  legally  qualified 
voters  in  Carbondale  refrain  from  trying  to  vote  here  nnd.  from 
taking  too  active  a  part  otherwise  in  purely  local  elections. 

It  Is  the  settled  policy  of  the  present  administration  of  the 
College  to  take  no  official  pert  in  any  factional  or  partisan 
controverries  unless  the  welfare  of  the  College  is  in  some  direct 
sense  involved.   However,  persons  who  hold  administrative  petitions 
h.^vc  and  may  sometimes  exercise  the  same  right  to  express  their 
personal  views  as  any  other  citizens  en.loy.

Report  of  the  Curriculum  Committer  to  the  Faculty 

Mr.  W.  A.  Thalman,  Chairmen 

From  a  series  of  raeptlngs  hpid  recently  by  the  Curriculum 
Committer  at  large  end  by  the  sub-commit^ppp,  ^ev^ral  problpms 
have  bi=>en  pr^sentpd  and.  studipd.   The  committor,  through  the 
Faculty  Bullrtin,  wishes  to  submit  r>   brief  report  to  the  faculty,

(1)  Foreign  Language  Requirement .   After  contacting  raor 
than  eighty  teachers  collpges  n  sub-committee  on  foreign 
language  requirements,  con^i^ting  of  Mr.  Swartz,  Kiss  Peacock, 
and  Miss  Etheridge,  presented  it?  findings  to  thp  Curriculum 
Committee.   The  investigation  was  made  particularly  from  the 
standpoint  of  foreign  language  requirements  of  those  students 
who  are  majoring  in  Plementpry  education.   Thp  sub-committee  re-* 
ported  that  the  foreign  language  requirement  had  been  relaxed 

in  a  majority  of  the  institutions  questioned. 

The  genpral  discussion  brought  out  thp  fact  that  two  groups 
of  students  in  this  school  are  regularly  excused  from  the  rp- 
quiremrnt  at  present;  namely,  those  who  have  had  at  least  two 
years  of  a  foreign  language  in  high  school  and  who  pass  "    read- 
ing test  here  baced  on  that  work;  ejid  those  who  bocruse  of 
individual  problems  of  an  unu-u~l  nature  are  excused  by  Mr. 
Pulliara  or  Mr.  Warren.   In  view  of  this  elasticity  in  the  present 
requirement  end  because  of  the  feeling  on  the  prrt  of  mo^t  of  tha 
members  of  the  committee  that  some  ecouointance  with  a  forpign 
language  during  either  high  school  or  college  is  necessary  for  r 
teacher  rnd  for  general  cultural  education,  it  was  voted  to 
continue  the  reeding  knowledge  requirement  that  "Te  now  h^ve  for 
all  stud.pnts. 

(2)  Safety  Programs.   President  Pulliam  presented  to  the 
Curriculum  Committee  n  plan  for  r    safety  program  to  be  cprripd 
out  at  thp  College  through  ChapeQ  programs,  Egyptian  articles, 
and  Spring  and  Summpr  courses.   The  committer  ha s  gone  on  rpcord 
as  favoring  this  innovetion.   Some  rather  definite  procedures 
have  already  b«=?en  outlinpd  by  the  administration  end  Edue-tlon 
Department . 

(3)  jxtra-cla  ss  Activltlps  or  Community  Relet ions  Course. 
Mr.  W.  G.  Cime  has  proposed  to  the  Committee  that  «  course  be 
organized  which  would  take  c^re  of  the  problems  of  public  re- 
lations which  teachers  have  to  meet,   Thp  function  of  this  course 
would  be  to  develop  leadership  in  thp  following  activities! 


,A«fr'1f'   ' 
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group  games  Pnd  activities;  social  activities  with  groupp  on 
different  levels;  hobbles;  outdoor  llfp;  excursions;  elementary 
handcrafts;  community  interpretation  with  reference  to  industrial, 
blologicrl,  -°nd  simple  geological  factors;  club  "Tork;  coaching 
of  plays,  prnrl  discussions,  debntps;  end  similar  matters.   The 
Committee  questions  whether  ruch  material  should  bo  presented 
in  pome  definite  course,  or  if  the  different  aspects  of  this 
Community  Contact  Course  should  be  presented  in  connection  with 
courses  already  in  existence.   Some  phases  of  the  work  nre  being 
taught  at  the  present  tim^  in  thp  Physical  Education  Department. 
Before  definite  notion  is  taken  a  survey  will  be  made  to  dis- 
cover  whet  phases  of  the  work  are  already  presented  in  three 
or  four  of  the  different  departments. 

(4)  Department  of  Agrl culture  FresenJ^s  Rogue  rt .   The  request 
from  the  Department  of  Agriculture  was  presented  to  the 
Curriculum  Committee  by  Mr,  Robert  C.  Cassell  at  Mr.  Muckelroy's 

request. 

"Three-year  transfer  students  h°ve  found  it  necessary  to  nut 
in  at  lrept  one  extra  semester  at  the  University  of  Illinois  in 
order  to  graduate  from  the  University.   To  pvoid  thl«  the 
students  naturally  tend  to  leave  us  at  the  ^nd.   of  two  yp#rs 

instead  of  three. 

"With  a  few  changes  in  the  College  curriculum  here,  agri- 
culture students  could  transfer  after  three  years  to  the 
University  of  Illinois  end  graduate  in  Smithr.Hughes  in  one  more 

Mr.  Cnssall  was  naked  to  appear  r»t  a.  later  meeting  rnd  re- 
ported that  all  departments  involved  in  th~  change  of  courses 
had  been  contacted.   These  changes  involved  the  departments  of 
Orography,  Chemistry,  Economics,  and  Foreign  Languages.   In  most 
instances  the  departments  have  agreed  to  make  the  necessary 
changes.   It  would  take  toe  long  to  mention  all  of  the  changes 
made  but  these  will  be  presented  in  the  College  catalog  by  the 
various  departments  concerned.   If  all  th'  necessary  changes 
can  be  made,  agriculture  majors  enn  do  thref  instead  of  two  yesrs 
of  work  her°  at  the  College  end.  transfer  to  Smith-Hughes  at  the 
University  without  penalty. 

(5)  Courses  as  Taken  within  the  Yenr  Rather  than  Per  Term. 


The  suggested  four— year  courses  for  the  majors  in  the  various 
departments  as  listed  on  pages  37  to  44  in  the  College  catalog 
are  to  be  left  there  unless  the  department  involved  desires  to 
make  changes.   Furthermore,  the  Registrar  has  been  asked  to 
piece  n   clarifying  statement  in  the  catalog  to  make  clear  to 
students  that  th»y  need  not  take  courses  in  the  particular 
term  in  which  they  are  listed  on  pages  37  to  44,  but  rather, 
tha-t  unless  some  definite  sequence  is  demanded  by  the  particulr  r 
depr-rtmrnt  that  the  courses  b°  taken  within  any  one  of  the  terms 
of  the  year  indicated,   Thie  will  relieve  somewhat  the  large 
number  of  sections  in  ^nj   course  that  might  be  d emended  for  ^ny

However,  in  the  selection  of  subjects  it  is  important  to 
recognize  that  at  least  64  quarter  hours  must  be  of  senior 
coliqge  rank.

I  think  that  some  faculty  member'', 
by  assuming  that  students  generally  dislike  chapel,  actually  con- 
tribute something  to  the  small  a.mount  of  bad  attitude  that  does 
exi°t.   Such  sample  of  student  opinion  rp   I  have  been  able  to  g*"t 
do  not  Indicate  that  the  students  generally  fe^l  that  chapel  if 
useless  or  even  generally  borr°om^.   This  fpet  w-s  borne  out  a  few 
jreers  ego  in  r>   vote  by  the  senior  class  when,  I  am  ^ure,  the  general 
morale  of  the  school  was  not  rp   good  as  it  Is  now. 

The  third  wpy  in  which  I  should,  like  to  have  the  faculty  help 
is  to  refrain  entirely  from  asking  students  either  to  work  or  to 
attend  committee  meetings  at  chapel  time  on  chnpel  days.   Keeping 
students  out  of  chapel  ought  to  be  considered  n.s  gr^at  a  breech  of 
proper  College  etiquette  as  keeping  them  out  of  other  instructors' 
cla  sses. 


Test  Vot e  on   Chapel  Cha 


At  the  Council  of  Administration  Meeting  last  week  it  ™pp  vto- 
posed  thnt  we  might  chenge  the  morning  schedule  altogether  so  that 
there  would  be  two  free  hours  each  week,  presumably  Tuesday  and 
Thursday,  during  which  all  ch«pel  exercises  end  College  convocations 
would  be  held.   I.liss  Shank  has  prepared  the  following  description 
of  this  change: 

"It  has  been  proposed  that  the  chapel  hour  be  elimi- 
nated from  the  schedule  end  that  Tuesday  and  Thursday  or 
Wednesday  and  Friday  bo  off  days  in  nil  third-hour  classes. 
In  other  words,  only  two-hour,  three-hour,  and  laboratory 
courses  would  be  scheduled  for  the  third  period,  on  the  two 
c\;<yz    designated.   This  would  allow  r  full  hour  twice  a 
week  for  chapel,  special  entertainment  numbers,  or  other 
general  school  purposes.   This  would  avoid  cutting  in  on 
the  third  period  as  sometimes  happens  now.   The  forenoon 
would  be  shortened,  permitting  four  fifty-minute  periods 
with  fori   minutes  between  classes.   The  entire  day  could 
then  be  run  en  c3.ock  houra,  beginning  at  eight  -^nd  ending 
at  four. "

Two  Cautions  About  College  Expenditures 

Mr.  Miles  of  the  Business  Office  brought  to  my  office  last 
week  about  a  dozen  special  requisitions  calling  for  a  total  ex- 
penditure of  over  twelve  hundred  dollars.   The  only  thing  that  • 
could  possibly  be  done  with  them  was  to  hold  them  up  until  after 
the  first  of  July,  because  there  is  no  money  now  available  for  re- 
pairs and  equipment  at  all.   There  is  still  a  faint  possibility 
that  some  of  the  reserve  funds  may  be  released.   Several  of  our 
friends  in  Springfield,  notably  Senator  Karrakei*,  have  b^en  trying 
hard  to  get  this  done,  but  so  far  without  success. 

Mr.  Miles  also  called  my  attention  to  another  matter  which 
it  ought  not  to  be  necessary  to  repeat.   No  member  of  the  College 
staff,  not  even  the  President,  can  order  materials  for  delivery 
at  the  expense  of  the  College  without  first  having  filed  a  requi- 
sition and  received  a  proper  authorization  to  do  so.   The  only 
exceptions  to  this  rule  are  expenditures  made  from  the  student 
activity  fees,  and  these  have  to  be  authorized  by  the  committees 
who  have  charge  of  the  various  student  activity  enterprises. 
Hereafter  members  of  the  staff  who  place  orders  without  authority 
will  be  held  personally  responsible  for  the  payment  of  the  bills 
incurred.

The  He.rva rd  Symposium 


Mr.  Abbott  and  I  attended  two  interesting  meetings  at  St. 
Louis  last  Tuesday  that  were  arranged  in  honor  of  the  visit  of  Presi- 
dent Conant  to  St.  Louis. 

The  symposium  which  was  held  in  the  afternoon  doalt  with  the 
subject  "What  is  a  Liberal  Education  in  the  Twentieth  Century?" 
It  brought  out  a  great  variety  of  opinions  about  the  means  bv  which 
a  liberal  education  may  be  best  secured  and  by  contrast  a  surprising 
agreement  about  the  ends  we  should  seek.   Dean  Foerster,  of  tho 
College  of  Liberal  Arts  of  the  University  of  Iowa,  the  man  who 
deviated  most  widely  from  the  rest  of  the  members  of  the  grouo  in 
his  ideas  about  means,  made  the  cleverest  speech  and  furnishrd  the 
best  definition  of  a  liberal  education.   This  is  his  definition ' 
"Educa.tion  is  the  orocess  of  increasing  the  number  of  people  who 
cannot  r^dily  be  fooled". 
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In  his  address  at  the  alumni  dinner  Provident  Conant  ras.de  much 
of  the  idea  of  drawing  students  for  Harvard  University  from  nil 
regions  end  from  all  social  els sses  in  order  to  ovrrcome  both  pro- 
vincialism and  class  consciousness  at  Harvard.   It  occurred  to  me 
that  even  at  worst  the  danger  of  provincialism  at  Harvard,  is  cer- 
tainly vastly  less  thnn  it  is  here  at  Carbondale.   Furthermore,  our 
difficulties  about  mutual  understanding  and  acquaintance  be-twren 
social  classes  care  exactly  opposite  to  those  at  Harvard.   Since  the 
breaking  down  of  provincialism  and  of  class  divisions  in  society  is 
a  most  important  element  in  liberal  education,  we  should  have  it  in 
mind  at  nil  times  here  at  Cnrbondale,  and  we  should  be  doing  every- 
thing we  possibly  can  do  to  overcome  the  greet  natural  handicaps 
that  the  school  suffers  in  this  respect. 

After  coming  back  down  town  from  the  meeting,  I  was  somewhat 
reassured  by  meeting  Miss  Magnus  and  some  members  and  former  member; 
of  the  Little  Theatre  visiting  St.  Louis  to  see  Cornelia  Otis  Skin- 
ner in  CANDIDA.   This  wag  an  example  of  many  instances  in  which 
members  of  our  faculty  are  taking  our  students  beyond  the  narrow 
horizons  of  Southern  Illinois  into  contact  with  the  larger  world. 
We  are  not  likely  to  do  too  -nueh  of  it. 


Southern  Division  Meeting  Next  Week 

As  has  been  previously  announced  the  meeting  of  the  Southern 
Division  of  the  State  Te°chers  Association  will  meet  on  the  campus 
on  Thursday  And  Friday  of  next  week.   The  officers  of  the  Division 
itself  are  responsible  for  returning  the  meeting  to  the  spring  vaca- 
tion period.   Since  the  meeting  belongs  to  them,  it  is  our  duty  to 
receive  them  when  they  wnnt  to  come,  as  long  as  ive  want  to  be  hosts 
to  the  meeting  at  all.

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SYNOPSIS  OF  PROPOSED  BILL 
FOR  UNIVERSITY  ANNUITY  AND  BENEFIT  FUND 
(PREPARED  BY  D.  F.  CAMPBELL,  CONSULTING  ACTUARY) 


1.  Institutions  covered.   University  of  Illinois,  the  five 
teachers'  colleges  of  Illinois,  and  any  other  similar  institution  here- 
after established. 

2.  Who  covered.   Any  person  now  or  in  the  future  on  salary  or 
wage  in  the  administrative,  instructional,  scientific,  or  civil  ser- 
vice staff  of  any  institution  included  except  persons  below  the  rank 
of  Instructor  or  equivalent  and  those  employed  for  90  days  or  less. 

3.  Responsibility  for  administration.   Board  of  seven  persons 
consisting  of  two  appointed  by  governor,  two  elected  by  employees  from 
University  of  Illinois,  and  two  from  other  institutions,  not  more  than 
one  in  any  such  other  institution,  the  University  Comptroller,  ex- 
officio  secretary.   Members  of  Board  to  receive  only  reimbursement  for 
travel.   All  expenses  of  management  of  fund  to  be  paid  from  its  re- 
ceipts . 

4.  Method  of  administration.   Institutions  shall  file  all  neces- 
sary information  with  Retirement  Board;  Retirement  Board  to  advise 
State  Auditor  deductions  to  be  made;  State  Auditor  t»  deduct  from 
salaries  and  transfer  funds  monthly  to  retirement  fund;  State  Treasurer 
to  be  treasurer  and  custodian  of  fund;  State  to  make  biennial  appro- 
priations for  estimated  cost  to  State;  Retirement  Board  to  make  all 
annuity  payments  both  to  retired  staff  members  or  their  survivors. 

5 .  Benefits  of  act. 

(a)  Annuity  for  employee  amounting  at  age  68,  in  the  case  of  per- 
sons beginning  service  at  43  years  or  younger,  to  50%  of  salary  at  65 
not  in  excess  of  $4,000  ($6,000  for  President). 

(b)  Annuity  for  widows  to  a  maximum  of  $1,500  per  year  and  a 
minimum  of  $25  per  month. 

(c)  An  employee  may  resign  on  reaching  age  60  and  receive  such  an 
annuity  as  can  be  provided  by  the  total  amount  accumulated  to  his 
credit.   He  may  resign  on  reaching  age  55  and,  if  he  has  served  15 
years,  receive  a  portion  of  his  accumulated  credit.   In  case  he  resigns 
before  serving  15  years  and  before  reaching  age  55  ho  receives  only  the 
value  of  the  deductions  from  his  salary  plus  3%   interest,  except  de- 
ductions for  disability  and  administrative  expense. 

(d)  Child's  annuity  of  &1Q  per  month  while  a  parent  is  living  and 
$20  per  month  if  no  parent  is  living,  for  each  unmarried  child  loss 
than  18  years  of  age  born  before  an  employee  reaches  65. 

(c)  Disability  benefit  of  50%   of  salary  of  not  more  than  $4,500, 
less  amounts  due  fund  as  monthly  deductions,  payable  for  five  years. 


6.  Death  Benefits. 
Death  before  retirement  - 

(a)  Amount  deducted  from  individual's  salary  above  salary  of 
$5,000  refunded  to  estate  at  once  with  interest  of  o% . 

(b)  Annuity  provided  for  widow  with  a  maximum  of  $1,500  but  not  in 
excess  of  the  annuity  which  would  have  been  payable  to  the  in- 
dividual on  retirement. 

Death  after  retirement  - 

(a)  Amount  deducted  from  individual's  salary  above  salary  of 
$3,000  refunded  to  estate  at  once  with  interest  at  3%. 

(b)  Annuity  for  widow  as  established  at  individual's  retirement; 
any  amount  of  her  annuity  unused  at  time  of  her  death  payable 
to  her  estate . 

7.  Previous  service.   When  the  act  goes  into  effect  each  person 
vould  be  given  credit  for  the  accumulated  value  of  all  previous  ser- 
vices the  same  as  though  deposits  had  been  made  by  deductions  from 
3alary  and  by  the  State  during  his  entire  period  of  service.   The  State 
vill  be  expected  to  moot  the  cost  of  all  such  contributions.   From  that 
late  on,  the  cost  will  be  divided  between  the  employee  and  the  State  as 
icrcin  indicated,  computed  on  the  basis  of  salary  and  service  from  the 
Dcginning  of  his  service,  without  any  allowance  for  reductions  of 
salaries . 

8.  Persons  now  retired.   All  institutions  would  be  expected  to 
continue  to  provide  for  re'tiring  allowances  of  persons  now  on  rotire- 
nent  as  long  as  those  persons  live. 

9.  Effective  age .   Deductions  from  salary  are  computed  for  per- 
sons above  age  43  on  the  basis  of  age  43  to  provide  the  maximum  annuity 
it  ago  68.   Any  person  entering  service  after  age  43  is  charged  as 
though  ho  had  entered  at  43  and  then  gets  whatever  annuity  his  credits 
vill  provide  at  age  68.   Such  a  person  could  not  get  the  maximum  an- 
nuity provided, 

10 .   Method  of  financing . 

(a)  Deductions  from  monthly  salaries  of  all  employees  of  amounts 
necessary  to  provide  at  age  68  a  portion  of  an  annuity.   Married  and 
onmarriod  persons  to  be  subject  to  same  contributions.   If  individual 
has  no  wife  at  time  of  retirement  or  death  all  accumulated  salary 
deductions  for  widow1 a  pensions  are  refunded  to  him  or  his  estate  with 
1%   interest. 

(b)  Contributions  by  the  State  of  the  amount  necessary  to  fully 
provide  for  the  remainder  of  the  annuity  above  described,  allowing  for 
sarnings  of  the  fund  at  3%,      The  estimated  distribution  between  in- 
dividual and  State  is  as  follows:

Some  Recent  Faculty  Recognitions 

Southern  Illinois  State  Normal  University  had  a  very  good 
time  at  the  Cleveland  meeting.   The  work  which  Mr.  Miles  has  been 
doing  for  the  American  Council  on  Education  and  the  American  Asso- 
ciation of  Teachers  Colleges  in  preparing  a  Manual  of  Accounting 
Procedure  was  presented  at  the  Cleveland  meeting  for  final 
approval.   The  American  Association  voted  to  adopt  the  Manual  as 
the  standard  for  members  of  the  Association,  and  to  publish  it  as 
an  official  publication  of  the  American  Council  on  Education  and 
the  American  Association  of  Teachers  Colleges.   Money  was  appropri- 
ated to  bear  the  expense  for  a  series  of  regional  conferences  at 
which  Mr.  Miles  will  meet  the  Business  Managers  and  other  officials 
of  the  various  teachers  colleges  of  the  United  States  to  present 
the  Manual  and  to  answer  questions  about  It.   So  far  as  I  know  this 
is  the  most  substantial  national  recognition  that  this  College  has 
ever  received. 

Mr.  Merwin  also  received  a  highly  significant  honor  in  his 
election  to  the  National  Presidency  of  Kappa  Phi  Ka.ppa  Fraternity. 
This  honor  comes  to  him  in  recognition  of  the  vory  fine  work  that 
the  local  chapter  of  this  organization  has  done  under  his  tutelage. 

There  also  seems  to  be  a  good  prospect  for  the  Rural  Teacher 
Training  Program  of  the  College  to  receive  national  recognition  from 
two  different  quarters.   One  of  these  has  developed  far  enough  so 
that  it  is  quite  certain  that  the  prospect  will  materialize.   The 
other  is  still  only  a  possibility,  but  we  feel  a  rather  good  one. 
Something  more  will  be  said  about  these  matters  when  certain  plans 
have  had  more  time  to  develop. 

In  addition  to  these  very  satisfactory  recognitions  received 
at  Cleveland,  I  have  on  my  desk  three  current  periodicals  that  con- 
tain significant  articles  by  members  of  our  faculty.   The  March 
number  of  Hygela  published  by  the  American  Medical  Association  con- 
tains an  article  by  Dr.  Hinrichs  of  our  faculty  on  "Teen-Age  Ane- 
mias".  This  article  is  based  on  a  study  of  anemic  students  in 
attendance  at  this  College. 

The  current  number  of  the  Rural  Sociology  contains  an  article 
by  Mr.  Bowden  of  the  Sociology  Department  entitled,  "The  G-ood 
American  Earth".   The  article  calls  attention  to  some  disturbing 
tendencies  in  the  land  tenure  situation  in  the  United  States, 
particularly  in  the  gre.nt  agricultural  areas  of  the  south  and  raid- 
dlewest . 

The  February  issue  of  the  Journal  of  Business  Education  con- 
tains an  article  by  Mr.  Hal  Hpll  of  the  University  High  School  en- 
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titled  "Can  the  Hometown  Girl  Make  Good?"   It  deals  with  the  em- 
ployment prospects  and  living  costs  that  are  faced  by  graduates  of 
small  high  schools  when  they  go  to  the  larger  cities  to  find  work. 


Thomas  Mann  to  Lecture  in  St.  Louis 

We  have  been  askod  to  announce  that  Thomas  Mann,  distinguished 
German  novelist,  once  a  No^ol  prize  winner,  and  now  a  refugee  from 
his  native  Germany  and  an  applicant  for  full  citizenship  in  the 
United  States,  will  be  in  St.  Louis  to  ppeak  before  the  Liberal 
Forum  of  the  Jewish  Center  on  Sunday  evening,  March  19,  at  8 J 30  P.M. 
Some  members  of  the  faculty  may  be  interested  in  hearing  him.   Ad- 
mission to  the  lecture  will  be  one  dollar. 


America' s  "No.  1  Problem" 

The  interesting  quotation  given  below  is  taken  from  the  Edu- 
cation section  of  the  February  22nd  number  of  Time  Magazine.   At 
Cleveland  it  appears  that  the  improvement  of  education  through  the 
improvement  of  teaching  at  all  levels,  especially  the  college  level, 
was  one  of  the  two  problems  that  seemed  uppermost  in  the  minds  of 
the  school  administrators  this  year.   The  other  was  the  preservation 
of  democracy.   We  heard  so  much  about  the  latter  that  we  grew  a 
little  weary,  particularly  since  much  of  the  talk  consisted  of  pious 
platitudes  instead  of  clear-cut  attacks  on  the  problems  that  will 
have  to  be  solved  in  order  to  make  democracy  possible.   The  quo- 
tation follows: 

"To  the  parents  of  some  26,000,000  U.S.  public  school 
children  the  all-important  question  as  they  send  their 
youngsters  to  school  each  term  is:   Who  rill  his  teacher 
be?  Parents  well  know  that  whether  a  school  is  Progressive 
or  Traditional,  palace  or  shack,  a  good  teacher  is  still  a 
good  teacher  and  a  poor  one  a.  menace  to  their  children. 
To  conscientious  educators,  who  are  everlastingly  amazed 
that  the  same  parents  who  insist  on  a  fully  qualified 
doctor  will  gamble  on  a  teacher,  improving  the  quality  of 
the  1,000,000  U.S.  teachers  is  the  nation's  No.  1  educa- 
tional problem. 

"It  is  so  alarming  that  Harvard's  President  James 
Bryant  Conant  last  -month  devoted  much  of  his  annual  report 
to  it,  the  Rockefeller  General  Education  Board  gave 
$520,000  to  a  commission  to  study  it  and  throughout  the 
land  teacher  training  is  undergoing  an  overhauling.   Last 
week  Cornell  University  launched  a  significant  new  teacher 
training  plan. 

"Sweeping  are  the  Indictments  against  U.S.  teachers > 
(l)  They  know  too  little  about  (a)  the  subjects  they  teach, 
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(b)  social  conditions,  (c)  children;  and  (2)  they  don't 
like  children.  Average  training  of  U.S.  elementary 
schoolteachers  i£  less  than  two  years  of  normal  school. 
Teaching  attracts  a  less  able  group  than  any  other  oro- 
fession.  Moreover,  the  chances  are  seven-to-one  that  a 
pupil  in  twelve  years  of  public  schooling  will  get  two 
teachers  who  are  neurotic  or  downright  psychopathic. " 

All  of  this  increased  attention  to  the  importance  of  teacher 
education  cannot  but  help  in  time  to  secure  better  support  for 
the  teachers  colleges.   In  the  meantime  it  is  our  responsibility 
to  capitalize  this  current  interest  as  much  as  possible  to  the  ad- 
vantage of  our  College.

There 
is  no  better  argument  for  maintaining  the  College  than  a  fine 
placements  record. 


Elementary  Education  Ma j or s 

At  the  faculty  meeting  last  week  when  the  question  of  how  many 
majors  in  education  there  might  be  entered  into  the  discussion,  it 
was  suggested  that  the  number  of  people  who  are  deliberately  pre- 
paring to  teach  in  the  elementary  schools  ought  to  be  much  larger. 
I  should  lilee  to  re-emphasize  this  point.   One  of  the  recurrent 
ideas  in  the  present  furor  about  the  importance  of  teacher  educa- 
tion is  that  students  too  often  prepare  for  work  in  one  field  and 
then  secure  positions  in  another.   The  usual  form  which  this  mis- 
practice  takes  is  that  teachers  prepare  to  toach  high  school  sub- 
jects and  then  end  up  in  the  elementary  school,  with  no  training 
whatever  on  such  highly  to  clinical  matters  as  the  teaching  of 
reading  and  the  fundamentals  of  arithmetic  in  the  lower  grades.   The 
result  is  that  it  often  takes  a  new  teacher  several  years  really 
to  fit  herself  for  the  work  she  undertakes.   During  that  time  the 
classes  she  teaches  suffer. 

Our  placements  record  shows  that  the  great  majority  of  our 
students  do  go  into  the  rural  and.  elementary  schools,  at  least 
temporarily.   For  this  reason  we  ought  to  encourage  more  and  more 
of  the  students  to  accept  this  situation  before  they  arc  forced 
into  it,  and  to  prepare  themselves  for  it. 

Incidentally,  the  practice  common  in  Europe  whereby  a  teacher 
docs  not  secure  a  position  in  the  secondary  and  higher  schools  until 
he  has  had  ^ome  experience  in  the  elementary  school  has  much  to 
commend  it.   Even  if  a  teacher  does  subsequently  go  into  the  high 
school  or  college  to  teach,  his  training  for  the  elementary  school 
is  not  lost,  since  the  basic  understandings   in  psychology  as  well 
as  the  experience  with  quite  immature  people  will  be  almost  as  use- 
ful In  the  high  school  as  they  arc  in  the  elementary  school. 

I  hope  wc  may  sec  an  increasing  number  of  students  taking 
majors,  or  at  least  minors,  in  elementary  education.   The  people 
who  can  do  most  to  bring  this  about  arc  the  sophomore  and  junior 
advisors.   To  take  a  major  in  elementary  education  ought  not  to  ex- 
clude the  student  from  also  taking  a  major  in  some  academic  field.

We  Need  More  of  the  Good  High  School  Graduates 

During  the  past  week  I  had  the  chance,  at  the  invitation  of 
the  High  School  Principals'  Association,  to  talk  to  something  over 
four  thousand  high  school  juniors  and  seniors  in  a  series  of 
Vocational  Guidance  Conferences  that  the  high  schools  had  arranged. 
It  is  from  among  these  students  that  we  will  draw  next  year's 
freshman  class.   Some  studies  that  the  Research  Division  of  the 
National  Youth  Administration  has  been  making  appear  to  show  that 
not  nearly  all  of  the  students  of  excellent  ability  who  arc  graduated 
from  high  school  go  to  college.   On  the  other  hand,  as  all  of  us 
know  from  experience,  a  great  many  of  the  students  of  mediocre 
ability  do  go  to  college. 
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It  is  by  no  moans  clear  that  these  students  of  mediocre 
ability  ought" to  be  definitely  excluded  from  the  opportunity  of 
going  to  college;  but  with  a  few  exceptions,  it  is  fairly  evident 
that  students  of  excellent  ability  who  do  not  go  to  college  ought 
to  go.   As  long  as  the  high  school  and  the  college,  working  to- 
gether, are  letting  too  many  of  them  fall  by  the  wayside,  we  are 
not  discharging  our  full  obligation  to  society;  because,  presumably, 
many  of  these  superior  young  people  will  subsequently  work  them- 
selves into  positions  of  power  and  leadership  where  their  limited 
education  and  correspondingly  limited  vision  will  be  detrimental 
to  the  enterprises  over  which  they  have  authority.   Our  present 
society  suffers  a  great  deal  because  there  arc  too  many  self-made 
men  in  the  three  critically  inportant  fields  of  industrial  manage- 
ment, labor  leadership,  and  politics.   There  is  no  doubt  but  that 
we  are  doing  this  job  much  better  now  than  it  was  done  a  decade  or 
tv/o  ago,  but  there  is  still  room  for  improvement. 

Another  somewhat  different  view  of  the  same  problem  has  been 
stated  before  in  the  Faculty  Bulletin;  namely,  that  this  College 
probably  still  gets  more  than  its  share  of  the  mediocre  students, 
and  fewer  than  its  share  of  the  best  ones.   We  need  not  only  more 
students  of  superior  intelligence,  but  we  a] so  need  a  few  more 
students  from  the  upper  economic  levels.   Most  of  these  now  go  to 
the  universities  and  the  better  advertised  liberal  arts  colleges. 

As  we  go  about  during  the  next  two  months  in  promoting  the 
interests  of  the  Collego,  we  should  probably  concentrate  more 
and  more  on  securing  for  our  freshman  class  some  of  the  best  of 
the  people  in  the  high  schools. 


We  Need  to  Hold  Our  Good  Students  to  Graduation 

One  of  the  roasons  that  has  been  advanced  by  some  repre- 
sentatives of  the  other  teachers  colleges  tc  justify  a  lower  per 
capita  cost  is  that  our  upper  classes  are  smaller  in  proportion 
to  our  total  enrollment  than  is  the  case  at  any  other  college. 
In  other  words,  our  holding  power  here  still  seems  to  be  compara- 
tively low. 

We  ought,  therefore,  to  be  paying  increasing  attention  to 
holding  the  good  people  who  enter  the  College  urtil  they  arc  graduated 
Of  course,  we  should  never  try  to  persuade  a  student  to  3tay  when 
it  will  be  to  his  own  disadvantage  to  do  so,  but  we  still  have  a 
great  many  people  who  come  here  for  the  freshman  or  freshman  and 
sophomore  years  and  make  excellent  records  and  then  feel  that  they 
ought  to  go  somewhero  else  to  finish.   Sometimes  it  Is  the  parents 
rather  than  the  students  who  arc  responsible  for  the  change.   There 
have  been  some  instances  within  the  last  few  years  where  it  was 
decidedly  to  the  student's  disadvantage  to  make  the  change  that 
was   nevertheless  made.   The  members  of  the  facultv  who  have  the 
best  chance  to  help  this  situation  are  the  freshman  sponsors  and 
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sophomore  advisors.   Students  ought  to  bo  urged  to  discuss  their 
problems  with  some  adviser  before  they  make  up  their  minds  to 
change  colleges.

Instructional  Materials  Policy 

The  Council  of  Administration  at  its  meeting  last' Monday  voted 
to  establish  the  following  regulation  concerning  books,  outlines, 
syllabi,  or  other  documents  that  the  students  are  required  to  buy 
outright  for  use  in  connection  with  College  classes: 

Before  an  instructor  or  a  department  orders  any 
instructional  materials  for  class  use  that  cannot  be 
rented  to  the  student  and  must,  therefore,  be  sold  to  him 
outright,  it  will  be  necessary  to  secure  the  approval  of 
the  Bookstore  Committee.   This  Committee  consists  of  Mr. 
Purdy,  Chairman,  Miss  Stein,  Mr,  Tcnney,  Miss  Ogden,  and 
Mr.  Van  Lente . 

In  cases  where  the  Bookstore  Committee  is  in  doubt 
about  the  propriety  or  the  necessity  for  ordering  such 
materials,  the  question  is  to  be  referred  by  them  to  the 
Council  of  Administration,  which  will  have  final  juris- 
diction in  the  matter. 

This  regulation  is  necessary  to  avoid  the  development  of  a 
situation  which  will  defeat  the  purpose  for  which  the  Bookstore  was 
established,  namely,  to  make  it  possible  for  the  students  to  have 
plenty  of  reading  and  reference  material  at  a  minimum  cost. 
it  is  necessary  to  supply  rather  elaborate  course  outlines 
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SLng  lists,  the  need  for  these  ought  to  be  anticipated  some  months 
prior  to  the  time  they  arc  to  be  put  in  use,  and  provision  will  be 
made  by  the  Mimeograph  Office  of  the  College  to  have  such  outlines 
mimeographed  for  free  distribution  to  students  in  the  classes. 
Even  this  practice  ought  to  be  discouraged  except  in  cases  where 
it  is  absolutely  necessary. 


"Teaching  in  Berkeley" 

Leonard  Bacon  has  an  article  in  the  March  number  of  Harpers 
called  "Teaching  in  Berkeley"  which  should  be  delightful  reading 
for  any  college  faculty  member.   The  article  suggests  some  things 
that  possibly  this  College  is  not  doing  as  well  as  it  should.   For 
that  matter,  no  college  over  docs  those  things  as  completely  as 
it  ought  to  because  they  involve  subletios  that  cannot  ever  be 
immediately  identified,  much  less  can  they  be  produced  at  will  and 
measured  after  they  are  produced.   Yet  it  is  the  sum  of  these 
subtleties  in  any  given  case  that  constitutes  a  genuine  education. 

Aside  from  this,  Mr.  Bacon's  article  reinforces  the  feeling 
that  I  have  had  for  a  good  many  years,  long  before  I  had  any  per- 
manent connection  with  this  College,  that  college  teaching  is  the 
finest  occupation  in  the  world  for  a  civilized  person  to  follow, 
and  that,  by  and  largo,  it  attracts  to  it  the  largest  proportion 
of  really  superior  people . 


Use  the  Publicity  Service 

A  few  days  ago  a  member  of  the  faculty  was  in  the  office  com- 
plaining mildly  about  the  fact  that  his  own  department  receives 
little  attention  in  the  local  papers  or  in  the  news  releases  that 
go  out  for  the  city  newspapers.   He  pointed  out  that,  some  six 
weeks  ago,  his  department  had  brought  to  satisfactory  completion 
an  unusually  newsworthy  enterprise.   A  little  conversation  with 
him  brought  out  the  fact  that  neither  he  nor  any  other  member  of 
his  department  ever  docs  anything  to  let  Miss  Todd  know  what  is 
about  to  happen  in  his  department.   Nov/  Miss  Todd  docs  not  have 
omniscience;  she  cannot  feel  intuitively  when  something  of  im- 
portance is  brewing  in  some  quarter  of  the  College  with  which  she 
does  not  have  daily  contact;  but  she  docs  have  a  mail  box  in  the 
Business  Office,  and  a  note  in  her  box  or  a  telephone  call  will 
bring  her  promptly  to  get  the  facts  about  anything  that  is  worthy 
of  attention.   She  is  not  only  willing,  but  she  is  very  anxious 
that  she  bo  given  these  leads  because  she  cannot  do  her  job  ade- 
quately without  such  help. 

Miss  Todd  will  handle  information  that  is  given  her  for  the 
local  papers,  for  the  Egyptian  and,  if  the  occasion  seems  to  justify 
it,  for  the  metropolitan  newspapers.   She  has  done  an  exceptionally 
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fine  job,  and  she  has  no  prejudices  in  favor  of  or  against  anybody 
on  the  campus.   She  uses  what  experience  has  taught  her  the  news- 
papers will  print,  but  she  is  willing  to  cooperate  with  any  faculty 
member  to  try  to  bring  to  their  attention  significant  materials 
to  which  they  arc  not  accustomed. 


Encourage  Our  Potential  Creative  Artists 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  a  number  of  examples  of 
highly  creative  work  on  the  part  of  the  3tudent3.   The  work  of 
the  group  of  students  who  have  been  bringing  out  the  Egyptian  under 
the  leadership  of  Mr,  Kerr  is  an  outstanding  example.   The  opera, 
"The  Bartered  Bride",  v;as  another.   Several  of  the  plays  that  have 
been  produced  this  year  arc  others,  and  the  work  that  students  in 
the  Art  Department  have  done  in  designing  stage  settings  and  the 
setting  for  the  Homecoming  Dance  and  the  like  is  still  another. 

The  last  very  striking  example  of  good  creative  work  was  a 
short  poem  by  Marie  Bledsoe  that  appeared  in  the  Egyptian  last  week 
The  poem  struck  me  as  being  an  exceptionally  good  piece  of  work, 
quite  equal  to  much  of  the  poetry  that  is  published  in  good  maga- 
zines and  better  than  some  of  it.   V/ork  of  this  kind  ought  to  be 
constantly  and  carefully  encouraged  by  all  of  us  who  have  oppor- 
tunities to  do  so. 

At  best,  a  college  like  ours  gets  only  a  few  first-class 
minds,  but  according  to  the  law  of  averages,  it  is  bound  to  get 
a  few  that  are  as  good  as  any.   Somo  of  these  will  be  smothered 
oarly  by  economic  cares  or  by  the  assumption  too  early  of  the 
responsibilities  of  marriage.   Some  will  be  starved  out  by  pro- 
vincialism.- Somo  will  fail  in  reaching  their  possibilities  bo- 
causo  thoy  get  into  tho  wrong  kind  of  work,  and  some  will  lack 
only  an  awakening  glimpse  of  tho  far  horizons  to  set  them  on  the 
hard  road  to  great  accomplishment.   It  is  the  greatest  of  all 
jobs  of  the  college  teacher  to  give  to  the  students  these 
awakening  glimpses. 

In  a  group  of  1800  college  students,  selected  by  the  sifting 
process  of  tho  public  school  from  among  a  group  of  ono  hundred 
thousand  young  people  of  similar  age,  there  certainly  ought  to  be 
a  number  of  potentially  great  people.   The  Athens  of  Pericles 
didn't  have  half  as  many  people  in  it  altogether  as  the  region 
which  this  College  serves,  and  the  number  of  free  citizens  would 
hardly  have  been  equal  to  the  population  of  an  average  county,? 
yet,  during  a  single  generation,  by  setting  people  free  to  grow 
and  giving  them  the  benefit  of  a  stimulating  environment,  it  pro- 
duced a  dozen  world  figures  for  all  time.   There  is  no  evidence 
that  the  biological  stock  of  Athens  was  any  better  than  that  of 
any  other  similar  group  of  people.

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Good  News  from  Springfield 

Wo  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  Teachers  College  Appropria- 
tions Bill  will  be  introduced  this  week  as  an  administration  bill. 
It  is  still  too  early  to  be  quite  sure  about  it,  but  it  seems  quite 
likely  that  the  bill  will  call  for  a  very  substantial  increase  in 
the  operating  account  for  this  College.   The  increase  proposed  in 
the  Administration  Bill  will  make  it  possible  for  us  to  add  about 
fifteen  now  faculty  members  and  make  the  more  urgently  necessary 
salary  increases.   It  will  also  include  the  money  for  a  new  build- 
ing. 

This  is  not  as  much  as  wo  need,  and  will  not  nearly  bring  us 
up  to  parity  with  the  other  colleges  of  the  State;  but  it  is  a  step 
in  the  right  direction.   Urgently  needed  increases  in  the  appropria- 
tion for  repairs,  equipment,  and  books  are  not  yet  included,  and 
wc  ought  to  have  at  least  ten  more  faculty  members  than  this  will 
provide.   However,  the  amount  is  more  than  we  had  hoped  the  admini- 
stration would  approve,  and,  therefore,  we  have  reason  to  be  en-  • 
couragod,  even  if  wc  are  not  satisfied. 


Two  Largo  Conventions  on  Campus  in  May 

During  tho  month  of  May  the  College,  with  the  city  of  Carbon- 
dale,  will  entertain  the  district  conventions  of  the  two  men's 
civic  luncheon  clubs  that  are  most  active  in  Southern  Illinois-- 
the  Rotary  Club  and  tho  Lions  Club.   The  Rotary  Club  Convention 
will  be  held  on  May  2  and  3.   It  will  include  all  clubs  in  the  area 
served  by  the  College  and  some  others.   The  committee  will  want 
tho  Auditorium  for  their  general  meetings  and  the  Old  Gymnasium  for 
registration  and  social  gatherings  during  the  day.   In  the  evenings 
the  men's  and  women's  gymnasiums  will  be  used  for  a  banquet  and  a 
dance . 

On  May  14,  15,  and  16  the  Illinois  State  Convention  of  the 
Lions  Clubs  will  be  hold  here*   This,  presumably,  will  be  a  larger 
gathering  representing  all  of  Illinois.   They  also  will  use  about 
the  same  facilities  that  the  Rotary  Clubs  will  use.   With  tho  ex- 
ception of  the  members  of  the  faculty  who  will  be  asked  specifical- 
ly to  assist,  these  meetings  will  not  involve  the  faculty  at  all, 
except  that  the  presence  on  our  campus  of  a  thousand  or  more 
visitors  will  naturally  result  in  some  inconvenience  and  disturbance. 
Since  these  clubs  do  have  in  their  membership  a  large  proportion 
of  the  most  influential  business  and  professional  people  in  our 
area,  we  feel  that  we  may  well  suffer  some  inconvenience  for  the 
sake  of  the  fine  public  contacts  it  will  give  us  a  chance  to  make. 
Wo  will  all  do  what  we  can  to  show  the  College  at  Its  best.

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The  North  Central  Association  Meeting 

Last  week  I  attended  the  meeting  of  the  North  Central  Associ- 
ation of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools.  When  I  go  to  meetings  of 
the  National  Education  Association,  the  American  Association  of 
Teachers  Colleges,  or  the  Illinois  Education  Association,  I  return 
greatly  encouraged  for  education.   These  meetings  givo  the  im- 
pression that  school  people  are  alive  to  the  probloms  of  modern 
society  and  are  trying  to  moot  thorn  critically  and  intelligently 
in  the  schools. 

A  few  days  spent  in  tho  College  Soctions  of  the  North  Central 
Association  Mooting  has  tho  opposite  effect.   One  returns  dis- 
couraged for  higher  education.   The  North  Central  Association 
appears  to  be  bcILigorently  conservative  in  all  ways,  educational 
and  social.   It  is  still  dominated  largely  by  tho  heads  of 
the  private  and  endowed  schools.   Some  of  tho  addresses  and  opinions 
one  hears  sound  positively  medieval  when  contrasted  to  what  is 
actually  going  on  in  such  communities  as  Harrisburg  and  West  Frank- 
fort.  The  educational  Brahmins, whom  Rollo  Walter  Brown  treated 
none  too  kindly  last  summer  in  Harpers  magazine,  still  run  the  col- 
leges in  tho  Middle  west. 

I  am  convinced  that  the  horrible  fate  of  Germany  was  in  the 
last  analysis  tho  failure  of  German  education.   This  failure  grew 
out  of  precisoly  tho  same  attitudes  toward  tho  subject  matter  of 
education  and  the  probloms  of  society  to  which  our  own  Brahmins 
still  adhere.   It  is  true,  of  course,  that  tho  Versailles  Treaty 
imposed  conditions  on  Germany  so  impossible  that  rebellion  against 
them  was  inevitable,  but  tho  brutal  and  insane  forms  which  that 
robellion  has  taken  rcsultod  from  an  unrealistic  education.  Russia 
and  Italy  may  be  said  to  have  got  into  trouble  because  of  a  total 
lack  of  general  popular  oducation,  but  in  Germany  this  was  not  so. 
There  were  plenty  of  schools;  the  rate  of  literacy  was  among  the 
best  in  Europe  and  teachers  and  professors  were  held  in  high  esteem. 
The  trouble  was  tho  rank  failuro  of  the  scholars  to  do  their  job 
in  socioty.   They  were  busy  splitting  hairs  while  inspirod  bigots 
and' ignorant  gangsters  wcro  telling  tho  common  people  what  to  live 
for,  and  were  taking  charge  of  the  country.  We  have  our  own  hair- 
splitters  in  plenty,  as  one  can  see  at  North  Central  Association 
Meetings.   But,  fortunately,  the  groat  public  schools  which  we 
have  developed  in  this  country  appear  at  present  to  bo  listening 
to  other  voices  whose  authority  comes  from  greater  vision  and 
doopcr  intelligence.

Registration  for  the  Mid-Spring  Session  will  be  held  on  Satur- 
day, April  29,  and  until  noon  on  Monday,  May  L   Monday  afternoon 
a  late  registration  fee  will  be  charged  and  no  students  will  be  ad- 
mitted after  Tuesday.   The  normal  load  for  the  session  is  six  quarter 
hours.   Faculty  advisers  will  need  to  be  on  duty  Saturday  forenoon 
in  order  to  register  these  students. 


What  Will  We  Do  For  Classrooms? 


If,  as  now  seems  possible,  we  are  to  have  a  dozen  or  more  new 
faculty  members  next  year,  we  shall  be  very  acutely  short  of  class- 
rooms.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  are  already  having  difficulty 
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finding  space  for  new  classes  that  arc  to  be  organized  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  Mid-Spring  Term.   For  that  matter,  the  University 
High  School  has  been  very  badly  housed  for  years,  and  the  training 
school  is  using  space  that  3hould  be  condemned  by  the  Health  De- 
partment. With  the  best  of  luck,  no  new  building  that  we  may  get 
could  possibly  be  available  for  use  before  the  fall  of  1941.  We 
should  like  to  have  some  suggestions  and  information  about  possi- 
bilities from  the  faculty. 

Answers  to  the  following  questions  by  Department  Heads  or 
others  will  be  appreciated: 

1.  Whore  are  the  places  where  there  is  now  very  incomplete 
utilization  of  existing  classroom  floor  space? 

2.  Are  there  any  large  rooms  that  could  be  divided  without 
unduly  crowding  some  classes? 

3.  What  other  expedients  besides  increasing  the  amount  of 
classroom  space  are  possible? 

For  example,  it  has  been  suggested  that  wo  lengthen  the  day  by 
one  period  and  that  departments  be  encouraged,  but  not  required,  to 
offer  some  of  their  classes  on  Saturday  mornings  and  after  the  din- 
ner hour  in  the  evening.   Unless  we  arc  to  resort  to  some  such 
practices  as  these,  the  new  faculty  now  in  prospect  will  require 
about  eight  additional  rooms.   Some  of  these  can  be  secured  by 
crowding  agencies  that  now  occupy  space  on  the  campus  into  rented 
quarters  just  off  the  campus.   At  all  events,  the  classroom  situa- 
tion is  critical  whether  we  got  the  new  faculty  members  or  not. 


The  Nov;  Emeritus  Salary  Plan 

A  copy  of  the  new  Faculty  Emeritus  Salary  Plan  has  been  sub- 
mitted to  each  member  of  the  faculty  for  consideration.   Opportunity 
for  question  and  discussion  will  be  given  at  the  Faculty  Meeting  on 
May  1,  after  which  some  expression  on  the  plan  from  the  faculty  will 
be  requested.   In  the  meantime  the  Faculty  Senate  has  been  asked  to 
make  a  special  study  of  the  whole  bill  and  be  prepared  to  present, 
at  the  faculty  meeting,  a  solution  which  the  faculty  may  consider 
for  adoption  or  modification. 

It  may  be  said  that  the  prospect  that  the  plan  will  be  adopted 
at  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature  is  not  bright;  but  if 
the  proposal  in  principal  is  a  good  thing  (as  I  think  it  certainly 
is),  it  ought  to  be  worked  over  into  the  best  possible  form  now, 
and  we  should  begin  to  build  support  for  it  for  the  next  session  of 
the  Legislature.   A  good,  sound,  definitely-established  emeritus 
salary  plan  is  a  matter  of  first  importance  to  the  faculty  of  all 
the  state  colleges. 
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Scholarships  and  Fellowships  for  Next  Yoar 

Wo  already  have  notices  of  fivo  or  six  excellent  appointments 
to  fellowships  or  scholarships  which  graduates  of  the  College  this 
year  have  received  in  universities  and  graduate  schools.   So  far 
wo  know  of  two  who  have  boon  placed  at  Oberlin,  one  at  Northwestern, 
one  at  Pennsylvania  State;  and  one  student  has  been  offered  two 
excellent  scholar ships --ono  at  Notre  Dame  and  one  at  the  University 
of  I owa . 

In  the  near  future  wo  should  like  to  prepare  a  notice  listing 
all  the  scholarships  that  have  been  granted  to  students  from  this 
College.   For  this  reason  I  should  like  to  have  immediate  notice 
of  any  scholarships  that  have  been  granted  to  students  in  the  Col- 
logo  . 


The  Egyptian  and  the  Obelisk 

The  elections  for  editorships  for  the  Egyptian  and  the  Obelisk 
have  been  held,  and  apparently  the  Student  Council  has  made  an 
excellent  choice  in  each  case.   It  is  only  during  the  past  year 
that  I  havo  come  to  appreciate  the  very  great  importance  of  the 
Egyptian,  and  its  power  both  as  an  educational  enterprise  and  as 
an  instrument  for  the  promotion  of  the  good  of  the  College.   In 
addition  to  this,  the  Egyptian  also  has  great  potential  power  (as 
all  other  educational  activities  have)  in  that  its  influence  will 
be  widely  disseminated  over  the  country  through  the  students  whose 
attitudes  and  outlooks  it  influences. 

The  Egyptian  ought  to  bo  a  student  newspaper,  oxorcising  a 
greater  'degree  of  freedom  oven  than  any  regular  commercial  news- 
paper would  enjoy.   Not  only  should  it  be  entirely  as  free  as 
possible  from  administrative  control,  but  it  should  also  be  as  free 
as  possible  from  every  kind  of  faculty  domination.   I  think  this 
has  always  been  true,  at  least  since  I  know  anything  about  it. 

However,  there  is  no  question  but  that  the  faculty  can  and  docs 
influence  the  Egyptian  in  perfectly  proper  ways,  by  the  things  which 
are  praised  and  by  the  things  which  arc  condemned.   If  a  largo  num- 
ber of  the  members  of  the  faculty  will  take  it  upon  themselves  to 
givo  the  people  who  arc  running  the  Egyptian  an  occasional  word  of 
critical  appreciation,  wo  can  build  it  into  a  really  great  college 
newspaper .

Letter  from  the  American  University  Unlop 

Members  of  the  faculty  will  recall  that  last  year  we  made 
a  contribution  from  the  Faculty  Fund  to  the  American  University 
Union.   The  following  letter  from  the  Director  of  the  Union  was  re- 
ceived last  week.   As  you  will  see,  we  are  urged  to  make  use  of  the 
services  of  the  Union. 

"Your  University  has  been  generous  enough  to  sub- 
scribe to  the  maintenance  of  the  American  University  Union 
in  London.   May  I  remind  you  that  we  are  in  a  position  not 
only  to  assist  your  staff  and  students  visiting  this 
country,  but  to  be  of  use  to  them  as  well  when  they  stay 
at  home? 

"In  the  21  years  since  our  founding,  we  have  in  a 
wide  variety  of  subjects  accumulated  a  good  deal  of  in- 
formation about  the  universities  and  schools  of  the 
British  Isles.   We  have  likewise  built  up  a  valuable  ac- 
quaintance with  British  scholars  and  educationists,  to 
whom  we  can  at  any  time  turn  for  expert  and  confidential 
advice.   Of  these  advantages  we  think  that  you  as  a  sub- 
scriber to  our  office  ought  to  have  the  fullest  benefit. 

"Our  American  correspondence  with  a  great  variety 
of  Individuals  has  always  been  heavy.   However,  American 
colleges,  when  confronted  with  questions  which  require 
an  answer  from  this  country,  still  do  not  call  enough  upon 


our  resources."

Mr.  Davis,  who  is  the  newly  appointed  faculty  sponsor  for  the 
College  Photographic  Service,  asks  that  the  announcement  given  below 
be  made  for  him.   During  the  past  three  or  four  years  attempts  have 
been  made  to  decentralize  a  number  of  activities  such  as  mimeo- 
graphing, photographic  service,  school  slides  and  films,  and  the 
like,  in  order  to  reduce  the  cost  of  duplicating  facilities  and  to 
increase  the  general  use  of  such  materials.   The  organization  of 
the  Photographic  Service  is  a  case  in  point.

Mr.  Bill  Horrell,  student 
photographer,  is  prepared  to  make  lantern  slides,  film 
strips,  raicrophotos,  and  simple  photographs  of  groups,  or 
class  activities. 
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"We  ask  only  that  you  please  observe  the  following 
routine  In  applying  for  this  service!   (l)  Fill  out  in 
your  own  writing  as  much  of  the  upper  he If  of  the  appli- 
cation form  as  possible  (leave  blank  where  In  doubt); 
(2)  Put  the  application  in  my  box  in  the  Business  Office 
at  least  two  dpys  in  advance  for  approval;  (3)  When 
finished  work  is  turned  over  to  you,  sign  your  name  and 
write,  "Received",  across  the  face  of  the  application 
which  will  be  brought  back  to  you  for  that  purpose.

Tomorrow  and  Wednesday  we  shall  have  the  Southern  Illinois 
District  Convention  of  Rotary  Clubs  on  the  campus.   This  is  an  im- 
portant meeting  for  us  because  of  the  opportunity  it  gives  us  to 
impress  a  large  number  of  business  and  professional  leaders  with 
the  purposes,  the  good  work,  and  the  needs  of  the  College.   The 
people  who  will  be  in  attendance  at  the  convention  come  from  oxactly 
the  region  that  this  College  serves.   We  hope  that  the  faculty  and 
students  will  help  us  to  take  advantage  of  all  the  opportunities 
that  present  themselves  to  generate  respect  and  good  will.   We  need 
it  very  much  Just  now. 

We  have  had  a  great  many  meetings  on  the  campus  lately.  Almost 
every  Saturday  brings  two  or  three  organizations  here.   These  meet- 
ings ought  to  be  very  good  for  the  College,  provided  the  impression 
we  make  is  always  good.   If  the  impression  we  make  is  bad,  the 
meetings  are  likely  to  do  more  harm  than  good.   For  this  reason  all 
departments  and  organizations  that  are  responsible  for  inviting 
people  to  the  campus  and  serving  as  hosts  to  them,  need  to  be  care- 
ful to  see  that  everything  that  is  presented  at  these  meetings  is 
of  superior  quality.   Thus,  the  student  guides  and  the  singers  and 
musicians  and  all  others  who  appear  before  the  audiences,  not  only 
need  to  do  a  good  Job  of  what  they  attempt  to  do,  but  they  should 
wear  ties  or  stockings,  and  look  like  cultivated,  civilized  human 
beings  who  are  willing  to  extend  to  their  guests  the  courtesy  of 
dressing  up  for  them.   I  have  been  too  frequently  embarrassed  at 
seeing  coa.tless  and  tieless  men,  or  stockingless  and  dowdy  women 
appear  conspicuously  on  College  programs  or  as  College  representa- 
tives.  I  know  all  the  arguments  for  Increasing  informality  and  com- 
fort and  the  like.   I  also  realize  that  good  dress  costs  money  and 
that  our  students  are  poor.   Usually  it  is  not  the  poorest  students 
who  are  the  worst  offenders.   We  cannot  expect  the  sort  of  people  who 
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are  likely  to  visit  the  College  to  be  favorably  impressed,  unless 
the  people  and  the  activities  they  see  have  quality  and  dignity. 

Incidentally,  if  we  consistently  give  good  impressions  to  all 
our  visitors,  we  shall  thereby  completely  counteract  the  unfavorable 
propaganda  against  colleges  in  general  and  ours  in  particular.   At 
the  moment,  because  of  the  unfortunate  Incident  at  the  University 
of  Illinois,  there  is  enough  to  cause  us  all  some  real  concern.

Final  Grades  for  Graduating  Seniors  Due  May  25 

Final  grades  for  graduating  seniors  are  to  be  turned  in  to 
the  Registrar  by  eight  o'clock  Thursday  morning,  May  25.  Blue  cards 
for  this  purpose  will  be  placed  in  faculty  boxes.   These  grades 
must  be  final  and  agree  with  the  grade  cards  turned  in  at  the  end 
of  the  term  so  far  as  "C's  ,  "D's  ,  and  ,lE's"  are  concerned,  unless 
approval  is  given  by  the  Office  indicating  that  the  change  of  grade 
does  not  change  the  graduation  status. 

Spring  term  final  grades  for  all  students  are  due  by  noon 
Tuesday,  June  6. 


Concerning  Final  Examinations  for  Mid-Spring  Seniors 

Several  faculty  members  have  raised  the  question  of  what 
should  be  done  about  requiring  seniors  who  entered  the  Mid-Spring 
Term  expecting  to  be  graduated,  and  about  other  seniors  whose 
standing  is  in  doubt,  to  take  the  final  examinations.   Since  the 
Mid-Spring  Term  is  only  four  weeks  long,  it  does  not  seem  reasonable 
to  release  any  mid-spring  student  from  the  final  examinations,  even 
though  he  is  a  graduating  senior.   Hence,  such  students  should  be 
required  to  take  final  examinations. 

In  cases  where  there  is  doubt  whether  a  senior  is  passing  a 
course,  the  question  of  whether  or  not  he  shall  be  required  to  take 
the  final  examinations  is  subject  entirely  to  the  discretion  of 
the  faculty  member  who  is  teaching  the  course.   In  no  case  should 
a  faculty  member  be  expected  to  give  special  examinations  in  such 
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instances.   Where  it  seems  necessary  for  the  student  to  take  the 
final  examination,  he  will  take  it  at  the  time  it  is  given  to  other 
members  of  the  class. 


Kappa  Delta  Pi  Installation 

On  Saturday  of  this  week  the  local  chapter  of  the  national 
honor  society  for  the  departments  of  Education,  Kappa  Delta  Pi, 
will  be  installed  at  a  dinner  at  Anthony  Hall  at  one  o'clock.   All 
members  of  the  faculty  who  have  been  members  of  the  Society  at 
other  institutions,  •'members  of  the  Council  of  Administration,  the 
Faculty  Senate,  Education  staff,  and  administrative  heads  in  the 
Training  Schools  are  invited  to  attend  the  dinner.   The  installa- 
tion ceremony  is  open  only  to  members  of  the  Society.   All  members 
who  have  not  already  received  invitations  should  see  Mr.  Swart z. 

The  National  President  of  the  Society,  Mr.  T.  C.  McCracken 
of  the  University  of  Ohio,  will  be  present  to  install  the  chapter. 
Faculty  members  who  have  anything  to  do  with  arranging  for  the 
installation  should  do  everything  possible  to  make  it  as  dignified 
and  impressive  a  ceremony  as  possible.

The  Campus  Terrace  Plan  and  the  Trees 

Much  consternation  has  been  expressed  during  the  past  few 
days  about  the  removal  of  four  of  the  hard  maple  trees  in  front 
of  the  Auditorium  in  order  to  carry  out  the  plans  for  terracing 
and  for  changes  in  the  driveway  that  were  made  for  us  by  the

A  Highly  Significant  Article 

The  address  which  Professor  Charles  A.  Judd  made  before  the 
meeting  of  the  North  Central  Association  several  weeks  ago  is  re- 
printed in  the  May  issue  of  School  and  Society.   Professor  Judd, 
as  is  generally  known,  left  the  headship  of  the  Department  of 
Education  at  the  University  of  Chicago  a  year  ago  to  take  a  posi- 
tion as  Educational  Advisor  for  the  National  Ynuth  Administration. 
This  address  contains  the  conclusions  and  outlooks  that  he  has 
developed  during  his  first  year  of  work.   It  is  n  most  interesting 
and.  challenging  paper.   I  recommend  it  to  anyone  who  is  interested 
in  the  problems  of  young  people  in  general  as  well  as  in  the 
specific  approaches  which  the  National  Youth  Administration  is 
making  to  these  problems. 


Meeting  of  the  American  Council 

Last  week.  I  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American 
Council  ^n  Education  at  Washington.   There  again  I  saw  and  hoard 
many  of  the  people  who  have  charge  of  the  Liberal  Arts  Colleges 
of  the  country  both  on  the  program  and  in  various  committees  and 
conferences  and  conversations.   Again  I  came  away  with  an  in- 
creased admiration  and  respect  for  the  teachers  colleges  as  com- 
pared with  the  schools  with  which  they  are  competing.   I  am  more 
than  over  convinced  that  we  are  most  decidedly  on  the  make.   As 
Phil  LaFollette  s^id  a  few  years  ago  when  he  was  defeated  for 
the  Governorship  for  the  first  time,  "The  thunder  of  Jove  is  on 
our  side."

Accordingly,  we  may  proceed  with  definite  pl^ns  for  next 
year.   The  following  sections  deal  with  some  of  these  plans. 


Report  ox  Jtha  Faculty  Commit  tec  OR  Additions  Id  staff 

The  Faculty  Committee  on  Additions  to  Staff,  which  was 
appointed  by  the  Faculty  Senate  with  Mr.  Robert  Fanor  as 
Chairman,  has  turned  in  a  detailed  and  very  carefully  prepared 
report.   The  substance  of  the  report  is  contained  in  the  follow- 
ing quotation  from  it:

?hc  Committee  wont  to  a  .groat  deal  of  trouble  to  try  to 
discover  and  evaluate  all  relevant  facts.   Their  complete  re- 
port summarizes  the  reasons  for  their  choice  of  department  in 
each  case.   I  believe  that  the  recommendation  is  as  sound  as 
any  that  could  be  made  at  this  time.   It  will  be  made  the  basis 
for  faculty  increases,  although  I  do  not  think  it  well  now  to 
commit  the  administration  and  the  Board  absolutely  to  every 
item  of  the  recommendation. 


P.opartnontal  Bud  got  Plnns 

Mr.  Miles  has  received  and  tabulated  the  tentative  budget 
requests  which  were  turned  in  on • the  blanks  which  the  Business 
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Office  provided  some  days  ago.  He  'reports  that  the. requests 
call  for  nearly  $30,000  more  for  equipment  and  repairs  than 
we  can  possibly  expect  to  have  available  fnr allocation.  Obvi^unly, 
some  paring  down  will  have  to  be  done.   This  situation,  of  course, 
was  not  unexpected. 

A  meeting  is  announced  elsewhere  in  this  Bulletin  at  which 
these  budget  requests  will  be  evaluated,  and  tentative 
allocations  made.   This  meeting  is  open. to  all  members  of  the 
faculty  who  care  to  attend.   Members  of  the  Senate  who  arc  not 
department  heads  arc  especially  invited. 


Oji  Character  Investigation  in  the  Teachers  Colleges 

Apparently,  the  effects  on  the  public  mind  of  the  un- 
fortunate instance  at  Champaign  several  weeks  ago  have  not 
entirely  passed.   The  announcement  that  the  Legislative  Committee 
appointed  to  visit  State  Normal  Schools  might  interest  itself 
in  moral  conditions  in  the  colleges  apparently  brought  to  the 
members  of  the  Committee  some  anonymous  letters  containing 
certain  specific  and  general  charges  about  conditions  at  the 
teachers  colleges.   Our  source  of  information  indicates  that 
similar  charges  have  been  made' against  all  of  the  schools.   So 
far  as  our  school  is  concerned,  the  charges  fall  into  three 
categories: 

First,  it  is  charged  that  there  is  a  considerable  .amount 
of  loose  conduct  of  various  kinds  among  the  studcnts--mostly 
frequenting  road  houses  and  drinking  but  some  more  serious  ones. 
Two  or  three  specific  charges  of  serious  moral  turpitude  were  made, 
one  of  them  known  to  us  to  be  true,  rand  that  an  incident  which 
occurred  five  years  ago  and  was  promptly  cared  for  in  Mr. 
Shryock's  time.   Some  of  the  charges' apparently  have  quite  clear- 
ly been  motivated  entirely  by  malice,  possibly  from  students  who 
have  been  disciplined  or  eliminated  or  from  citizens  of  the 
community  who,  for  some  reason  or  other,  have  not  been  given 
something  that  they  wanted  from  the  school.   It  is  impossible 
to  conduct  a  large  public  Institution  without  offending  some 
people  and  generating  some  malice.   Care,  tact,  and  discretion 
go  a  long  way  toward  minimizing  the  danger  both  of  giving  offense 
and  of  having  the  attacks  of  offended  people  take  any  general 
effect. 

Second,  certain  rather  mild  but  nonetheless  damaging 
offenses  are  charged  against  individual  members  of  the  faculty. 
In  .all  but  one  instance,  these  consist  of  indiscretions  and 
breaches  of  good  taste  rather  than  anything  more  serious.   In 
the  one  instance  whore  drinking  is  charged,  the  charge  is  wholly 
and  indubitably  false. 

Third,  the  usual  charges  of  unpatriotic  utterances  and 
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Communistic  tendencies  that  arc  made  periodically  against  any- 
educational  institution  where  there  is  any  freedom  of  expression 
at  all,  have  been  made  here,  particularly' against  one  person 
on  the  faculty.   In  this  connection  again,  it  behooves  us  all 
to  practice  the  greatest  of  tact  and  discretion  in  what  we  may 
say  in  order  that  we  may  not  ourselves  contribute  too  much 
material  out  of  which  fairly  plausible  stories  can  be  made. 
Incidentally,  it  behooves  us  also  to  be  careful  of  students 
and  others  who  try  to  draw  us  out  on  our  social  theory,  cither 
in  class  or  in  private  conversation.   In  some  instances,  these 
approaches  arc  made  with  the  deliberate  Intention  of  securing 
material  for  malicious  attack.   It  will  be  remembered  that  the 
Hearst  papers  once  practiced  this  game  in  a  number  of  Eastern 
universities,  notrbly  in  Teachers  College  at  Columbia  University. 

Our  source  of  information  tells  us  that  the  charges  against 
this  school  have  been  in  general  milder  than  those  against  some 
of  the  others,  but  even  so,  it  is  important  for  us  to  do  at  least 
two  things:   First,  we' should  remember  that  prejudices  and 
folkways  arc  realities,  and  even  T-rhcre  we  feel  that  certain 
of  them  arc  not  very  important  or  very  rational,  unless  they 
arc  positively  vicious,  it  is  ^rir.c  not  to  flout  them  un- 
necessarily.  Second,  we  should  be  doing  everying  wc  can  do  to' 
make' the  public  respect  us  wholeheartedly  for  the  clear-headed, 
sane,  sincere,  high-minded  people  thn.t  wo  hope  all  of  us  arc. 
This,  I  think,  this  College  has  always  done  pretty  well,  but 
it  is  a  thing  which  wc  cannot  overdo. 


Sana  Observations,  on  the  Student  Aid  Pro  gran 

The  following  statement  has  been  prepared  and  submitted 
for  inclusion  in  the  Bulletin  by  the  Student  Employment  Office. 

"One  or  more  important  general  observations  concerning  the 
N.Y..A.  student  aid  program  on  this  campus  and  at  the  other 
colleges  merit  thoughtful  attention.   Federal  funds  have  been 
provided  through  this  agency  for  help  to  needy  students  during 
the  past  four  years,  and  this  attempt  to  place  a  college 
education  within  the  reach  of  a  greater  number  of  people  has 
met  with  commendable  success. 

These  programs  in  operation  have  focused  attention  upon 
two  fundamental  principles.   First,  it  is  ppparcnt  that  a 
student  who  is  working  under  college  supervision  on  a  part  time 
IIYA  job  in  College  is  being  cheated  if  he  docs  not  receive 
benefits  beyond  the  mere  cash  pay  that  ho  gets.   Each  student 
should  have  not  only  the  opportunity  but  also  should,  be  en- 
couraged to  do  work  which  will  furnish  Information  and 
technical  training  compatible  with  a  college  education.   Second, 
this  work  represents  the  first  job  for  many  of  these  students 
rand  it  is  highly  important  that  desirable  attitudes  and  work 
habits  be  developed.   Certainly  there  can  be  nothing  more 
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danaglng  than  to  placo  beginning'  workors  on  a  pay  roll  and  pay 
then  for  simply  "putting  In  tine,"  doing  work  In   a  slipshod 
manner,  or  performing  some  "made"  tf.sk  of  inconsequential  nature 

The  faculty  sponsors  of  the  NYA  students  on  this  campus 
have  cooperated  most  adr.iirn.bly.   However,  ire  should  pause  to 
consider  these  points.   At  this  stage  of  the  progran  any 
criticisms  will  result  largely  from  the  student-sponsor  re- 
lationships or  as  pertains  to  the  individual  student  in  his 
particular  Job.   The  final  responsibility,  then,  foi°  achieving 
maximum  benefits  from  this  program  must  lie  with  those  who 
supervise  the  workors  on  their  individual  jobs."

The  candidates  for  the  degree  Trill  ncct  in  the  Main 
Building;  the  June  graduates  on  the  second  floor,  and  the  August 
graduates  on  the  first  floor.   Each  group  will  forn  in 
alphabetical  line  beginning  at  the  central  stairway.   The 
narshals  in  charge  of  the  June  group  are  Fred  Meyer  and  Merrill 
Stricklin.   The  marshal  in  charge  of  the  August  grouo  is  Fred 
W.  Bancs. 

The  order  will  be  the  sane  for  both  Baccalaureate  and 
Conncnc orient.

We  Entertain  Professors  Bagley  and  Engelhardt 

As  I  announced  in  the  assembly  exercises  last  Monday,  in  Pro- 
fessors Bagley  and  Engelhardt  of  Columbia  University  we  are  enter- 
taining two  very  distinguished  educational  leaders.   Professor 
Bagley,  especially,  is  one  of  the  outstanding  figures  in  the  whole 
world  in  the  philosophy  of  education.   He  is  all  the  more  interesting 
to  us  because  he  was  reared  in  Illinois  and  was  at  one  time  the  Head 
of  the  Department  of  Education  at  the  University  of  Illinois. 

However,  that  is  not  the  point  of  the  matter.   I  think  that 
for  the  purpose  of  indoctrinating  our  students  with  a  pride  in  their 
profession  and  with  a  due  regard  for  the  kind  of  distinction  that 
Professor  Bagley  represents,  we  ought  to  make  a  great  deal  of  his 
visit.   We  ought  to  make  the  students  feel  that  he  is  as  great  a 
man  as  we  could  ever  have  on   the  campus.   This  process  of  conveying 
to  the  students  an  attitude  of  great  respect  for  a  great  leader  in 
education  can  be  done  best  by  indirect  rather  than  by  direct  means — 
by  what  we  do  ourselves  rather  than  by  what  we  say  should  be  done. 
I  am  not  prepared  to  write  a  set  of  exact  recipes  for  getting  this 
done,  but  I  should  like  to  appeal  to  all  members  of  the  faculty  to 
use  their  own  judgment  and  do  their  best.   We  do  ourselves  honor 
when  we  honor  a  great  member  of  our  craft.

Our  Appropriation  Bill 

Our  own  Appropriation  Bill  made  a  little  progress  last  week. 
It  has  passed  the  House  and  is  now  in  the  Senate,  so  far  intact 
as  introduced.   The  five  Senators,  representing  the  districts  in 
which  the  teachers  colleges  are  situated,  are  attempting  to  have 
added  to  the  appropriation  the  amounts  of  the  reserve  funds  that 
will  be  allowed  to  lapse  during  the  present  biennium.   How  success- 
ful they  will  be  in  this  effort,  no  one  can  predict.   Senator 
Crissenberry  told  me  in  the  office  on  Friday  that  he  is  making  every 
effort  to  have  $40,000  added  to  the  appropriation  for  this  College. 
I  do  not  need  to  tell  you  that  this  would  afford  most  substantial 
help  at  several  points  if  we  were  to  receive  it.   I  am  not  optimistic 
about  it. 

The  suspense  must  soon  be  over,  since  July  1  is  not  far  «.way. 


Request  for  Departmental  Annual  Reports 

Sometime  near  the  close  of  the  Summer  Term  I  should  like  to 
have  a  brief  annual  report  from  the  Head  of  each  Department  and  of 
each  administrative  agency  of  the  College.   Any  person  who  has  been 
designated  as  responsible  for  the  spending  of  budget  funds  is  in- 
cluded in  this  request  for  a  departmental  report. 

I  should  prefer  that  these  reports  be  short  enough  to  cover  not 
more  than  three  or  four  typewritten  pages,  and  that  they  include 
intangible  as  well  as  tangible  matters.   This  year,  since  our 
appropriation  will  be  fixed  for  two  years  to  come,  we  are  less  inter- 
ested in  needed  improvements  in  the  physical  plant  than  we  are  in 
matters  that  relate  to  teaching  efficiency  and  other  general  im- 
provements in  the  services  of  the  College.   Each  Department  Head 
will  use  his  own  judgment  in  presenting  what  seems  to  him  to  be  most 
significant.

Important  Matters  Approved  by  the  Teachers  College  Board 

The  Teachers  College  Board  met  last  Monday  at  Springfield. 
Several  important  matters  relating  to  this  College  passed  at  this 
meeting. 

The  Graduate  Student  Idea*   The  Board  approved  the  proposal 
for  the  College  to  employ  not.  more  than  four  graduate  students  at 
the  University  of  Illinois  on  the  same  basis  on  which  graduate 
students  are  employed  at  the  University,  provided  suitable  arrange- 
ments can  be  made  between  the  departments  here  at  the  College  and 
the  corresponding  departments  at  the  University.   I  have  not  yet 
heard  from  Dean  Carmiehael  whether  the  University  Senate  and  the 
University  Board  have  also  approved  the  plan..   If  they  do  approve 
it,  I  shall  want  to  consult  with  some  of  the  departments  here  on 
the  campus  about  making  arrangements  to  go  ahead  with  this  pro- 
posal. 

Approval  of  the  Scholar-in-Exile.   The  Board  also  approved 
the  proposal  with  which  the  members  of  the  faculty  are  familiar 
that  we  accept  the  offer  made  jointly  by  the  local  group,  the 
Oberlaender  Trust,  and  the  Emergency  Committee  in  Aid  of  Displaced 
Foreign  Scholars,  to  have  a  displaced  scholar  attached  to  our 
faculty.   We  have  entered  into  correspondence  with  the  agencies 
concerned  asking  them  to  send  us  Dr.  Erich  Franzen,  who  was  the 
choice  of  the  Committee  of  the  American  Association  of  University 
Professors. 

The  Long-Term  Planning  Committee .   The  Board  approved,  the 
plan  to  establish  a  Long-Term  Planning  Committee  for  the  College 
with  the  exception  that  they  objected  to  including  the  four  laymen 
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not  connected  with  the  College  or  the  Board  whom  it  ms  proposed 
to  place  on  the  Committee.   Accordingly,  the  Committee  will  be 
organized  without  then,   I  shall  want  to  meet  the  other  members  of 
the  Committee  at  the  convenience  of  Mrs.  G-reen  and  Mr.  Dill. 

The  Commission  on  Teacher  Education.   The  Board  approved  our 
affiliation  with  the  Commission  on  Teacher  Education  and  also 
approved  our  sending  one  additional  representative  to  the  meeting 
in  Vermont  at  the  expense  of  the  College. 

I  believe  that  each  one  of  these  projects  represents  a 
significant  and  important  step  forward  for  the  College,  and  I 
hope  that  all  members  of  the  faculty  who  are  in  any  way  involve! 
in  any  of  them  will  do  their  best  to  carry  them  through  success- 
fully.

Plans  for  the  organization 
or  further  promotion  of  a  Parent -Teacher  organization  will  be 
discussed  in  detail  and  special  problems  pertaining  to  local 
situations  will  be  considered.   Literature  will  be  distributed 
at  these  conferences.   Students  are  urged  to  ta&e  advantage  of 
this  opportunity  to  talk  with  those  who  are  able  to  advise  and 
give  counsel  in  the  P  T  A  work. 

"The  two  workers  will  meet  college  classes  by  invitation  of 
the  faculty  member  in  charge  and  discuss  stated  topics  or  load 
in  the  discussion  of  topics  suggested  by  the  students  or  faculty. 
Such  subjects  include  ways  in  which  the  Parent -Teacher  organization 
may  help  in  problems  of  rural  education,  of  home  economics,  of 
a  comprehensive  health  program  for  the  district,  high  school 
social  problems,  and  raany  others  relating  to  general  community 
welfare  work.   Faculty  members  will  see  Mr.  Cisne  to  arrange  for 
class  talks. 

"At  g:00  Wednesday  afternoon,  June  28,  a  meeting  will  be 
held  for  all  people  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Parent -Teacher 
Association.   Invitation  is  extended  to  members  of  associations 
locally  and  in  the  surrounding  territory.  All  others  interested 
are  urged  to  attend  and  enjoy  the  addresses  and  help  in  the 
round  table  discussions. 

"On  Wednesday  at  the  regular  chapel  period — 9: 15-9 J 45 — in  the 
Auditorium  the  general  plan  of  the  Illinois  Congress  will  be 
presented.   The  public  is  invited.   Although  the  chapel  is  not 
compulsory,  the  students  are  urged  to  attend. 

"Mrs.  Edward  Jackson  of  Chicago  who  Inaugurated  the  P  T  A  con- 
ference on  the  S.I.N.U.  campus  three  years  ago,  will  be  with  us 
again.   She  is  a  dynamic  personality  and  a  good  leader  of  dis- 
cussion. Besides  dealing  with  general  topics,  she  will  specialize 
on  membership,  program,  and  P  T  A  projects. 

"Mrs.  Elmer  Droste,  Mt.  Olive,  Illinois,  Director  of  the  31st 
District,  will  aid  in  the  work.  She  is  a  good  organizer  and  will 
have  charge  of  the  rural  group  work. 

"Headquarters  for  all  conferences  will  be  established  on  the 
lower  floor  of  the  Old  Science  Building. "

"Each  Division  should  plan  to  hold  a  mooting  within  the 
next  ton  days  to  elect  a  new  Division  Chairman  or  Faculty 
Senate  member,  as  the  case  may  bo.'  The  Divisions  of  Biological 
and  Earth  Sciences,  Social  Studies,  and  Practical  Arts  and 
Crafts  arc  scheduled  to  elect  Senate  members,  and  the  Divisions 
of  Physical  Science,  Humanities,  and  Professional  Studies  are 
due  to  elect  Division  Chairmen.   It  is  necessary  that  the  new 
Senators  be  elected  in  time  to  organize  the  new  Senate  before 
the  end  of  the  Summer  Term. " 

I  should  like  to  add  tTro  items  in  the  name  of  the  ad- 
ministration.  First,  I  should  like  to  say  that  the  respons- 
ibilities placed  upon  those   elected  officials  of  the  divisions 
have  been  increasing  month  by  month,  until  they  have  become 
extremely  important  to  the  general  welfare  of  the  College.   It 
is  important,  therefore,  that  such  considerations  as  depart- 
mental courtesy  and  seniority  and  whatever  others  there  may  bo, 
be  subordinated  always  to  the  qualities  of  leadership  and  vision 
that  pro   required  for  these  positions.

DiO-iovanna  the  name  of  the  newly  elected  Senator  or 
Division  Chairman  as  soon  as  the  election  has  been  held.

Last  wo  ok  wc  naked  Department  Heads  to  turn  in  the  nanoa 
of  all  nenbera  of  the  faculty  in  thoir  respective  departments 
who  arc  asking  for  leaves  of  absence  for  all  or  any  part  of 
next  year.   There  has  probably  been  some  misunderstanding  con- 
cerning this  natter,  as  very  few  reports  have  cone  in.   I  should 
like,  therefore,  for  each  Department  Head  who  has  not  already 
done  so  to  submit  a  report  stating  whether  or  not  any  members 
of  his  department  expect  to  be  on  leave  next  year.   This  applies 
no  matter  how  sure  the  Department  Head  may  be  that  we  already 
have  a  record  of  the  proposed  leave.

Our  Appropriation  Bill  Passed 

The  appropriation  bill  for  the  teachers  colleges  was  finally 
passed  by  both  the  House  and  the  Senate  last  week.   Delay  in 
passing  upon' it  was  not  due  to  any  particular  objection  to  it 
at  any  point,  but  was  due  simply  to  the  congestion  of  ^ork  to 
be  done  which  always  characterizes  the  closing  month  of  a 
session  of  the  Legislature.   The  attitude  exhibited  in  the 
Legislature  toward  the  teachers  colleges  was  at  all  points 
cordial  and  favorable.   For  this,  we  all  have  reason  to  be 
appreciative.   Particular  appreciation  should  go  to  the  Re- 
presentatives and  Senators  who  represented  the  districts  im- 
mediately surrounding- the  five  teachers  colleges  of  Illinois. 
The  bill  carried  a  total  appropriation  for  current  expenses  for 
the  College  of  ^982,220,  not  including  $7590  for  postage  and 
printing  which  comes  from  a  blanket  appropriation  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Printing.   This  appropriation  is  divided  into  the 
following  standard  accounts:

Repair  and  Equipment  62,450 

The  bill  which  was  finally  passed  by  the  Legislature  not 
only  provides  the  .amount  of  increase  for  this  College,  which  wc 
have  been  expecting  to  receive  since  the  Department  of  Finance 
bill  for  the  teachers  colleges  was  prepared,  but  it  includes 
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$30,000  norc.   The  credit  for  having  secured  the  oxtra  *30,000 
belongs  to  Senator  Criscnborry,  irho  Introduced  on  amendment  to 

the  House  Bill  when  it  was  token  uo  in  tho  Sonatc  to  add  thot 
amount  to  tho  appropriation  for  Carbondale. 

When  tho  bill  was  returned  to  the  House  for  concurrence 
in  Senator  Criscnbcrry!s  amendment  o.ll  of  the  representatives 
fron  districts  adjacent  to  Carbnndalo  did  yoemnn  service  in 
securing  prompt  concurrence. 

As  thinrs  now  stand,  if  the  Governor  approves  the  bill  as 
passed,  this  College  will  receive  an  actual  increase  in  operat- 
ing expenses  of  ^154,822  over  what  we  spent  during  the  last 
bienniun.  When  we  remember  that  this  College  is  the  only  one 
of  the  five  which  received  any  Increase' over  the  appropriation, 
including  the  reserve,  of  two  years  ago,  I  on  sure  that  we  have 
every  reason  to  be  grateful ■ 

The  bill  carried  a  total  appropration  of  ^970,000  (one 
nillion  dollars  ninus  ^30,000  for  architectural  services  which 
was  appropriated  to  the  State  Architect's  office)  for  permanent 
inprov orients  at  the  teachers  colleges,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Board  and  the  Governor.   Of  this,  the  general  assumption 
at  present  scens  to  be  that  Carbondalo  will  receive  about  half 
for  the  construction  of  a  now  training  school  building.   Alto- 
gether, wo  have  been  ouitc  frcnerously  treated  by  the  Sixtieth 
General  Assembly.   Those  of  us  who  have  friends  among  its 
members  should  bo  at  pains  to  write  then  expressing  our  sincere 
appreciation. 


What  Lawyers  Think  About  General  Education 

I  was  very  greatly  interested  in  a  report  that  cane  to 
Hiss  Shank's  desk  a' few  days  ago  fron  Professor  Harno,  Dean  of 
the  Law  School  at  the  University  of  Illinois.   This  report  cane 
as  a  result  of  a  questionnaire  addressed  to  the  lawyers  of 
Illinois  asking  then  some  questions  about  the  legal  education 
that  they  had  received  and,  by  inference,  the  modifications 
that  they  would  recommend  in  tho  light  of  their  later  experience 
I  was  particularly  interested  in  the  answers  to  the  o.uestion, 
"What  in  your  judgment  ore  the  most  important  subjects  that  a 
pro-legal  curriculum  should  contain?" 

The  practice  of  law,  like  teaching  and  journalism,  brings 
lawyers  into  contact  TTith  almost  every  conceivable  human  re- 
lations problem  that  people  face.   It  docs  not  co.ll  the  field 
of  no.tural  sciences  into  play  as  much  as  some  of  tho  professions 
do,  but  even  this  field  is  not  wholly  untouched.   What  the 
lawyers  think  about  their  own  education,  therefore,  is  probably 
significant,  not  only  for  the  education  of  lawyers,  but  for  tho 
general  education  of  other  citizens  as  well.   Following  arc  all 
of  the  subjects  thot  were  mentioned  by  eleven  or  norc  persons 
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in  the  order  of  the  number  of  times  each  was  mentioned.

"The  resources,  of  the  entire  university  so  far  as  they  arc 
relevant  should  be  brought  to  bear  on  the  training  of  teachers, 
and,  looking  at  it  nov  a  little  boldly,  I  should  say  that  teachers 
colleges  ought  to  Tork  toward  a  relationship  to  other  types  of 
nearby  institutions  that  Trould  bring  about  the  same  cooperative 
relation  that  I  have  been  talking  about  as  amon^  different 
faculties  within  the  university.

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  third  hour  on  Tuesdays  and 
Thursdays  is  to  be  kept  free  for  general  assemblies  of  the  whole 
student  body.

Too  Much  Student  Help 

Since  I  came  to  the  College  four  years  ago  there  has  been 
a  tendency  constantly  to  increase  the  student  help  payroll. 
This  has  gone  on  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  there  has  been  a  con- 
tinued improvement  in  the  use  of  NYA  help.   I  asked  Mr.  Miles  to 
prepare  a  report  last  week  to  show  what  the  total  proposed  ex- 
penditures for  next  year  would  be.  His  figures  show  that,  if 
the  requests  that  have  been  submitted  are  approved,  we  shall  be 
spending  $29,800  of  State  money  for  student  help  next  year.   This 
is  almost  twice  as  much  money  as  we  were  spending  four  years  ago. 
Members  of  the  faculty  should  understand  that  this  money  has  to 
come  from  the  appropriation  for  salaries  and  wages  or  from  the 
Revolving  Fund,  and  that  every  dollar  that  is  spent  for  student 
help  reduces  the  amount  that  is  available  for  other  things  that 
might  be  needed. 

We  are  in  honor  bound  not  to  use  NYA  students  for  work  that 
has  previously  been  paid  for  by  the  State,  but  there  is  a  tendency 
for  a  faculty  member  who  previously  had  no  clerical  help  at  all 
to  begin  by  using  an  NYA  student;  and  then  after  a  year,  Insist 
that  they  must  have  regularly-employed  student  help.   I  should 
like  to  urge  all  members  of  the  faculty  who  have  any  fiscal 
responsibilities  to  go  over  their  requests  for  State  help  very 
carefully  and  reduce  them  to  a  minimum,  supplementing  their  State 
help  as  much  as  they  can  honorably  do  so  with  NYA  employees. 

It  is  definitely  understood  that,  where  a  Department  Head 
reduces  the  amount  he  planned  to  use  for  State  help,  his  depart- 
ment will  not  lose  that  amount  of  money,  but  it  will  be  available 
to  him  to  be  spent  for  equipment  or  other  things  which  his  depart- 
ment needs. 

Clerical  help  is  something  which  is  capable  of  unlimited 
expansion  and  it  is  necessary  for  us  all  to  try  to  put  a  brake 
on  it  as  much  as  we  can,  otherwise  it  will  run  away  from  us. 
Under  the  system  we  use  at  this  College,  namely  that  of  using 
students  instead  of  regular  civil  service  workers,  it  is  more 
than  ordinarily  apt  to  get  out  of  control. 

I  should  like  to  urge  again  that  every  fiscal  officer  re- 
duce his  expenditures  for  more  clerical  services  to  a  minimum. 
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An  Interesting  Article 

The  July  number  of  Harpers  magazine  contains  a  very  Inter- 
esting article  entitled  "Science  and  the  New  Landscape."  The 
article  appears  to  me  to.be  very  significant,  even  if  a  careful 
reading  by  an  exact  scientist  might  find  it  not  rigorously 
scientific  in  all  its  statements  and  conclusions.   The  problems 
with  which  it  deals  are  national  in  scope,  to  be  sure,  but  most 
of  them  are  more  acute  in  Southern  Illinois  than  in  any  other 
place.   The  challenge  the  author  gives  to  the  scientist  to  address 
himself  to  the  task  of  solving  these  problems  is  one  that,  it 
seems  to  me,  should  come  home  very  definitely  to  members  of  the 
faculty  of  this  College.   In  reading  the  article  it  was  gratifying 
to  be  able  to  feel  that  a  number  of  the  members  of  our  faculty 
are  already  doing  as  much  of  the  sort  of  work  the  article  recom- 
mends as  their  time  and  energies  will  permit  them  to  do. 

I  should  like  to  recommend  the  reading  of  this  article,  parti- 
cularly to  the  people  who  are  in  the  social  studies  and  in  the 
biological  and  earth  science  divisions. 


The  Final  Action  on  Our  Appropriation 

Last  week  the  Governor  signed  the  Appropriation  Bill  for 
the  five  teachers  colleges  without  vetoing  any  items  for  this 
College  or  any  of  the  others.   The  $970,000  for  Permanent  Improve- 
ments was  also  approved,  out  of  which,  presumably,  we  are  to  re- 
ceive the  training  school  building.   The  Bill  would  give  to  this 
College  an  increase  of  $155,000  for  operating  expenses  over  what 
we  have  had  for  the  past  biennium.  All  but  $515,000  of  this  would 
be  available  for  instructional  services. 

Unfortunately,  we  have  had  unofficial  word  by  means  of  a 
telephone  conversation  which  Mr.  Miles  had  with  one  of  the  of- 
ficials at  Springfield  last  week  that  the  Department  of  Finance 
Is  withholding  $30,000  of  our  appropriation,  $15,000  in  salaries 
and  wages,  and  $15,000  In  operation  and  equipment,  because  in 
their  Judgment  we  have  received  more  than  we  need. 

This  attitude  stands  in  sharp  contrast  to  the  attitude  of 
the  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Board  for  this  College,  which  met 
last  week  and  approved  the  extension  of  the  faculty  and  the  use 
of  a  substantial  amount  of  money  for  making  modest  increases  in 
salaries  according  to  the  plan  which  was  recommended  by  the 
faculty  committee  some  months  ago.   The  attitude  of  the  Board  Com- 
mittee was  most  generous. 

What  the  final  outcome  of  the  whole  matter  will  be  remains 
to  be  seen.   At  all  events,  even  if  we  are  not  permitted  to  spend 
the  $30,000  reserve,  the  College  will  be  much  better  off  than  it 
was  during  the  past  biennium.   At  the  very  worst,  we  have  some 
reason  to  be  happy  over  the  outcome  of  the  past  session  of  the

Report  on  Placements 


Several  members  of  the  faculty  have  inquired  how  success- 
ful our  placement  activities  have  been  so  far  this  year.  Mr. 
Morwin  presents  the  roport  given  below  comparing  placements 
this  year  with  those  of  an  equivalent  date"  last  year.   It  needs 
to  be  remembered  that  we  have  a  much  larger  group  to  place  this 
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year  than  wo  had  last. 

"Placements  statistics  for  the  current  year  in- 
dicate a  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  four- 
year  graduates  -placed  to  date.   A  comparison  vrlth  the 
mid-season  figures  for  last  year  follows:

"An  interesting  note  recently  received  from  llr. 
Carrington  of  Old  Normal  says,  >We  have  slightly  fewer 
calls  for  teachers,  but  probably  half  a' dozen  more  place- 
ments than-  a  year  ago  now.   As  I  see  it,  this  year  is 
approximately  the  same  as  last  in  our  office.1" 


College  Radio  Broadcasts  for  Next  Year 

The  faculty  committee  which  was  appointed  to  arra.nro  for 
broadcasting  from  the  campus  during  the  next  school  year  ^ishes 
to  report  that  such  arrangements  have  been  made  and  that  be- 
ginning next  fall  one-half  hour  programs  will  be  broadcast 
from  the  campus  once  each  week  through  radio  station  WEBQ, 
Harrisburg*   The  exact  time  of  the  broadcast  has  not  yet  been 
definitely  decided  upon  but  Just  no'-r  it  seems  probable  that  it 
will  be  between  two  and  three  P.!!.  on  Tuesday  or  Wednesday 
afternoon.   The  committee  has  been  able  to  secure  the  cooperation 
of  Dr.  Beyer  as  announcer  and  Mr.  Tichcnor  of  the  Synton  Radio 
Fraternity,  as  technician*   Hiss  Magnus,  a  member  of  the 
committee,  will  cact  as  program  director. 

The  committee  has  drawn  up  a  temporary  schedule  of  urograms 
for  the  year  allotting  time  to  the  different  departments  on  the 
campus.   This  is  not  yet  ready  for  publication  and  the  committee 
would  appreciate  any  suggestions,  especially  concerning  those 
programs  that  arc  seasonal  in  nature. 

According  to  the  present  scheme,  most  of  the  programs  will 
be  divided  into  two  parts  in  order  to  give  diversity.   Speeches 
arc  to  be  limited  to  fifteen  minutes  and  will  be  followed  by 
music,  forums,  etc.   As  the  committee  must  file  a  copy  of  each 
speech  with  the  broadcasting  station,  it  will  be  necessary  for 
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each  speaker  to  furnish  the  committee  with  two  copies  of  his 
speech  before  it  is  broadcast,  preferably  at  lea3t  a  week  pre- 
ceding the  date  of  the  broadcast. 


Department  Reports  Are  Coming  In 

During  the  past  week  I  have  read  a  half-dozen  department 
reports.  For  the  most  part  reading  these  reports  is  an  in- 
spiring experience.   They  very  definitely  convey  the  impression 
that  this  College  is  doing  its  job  with  energy  and  distinction 
on  all  of  the  many  fronts  on  which  it„opcratcs. 

The  reports  bring  to  light  many  activities  and  many 
accomplishments  of  the  departments  that  I  should  not  even  havo 
known  about  had  it  not  been  for  the  reports.   One  heartening 
characteristic  of  almost  all  of  thorn  is  the  evidence  that  the 
departments  are  subjecting  themselves  to  self-criticism  for  the 
improvement  of  their  work  and  for  the  coordination  of  it  with 
the  total  program  of  the  College  and  with  other  departments. 


Reports  Due  From  Department  Heads 

llore  thru  half  of  the  Department  Heads  have  still  not 
turned  in  their  schedules  for  the  Fall  Term.   It  is  highly  im- 
portant that  this  matter  be  attended  to  soon,  especially  since 
we  are  changing  the  whole  schedule  to  conform  to  the  longer  day 

Department  Heads  will  bear  in  mind  that  no  classes  are  to 
be  scheduled  for  the  third  hour  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays, 
and  that,  so  far  as  possible,  the  third  hour  on  the  remaining 
days  of  the  week  is  to  be  filled  with  three-hour  classes. 

There  arc  a  few  Department  Heads  ^ho  have  not  reported  on 
room  requirements  for  next  year.  llr.  Miles  and  I  are  meeting 
this  week  to  plan  changes  in  buildings  to  try  to  provide  more 
rooms.   Failure  to  hear  from  a  Department  Head  **ill  be  under- 
stood to  mean  that  tho  department  in  question  can  get  along 
without  additional  soacc.

Get  Ready  for  Moving  Day 

Sometime  early  in  the  week  Mr.  Miles  will  send  informa- 
tion to  the  various  departments  and  agencies  that  will  need  to 
be  prepared  to  have  their  equipment  moved  during  the  vacation. 
Persons  who  are  responsible  for  the  equipment  in  question  will 
leave  necessary  instructions  for  moving  it  and  arranging  it  in  the 
place  to  which  it  is  to  be  moved. 

The  Egyptian  Office,  for  example,  is  to  be  moved  to  the  base- 
ment of  the  Library;  the  History  Department  offices  to  the 
Egyptian  Office;  and  certain  rearrangements  are  to  be  made  in 
the  Art  Department.   Mr.  Miles  will  notify  members  of  the  faculty 
who  are  involved  in  other  proposed  changes  in  the  plant. 


Pay  Checks  Late 

Because  of  the  fact  that  this  month  is  the  first  in  the 
new  biennium  and  the  accounting  machinery  at  Springfield  needs 
to  be  readjusted,  it  is  possible  that  the  pay  checks  for  the 
summer  session  may  be  late.   It  is  almost  certain  that  pay  checks 
of  members  of  the  staff  who  are  on  the  twelve-months  pay  roll 
will  not  be  here  on  time. 

Also,  according  to  a  new  procedure  ordered  by  the  State 
Department  of  Finance,  all  pay  checks  must  be  made  out  to  con- 
form to  the  calendar  month.   This  means  that  the  members  of  the 
summer  term  faculty  will  receive  two  pay  checks — one  full 
month's  salary  for  July,  and  another  check  for  the  difference 
between  the  June  salary  and  a  month's  salary  for  August.   We  do 
not  know  whether  the  August  portion  of  the  salary  will  be  paid 
immediately  upon  the  close  of  the  summer  terra  or  whether  the 
check  for  that  will  not  be  issued  until  September  1. 

At  all  events,  the  members  of  the  faculty  will  eventually 
receive  two  full  months  pay  for  the  summer  session.   We  hope 
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these  matter's  will  not  too  greatly  Inconvenience  the  faculty. 
So  far  as  we  know,  there  is  nothing  that  our  Business  Office 
could  do  which  has  not  been  done  to  expedite  the  issuance  of  the 
checks. 


Senior  Exemption  from  Final  Examinations 

A  number  of  the  members  of  the  faculty  have  inquired  about 
the  exemption  of  graduating  seniors  from  examinations.   This 
is  an  old  College  tradition  which  probably  does  not  have  any- 
thing to  recommend  it  except  the  desire  of  the  seniors  to  avoid 
the  necessity  of  taking  the  examinations.   However,  we  shall  con- 
tinue to  abide  by  it  for  the  time  being. 

The  rule  is  that  members  of  the  senior  class  who  were  not 
exempt  from  final  examinations  in  June,  that  is,  seniors  who  are 
finishing  in  the  summer  terra  and.  were  not  here  at  all  during  the 
spring  term,  will  be  exempt  from  the  final  examinations.   A 
senior  is  not  entitled  to  two  exemptions. 


Fall  Term  Opening 

The  College  will  open  on  Monday,  September  11.   Monday, 
Tuesday,  and  Wednesday  will  be  used  for  freshman  registration; 
upperclass  registration  will  be  held  on  Wednesday,  and  Thursday 
until  noon.   Instruction  will  begin  on  Thursday  at  one  o'clock. 

Freshman  sponsors  are  asked  to  be  at  the  S-yranasium  at 
eight  o'clock  on  Monday,  September  11. 

All  members  of  the  faculty  are  requested  to  be  at  their 
posts  on  Monday  morning,  even  though  they  are  not  immediately 
concerned  with  freshman  registration. 


Armory  Dedication  Tickets
